Kingdom. You my eaſily judge how he was welcom'd, 
and can imagine without my telling it, that all the Mag- 
niſicence the Epirors could poſſibly . was to be ſeen 
when he made his Entrance; we went a good way forth 
to meet him, and that Interview with demonſtra- 
tions of Joy and Affection, which it would be very diffi-

ded Deidamia by my audacious Thoughts: But I was not 
Matter of that noble Paſſion, which totally poſſeſſing my 
Soul with an abſolute Empire, left me nor the leaſt power 
in the World over my ſelf; and I believ'd, that putting 
my ſelf into the hazard of dying for you, there was too 


much Glory in my Deſtiny to forbear to publiſh it ; "twas 


that that made me haſten a Declaration, which perhaps ycu 
have not forgiven me, and though I am not able to re- 
pent it, I accounted my Temerity ſo worthy to be con- 
demned, that I ſhall think what Sentence ſoever you 
pronounce againſt it, to be both Juſt and Merciful. Ag 
made an end of theſe Words, he fix'd his Eyes on 
mine with ſuch a paſſionate Action, that his Silence ex- 
his Thoughts more eloquently than they had done; 

and knowing that I ſhould neither difpleaſe Zacides, nor 
injure the Modeſty of my Sex, by giving him civil Proofs 
of my Aſſection, I made no difficulty of taking a little 
Liberty in favour of him, and of following the Command 
of my Friends, the Wiſhes of the whole Court, and the 
Incitements of mine own Inclinatien ; Sir, (ſaid I, after 
I had ſtaid a while without reply) your Services are moſt 
important, and your Offences very light, and that De- 


claration, whereof you accuſe your ſelf as of a Crime, 


was made with too much Reſpect and Freedom, to leave 
me any matter of Complaint againſt you; I think it a 
moſt jadicious Courſe for Perſons of your Quality and 
mine, and my Father's 8 gives me the Liberty 
to conſider your ill, which I ſhould not 
have been able to have caſt my Eyes, without the Know- 
ledge of his: Iwill confeſs to you moreover, fince this 


Conſeſſion is due to the Merit of your Perſon, and to that

ous to you, of a King of one City, and of a City whoſe 
Sovereigns are Slaves ? Are you blinded with a little 
Valour, and a little Handſomneſs in his Perſon ? And 
will your Condition be c'er the better for having a hand- 
ſom — in Greece ? If he have done any Service 
to this State, does it belong to you to recompence him? 
And is there not a King of Fpirw who is wholly oblig d 
to him for it? If the King your Brother, to whom I have 
the Honour to be nearly ally'd, were here, do you think 
he would prefer this petty Prince of Greece before a Prince 
of the Blood of Achilles, as he himſelf is; before a Prince 
whoſe Birth, whoſe Perſon and whoſe Fidelity are known 
to him?

PI kill him, that unjuſt Uſurper of my Happineſs, I'l1 
kill him in the very Arms of Antipater ; and though Aler- 
ander himſelf ſhould come in his Defence, Agis deſpiſes 
his own Life enough to ſacrifice many other to his lawful 
Reſentment. He ſaid divers other Words tranſported 
with an exceſſive Fury, but when his firſt Violence was 
a little over, Dear Agis, (ſaid I) if the firmneſs of my 
Affection to you can give you any Hope or Conſolation, 
be certain, that neither Caſſander, nor any other Man in

that had been ſeen for many Ages, that his Valour ſhould 
not be parallel d in the whole World, and that if he

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were but as fortunate as Alexander, he ſhould obſcure the 
Fame of all his gallant Actions. Theſe Promiſes of the 
Gods raiſed /Zacidas to marvellous Hopes, and they be- 

to breed up young Pyrrhbus with ſo great Care as 
— the Intereſt of the whole Kingdom in bim. | 
. Epirus continued a Year in Joy, and in Tranquillity 
enough ; but the Ingratitude of Zacidas had too ighly 
incenſed the Gods to expect any long continuance of Pro- 
ſperity, nor could their Juſtice chuſe but break forth in 
the end upon his miſerable Family. The firſt Blow of 
Fortune he received was the Death of the Queen my Mo- 
ther, whom a violent Fever took away from us in a very 
few Days, and whoſe Vertue left a moſt honourable 
Memory among the Epirots. AEacidas was as ſenſible of 
that Loſs as was poſſible for him to be, the whole Court 
put on Mourning with him for & gnod a Princeſs ; and 
notwithſtanding; I was prepoſſeſſed with. ſo violent a 
Grief, as ſeemed to have made me incapable of Sorrow 
for any other Loſs, this Cauſe found room ſlill in my 
Heart for a new Affliction, and I was as deeply touched 
with it as it was fit for me to be: The Tears I ſhed for 
my Mother mingled themſelves with thoſe which yet fell 
daily from mine Eyes, for the Remembrance of my peor 
i; but the King had ſcarcely dried up his, when he 
received new matter of Grief, and ſaw his utmoſt Loſſes 
through the Anger of the Gods, whom the Violation of 
his Faith had made his Enemies. Pardon me, Sacidat, 
# I cannot forbear to reproach thy Memory, and believe 
however that the Remembrance of my Misfortunes never 
bindred me from loving thee, and lamenting thee as I 
am obliged.

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he had to revenge him. Antipater, who conceived him- 
ſelf ill dealt withal, and mocked by A#acidas, lent an 
Ear to Neoptolcmus's Sollicitations, * joy fully offered to 
give him his Aſſiſtance; yet durſt he neither wm nor 
ſcad him any Macedonian Forces, knowing he ſhould not 
be favoured by Alexander, who confidered our Family by 
reaſon of the near Alliance that was between us ; but 
he furniſhed him with Mercenary Strangers, whom he 
levied upon the Frontiers, and ſupplied him under-hand 
with great Sums of Money to ſupport the Charges of his 
Enterprize, Negligent .Zacidas lighted the firſt Notice 
that was given him of this Commotion, but when 'he 
went to try ſome Remedy, the Misfortune was gone fo 
far, that all his Endeavcurs were unprofitable to hinder 
it, Neoptolemus did not only raiſe the Modes, but ſowed 
Rebellion through all parts of Efirus, and made a Party 
even in Aubracia it ſelf, which quickly became ſtronger 
than the Kings. * n 
I never IS comprehend which way Neoprolemys met 
with ſo much facility in his Deſign, for tho“ I know the 
irots are the molt inconſtant and the moſt wicked Peo- 
. of all Europe, I cannot imagine what Advantage they 
could find in baſely forſaking their natural King, to caft 
themſelves into the Hands X an Uſurper. Tis certain 
that in any other Country, Neopto/emus could not fo eaſily 
have effected his Defign ; but how faithleſs ſoever ours 
is, I could never attribute the Ruin of our Family to an 
thing, but a manifeſt Judgment of Heaven upon it. Per- 
fidious' Neoprolemus declared himſelf, as ſoon as he was 
firong enough, and coming before our Towns with a 
mighty Army, he in a ſhort ſpace brought them under 
his. Obedience without ſtriking a Blow: His Forces en- 
creaſed daily, and when he was Maſter of all the Coun- 
try, he marched directly to Ambracia, where he knew he 
was. waited for by the greater part of the Inhabitants. 
ZEacidas then made ſome Attempts to remedy his laſt Mis- 
forcunes, but he found the Courage of the Fjirors ſo cold, 
that after having unſucceſsfully tried to make them take 
Arms for his Defence, he began to loſe both Heart and 


„Hope together. Then it was that he vainly” called for 
Agis's Aliiſtance, 


and that be bewailed his Ingratitude 
| with 
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with Tears of Blood; he in his own Deſtruction ſaw the 
Truth of that poor Prince's Predictions, and after his un- 
worth Uſage of him, had not the Confidence to demand 
Relief den bis Allies. For mine own part, I can aſſure 
you, there were but two Reaſons that augmented my 
Affliction in this Misſortune; I was troubled for my Fa- 
ther's Diſaſters, though he had drawn them on his own 
Head, and I was afraid of falling ioco the hands of Nep- 
tolemus, whom. I mortally 

ſelf to the Will of the Gods, and being as it were dead 


to all manner of Contentment in the World, tis certain 


I was leſs touch'd with our Diſaſters than I ſhould hare 
been in another Seaſon. M 23 ſeeing himſelf re- 
duced, by the Fickleneſs o 
Town, reſolved to defend it, — — to Suc- 
cour from ſome of his Neighbours, or to lay his Bones 
in the Ruins of it. But when Weoptolemus was come 
within two Days March of us, thoſe that took part with

E MET RIU S having left Deidamia with

on all the Complaints be had made of Caſſandra's Infide- 


lity, and with what Remorſe did he recal into his Me- 
mory, thoſe cruel Deſigns he had fram'd againſt the Life 


of his moſt loved Ar/aces? Which way, dear Brother, 
(cried” he before all the Company) Which way, dear 
Princeſs, ſhall I be able to repair what I have ſaid, and 


| what I have attempted againſt you? and what Blood do 


I not owe to the Expiation of thoſe bloody Injuries, and 
of thoſe cruel Intentions ? Thou guilty Mouth, which 
haſt ſo often blaſphemed my adored Princeſs, and thou 
ſacrilegious Hand, which haſt ſo inhumanly ſhed the no- 
ble Blood of my moſt worthy Brother, what will you 
ſay ? what will you do to give Satisfaction for your 
Crimes? That admirable Virtue I ſo much wrong'd by 
my unjuſt Suſpicions, and thoſe deep Wounds which my 
ungrate ful Sword has made in the Body of a Brother, to 


whom I ſtood indebted for all my Happineſs, do they not 


cry aloud for Vengeance againſt me? Ah! no (ſaid he 
again, after a little pauſe) fear nothing for innocent 
Faults, thoſe between my Brother and me are mutual; 
if I have drawn part of his Blood, he hath poured forth 
almoſt all mine; and ſince Arraxerxcs is revived, and 
Statira is not inconſtant, we ought to caſt away all fatal 
Remembrances, and baniſh all matters of Affliction.

traordinary Care; and Prince Lyfimachus, who next Oro-

of Difficulty, ſome few Roots of it were found upon the 
neighbouring Mountain. They were no ſooner applied 
but they wrought their uſual Effect, and gave the Chirur- 
© geons certain hope of a « mge 5m The next Day he 
was viſibly amended, but tho' the Phyſicians allowed 
him to diſcourſe a little with his Friends, they would 
not ſuffer him to engage himſelf in the long Narration 
which was deſired of him, and only ordained that he 
mould defer it till the Day following. Oroondates, who 
knew not Ar/aces's Intentions, and believ'd that perhaps 
he might be unwilling to make himſelf known to ſo ma- 
ny Perſons who had been Enemies to his Father, who 
had labour'd for the Deſtruction of his Family, and who 
bad made themſelves great, only by thoſe Territories 
Which ought to have been his, took ſuch a courſe by the 
means of Lx/imachus and Araxes, that his true Name was 
not publiſhed ſo ſoon, and he only diſcovered it to The- 
Aeris, Ptolomeus, and ſome of thoſe in whom he had a 
more ſpecial Confidence. Ar ſaces prayed Oroondates to 
make him the relation of that part of his Adventures 
which was unknown to him, and the Prince gave him an 
exact Account of them, which cauſed him often to fall 7 
into ſuch Admirations, and Praiſes of his Virtue, as the c/ 
Prince's Modeſty could not ſuffer. Part of the Day was 7 
beſtowed in this recital, and the remainder paſſed in a 
3 , - delightful _ 
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delightfal Converſation, wherein the Princeſs Deidamia, 
who, with the other Ladies, was come to viſit the Prin- 
ces, appear'd like a fair Star, and made ſome of the 
Company doubt whether Berenice had any Advantage over 
her. That lovely Princeſs had already given her a large 
Place in her Affection; Thaleftris had not been ſparing to 
her of hers, and all the Princes (charmed with her Beau- 
„and with her admirable Qualities, and touch'd with 

x 6 fad Events of her Fortune, and with the Ruin of her 
Houſe) had with much Joy and Civility promiſed her 
that Protection and Aſſiſtance ſhe demanded of them. 
Demetrius intereſted himſelf more in that Buſineſs than 
all the reſt, and his Father began already to obſerve 
that he beheld that Princeſs with Eyes drown'd in 
Tears than ordinary, and that he was not altogether ſo 
much fix'd upon the forrowful Remembrance of his Her- 
mione. 'This was the laſt Day of the Truce, which 
obliged the Princes to ſpend the Remnant of it carefully 
in putting the Army in order; either to aſſault, if they 
ſaw Occaſion; or to defend it ſelf, if it ſhould be aſſaul- 
ted.

wide, I began to diſcern ſome of the Objects that — 
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Enemy, I to hope forall manner of Courteſy from 
him. This ledge ſweeten'd my Diſcontent, and as 
at that Time I was void of any P that could make 
me hate my Life, I joyfully receiv'd the Aſſiſtance that 
was given me for the Conſervation of it. The ſecond 
Day I was a little ſtronger, and the next after that, the 
Phyficians aſſured Ti cs, that by the Favour of the 
Gods, there was hope of my Recovery. 'The third Day, 
when they had fir'd the Camp to burn that great Number 
of dead Bodies which the Scythian: left upon our Fields, 
they repaſſed the Araxi, to march back toward 7/eabn ; 
and Theodatts, who did already intereſt him "_T 
much in my Safety, not being able to that Neceſ- 
fity, would have me brought along in the moſt commo- 
ly could, and for that 
cauſed a cloſe Hand-Litter to be made, and to be car- 
ried by a great many Men appointed for that Office, who 
eaſing one another by Turns, removed me very gently, 
and eafily kept pace with the Army, which by reaſon of 
the Number of the wounded Men, moved leiſurely, and 
made but very ſhort Marches. We came on this faſhion 
into Scythia, and arrived at .; but Theodates, who 
for particular Reaſons defired to keep me conceal'd, 
would not let me be carried into that City, but to'a 
Houſe of his which was not above five or fix hundred 
Furlongs from thence, I was already in a Condition 
which gave the Chirargeons certain of my Reco» 
very, but my Wounds were ſo great, that long Time, 
much Patience were for my Cure; nor did 
they fail to labour in it with ſuch extraordinary Care, 
that I could not then imagine any other thing, bat that 
Theodates, having had ſome Knowledge of my Quality, 


was ſo induſtrious to procure my Health, out of hope to 


get a mighty Ranſom for me. I wrong'd his Virtue in 
that falſe Opinion, and I have fince had very good Rea- 
ſon to know, that nothing but mere Generoſity inſpired 
him with all thoſe favourable Inclinations to me. He 
had viſited me often during our March, and he ſaw me 
divers times at that Houſe of his, where he forgot no 
kind of Civility or good Uſage, to fweeten the Diſcon-

I a mortal Hatred the King of Scy:/bia bore cur Fami- 
y.; But goes he was by my Bed-ſide, he with 
1 great ge of. Civility  entreated me to tell him ſome- 
BA of them, aſſuring me, that let me diſguiſe it as 
as I would, I could not put him out ot the Opi- 
nion be had conceived of the Greatneſs of my Quality . 
I all my Life had a great Averſion againſt Lying, and be- 
_ ides, .eſteeming Theodate; extremely, I defired to tell 
him Truth without diſcovering my ſelf ; and remembring 
the former Names our Family had born before my Fa- 
ther attain'd the Crown, I am called A4r/aces, (ſaid I) 
my Father's Name was Codoman, and you were not de- 
ceived, when you believed me to be ſomething above the 
common of Men; for indeed I am born a Prince, 
in one of thoſe Countries that obey Darius, and I have 
the Honour to belong to him by ſome Alliances which 
are not very remote. I make this Confeſhon to you, 
upon the zowledge I have of your Virtue, and tho 
_ Captivity, is, bk to Princes, I bear mine with Pa- 
tience, not think my Condition miſerable, becauſe 
"Iam fallen into the hands of ſo generous a Prince as 
 Theodates. When you are once in ſuch an Eſtate (replied 
' Theodates) that you can make uſe of the Eſteem I have of 
L. you will find I have no Intentions vou can com- 
plain of, nor. ſhall the Knowledge you give me of your 
Qualiy, K Fond ay to your — 4 — e. Vet is it 
be unknown to the Sgibhians ; for if 
* cd If Hou ec 1 had a Priſoner of ſuch. — 
tance, it would be hard for you to recover your Aa 
before the end of our Wars. You may lie here co 
till you are well, and when you have. A ys your 
Health and Strength, I will certainly give 1. * to 
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Wie had ſome ot her Diſcourſe upon this Subject, and. 
during all the time my Wounds . in Bed, I had 
a thouſand. new Occaſions to acknowledge his Civility. 
While Lled that kind of Life, (very tedious to a Perſon 
of my Humour) my Thoughts travell'd as far as Perfia ; 
and * truly proteſt to you, Brother, that nothing in 
my Captivity troubled me ſo much as our Separation. 1 
Was uncertain whether you had eſcaped the Battle in 
which I fell, and into which I had ſeen you ruſh head- 
long with ſo little regard of Danger; and really that 
Apprehenſion was the greateſt of my Difcontents. Vet 
did I receive ſome Conſolation, in that among ſo many 
Bodies as were ftript, yours, whereof the whole Court 
of Scythia had the [des moſt preſent to their Memory, 
had not been fourd, which made me hope with a great 
deal of likelihood, that you were not flain in that Day's 
Service, Your Conſideration alſo gave me a deſire to 
make ſome ſtay among the Sytbhians, tho' I had had Li- 
berty to return; and my dear Oroondates was too high in 
$ my Eſteem to leave his Country without ſeeing the King 
7 his Father, and that Siſter, whoſe admirable Beauty was 
ſo loudly fam'd, and whereof I had heard Araxes, and 
many other Perſons in Sc;thia, ( with ſome of thoſe 
Praiſes which are her due. I heartily wiſh'd for ſome 
Occaſion, wherein I might pay your Houſe ſome ſmall 
pu of what you had done for ours, and the Gods know 
would have purchaſed it with the better part of my 
Blood. In fine, not to hold you longer in this tedious 
part of my Life, I recover'd my Health, but I was not 
able to ſtir out of my Chamber for above three Months 
after our arrival in Sc5thia; I ſaw my ſelf at liberty as 
ſoon as cur'd, there were no Guards to. hinder me from 
going away, and generous Theodates did not ſo much as 
demand my Promiſe for Aſſurance. I rather would have 
loit my Life, than abuſed that Goodneſs, nor would I 
have taken ſo much liberty, as to have walked into the 
Garden, if he had not earneſtly entreated me himſelf, 
F- and if within a few. Days after, had not told me that 
| I was a free Man, and that if I had a mind to retire into 
my Country, he would furniſh me with means to get 
out of Syybia. This great 5. of Theodates, put me 
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22 CAS R PartIV. 
Into a Confuſion which I cannot rep but I would 
by no means accept his Offers, and 1 let him ſee I knew 
too well how the Ri 1 me towards 
him, to make ſo ill a Uſe of his a ; I told 
him that I knew the Obligations I had to him were in- 
valuable, but alſo that with what Wealth the Gods had 
left to my diſpoſing, I had a Life, which I held from 
none but him, which I with a perſect Satisfaction 
would beſtow on him that had fo preſerved 
it. Theodates judging by my Diſcourſe that I was not of 
an Humour to continue engaged in ſo great Obligations, 
redoubled his Affection to me, and proteſted, that he ne- 
ver would receive any thing but my Friendſhip for the 
Price of my Liberty, and of what he had done to ſave 
my Life. And I (replied I) will never receive my Li- 
rty upon ſuch itions, and if it be an Offence to 
rince Theodates to offer him Riches for a Reward of his 
Generoſity, he cannot at the leaſt refuſe Arſaces himſelf, 
who gives himſelf abſolutely to him, and who will not 
leave his Preſerver, and his Maſter. Our Converſation 
ended with a great many Embraces, and Theodates told 
me I ſhould oblige him infinitely, by the Defire I had to 
make a longer ſtay with him, and that he had already 
conceiv'd ſuch an Affection towards me, as would not 
ſuffer him, to let me d from him without Diſcontent. 
He promiſed me afterwards, that he would carry me to 
ſee the King, the Princeſs, and the whole Court, in ſuch 
a way that I ſhould run no Hazard of being known, and 
that if my Face were taken Notice of, he would eafily 
make me paſs for a Stranger, whom Defire of Glory had 
brought into thoſe Places where it was to be gotten ; 
and the ſame Day, after he had inſtructed his People how 
they ſhould behave themſelves towards me, and what 
they ſhould anſwer if they were queſtion'd-about me, he 
wool: me along with him to ehen; when we were alone 
he uſed me as a Prince, and as a Man of Quality equal 
to his own; but before thoſe who might obſerve our 
Actions, he, at my Requeſt, carried himfelf towards me 
as an inferior Perſon, and one that had Dependance on 
him ; otherwiſe it would have been very hard for me to 
have Raid long at Court without being ſuſpected. The

A yet did it help toward my firſt En- 
gagement: O Gods! how fatal was that Moment tomy 
epoſe! how many Sufferings has it coſt me, but withal 


how happy was it to me! fince in ſpite of all my Pains, 


in ſpite of all my Loſſes, and in ſpite of all my Misfor- 


tunes, it hath made me taſte a Bliſs, theleaſt part where- 
of was not to be purchaſed with all my Pains, Loſſes, 


and Misfortunes put together. The divine Berenice was 
alighted from her Chariot to walk under the Trees with 
Princeſs T heomiris her Coufin, and fome other Ladies of 
; and tho' I only kept along with the 

ſack Beavtics in ber 
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- as far ſurpaſſed my Imagination, You know this mar- 
vellous Princeſs ſo well already, that I ſhall. not need to 
make any Deſcription of her, and I will only tell you, 
that I fix'd my ſelf ſo deeply in that Contemplation, that 
I loſt all Knowledge of what I did; and in my Walk I 
was guided merely by the Throng of People that waited 
on the Princeſs. O Gods! (ſaid I co my ſelf) 7s it prfible 
von Houla baue thus advantageouſly diſplay'd all your Powers 
in one mortal Beauty? or rather, is it poſſible that IN 
Powers ſhould have been able to form ſo marvellous a Work- 
marſhip ? Fly, Artaxerxes, (ſaid I within a litthe after ) f 
from ſ fatal a Sight, ard ſuffer not thy ſelf to fall into a_ 
Precipice from whence thou never canſt be able to retire; this 
Beauty is nut deſtined unte Men, nor can Men, without a 
Crime, raiſe their audacious Thoughts unto it. I was fo car- 
1ied away in. theſe Diſcourſes, that I had hardly fo much 
/ .as a ſmall glimpſe of Knowledge remaining, and I ſhould 
* have continued long in that Employment, if the Princeſs 
had not given over walking, and if Theodates had not 
taken me back with bim, after he with much ado had 
raiſed me out of the deep Meditation wherein I was bu- 
Tied. All the reſt of the Day he could not draw a rea- 
ſonable Word from me; and when I was in my Bed, I 
began a War with my own Thoughts, of a quie diffe- 
rent Nature from all thoſe I had even been in before that 
Time. All Berenices Beauties came preſently into m 
Remembrance, and with them all the Sweetneſs, and all 
. tae Advantages that might be found in the Glory of ſer- 
ving her; but this Knowledge was quickly accompanied 
with that of the Difficulties that were in that Deſign, and 
in that birth of my Love, I made Reflections little dif- 
ferent from thoſe you made in the beginnings of yours: 
Tis true, (aid I) that Berenice is the moft accompliſhed 
Creatureintbe World, and that all whith Men hut ſeen 
Lill noxw, bas net hing that in any d:gree comes near ber ad- 
mirable Beauty: She is but too Fair, He is but too Perfect: 


That is not the Thing that males tice waver, O Artaxerxes, 
nor doft thou at all dwubt whether ſhe be worthy of thy Love, 
and of that Liberty, wvhich hitherto thou haſt preſerved intire ; 
. but ſhe is tle King of Scythia Dexthter, and tou art the

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I ſtaid a while upon this Confideration, , but tly 
after I paſſed over that firſt Difficalty by your Example. 
Was not Statira (ſaid I) Darizs's Daughter, and was not 
Oroogdates the King of Scythia's Son? Halt not thou'a 
Heart as well as he ? And canſt not thou attempt that 
for his Siſter, which he ſo courageouſly hazarded for 
thine? Thou without doubt haſt Facilities in thy Deſign, 
which he found not in his; his Eximple may encourage 
thee, his Proceeding may inſtruct thee, and his Allſtance 

may make thee the moſt fortunate of all Men living, 
| He will not refuſe to give it thee; and I aſſure my ſeif 
he will do the ſame Offices for thee to his Siſter, which 
he receiv'd of thee ta thine. The Gods will mollify our 
Fathers Hearts in time, and in the interim, thou wilt be 
too happy, and too contented in having a like J 
with thy Orcondates, But what doſt thou ſay, (replied 

preſently after to my ſelf) a like Deſtiny ? Orcendates 
poſſeſſes thy Siſter's Affections already, arid perhaps his 
will never approve of thine. Thou oughteſt not to hope 
for the ſame Succeſs in thy Love, which thy Brother's 
admirable Qualities gave him in his. He is the moſt de- 
ſerving of all the Men in the whole World, and Statira, 
without being the moſt inſenſible of all Women, could 
.not have defended her ſelf againſt him. Peradventure 
Bererice's Inclinations may be different from thy Siſter's, 
and ſhe with Juſtice will find out the odds there is be- 
tweea Artaxerxes, and Prince Oroondates. Beſides, Oro- 
oadates before he engag'd himſelf in that Enterprize, had 
already gaiu'd Statira, and the whole Houſe of Perſia, 
by Obligations which gave him the Confidence to attempt 
what he undertook ; but 4r/axerxes has yet done no- 
thing, (ave Actions of an Enemy) either for Berenice, or 
for the King of Scythia. Do ſomething therefore, 4rtax- 
erxes, that may render thee conſiderable to King Matrhe- 
1s, and that may give thee ſome Advantage in thy pre- 
tending to Berenice.

I reaſon'd thus a long time, ſometimes flatter- 
ing my ſelf with Hopes, and ſometimes .affliiing my 
ſelf with Difficulties ; but in the End, I overcame them 
all to take my final Reſolution. Why doſt thou ſtand 
wavering (purſued I) in a Thing thou canſt not poſſibly 
avoid? Tis a Decree of the Deſtinies, from which all 
the Conteſtations in the World can never free thee. 
Deliberate no more whether thou ſhould'ſt love Berenice; 
but deliberate of the Means thou ſhould'ſt uſe to make 
her ſuffer thy Affection. If it pleaſe the Gods, it may 
but one Day be acceptable to her, all the moſt hap 
Perſons that ever were, never knew Felicity in any de- 
Fer com unto thine; and if thou dieſt in ſerving 
T, thy 1 will be a thouſand times more glorious 

than thy Life. | 
Here it was I fix'd, and no longer doubting whether 
J mould love or no, I thought only what courſe I ſhoold 
take to make my ſelf be lov'd. I refolv'd to uſe Theo- 
dates's Friendſhip for my ſtay in Sctbia; but I ſettled a 
firm Determination not to preſent my ſelf to the King, 
nor to the Princeſs his Daughter, till I had done ſome 
Action for their Service, which might introduce me hand- 
ſomly to their Knowledge. In the interim I often faw 
my adored Princeſs, but twas in Temples, or in ſuch 
Places where ſhe could not take Notice of my Face, and 
every time I diſcovered new Beauties in her, and felt in- 
conceivable Increaſes in my Paſſion. In ſhort, (Brother) 
J lov'd her with all the Violence that can be found in the 
ſtrongeſt Affections; and I lov'd her with fo abſolute a 
ReipeR, and ſo perfect a 8 of her Excellencies, 
that I never cheriſh'd any Hope . my ſelf wor · 
thy to ſerve her. I learn'd with much Di 


ſcontent, that I 


audacious Arſacomes had raiſed his Thoughts to her, and 


| that abufing the King's Love to his Siſter, he was ſo im- 
prudent as to'own his to the whole World, and to give 
the Princeſs publick Demonſtrations of it. The Inſo- 
lence of that indiſereet Subject, animated me with a juſt 
Wrath, and with a lawful Indignation againſt him; and 
i I had been in a Condition to have ſhewn 2 * 
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mould not have ſuffered a Preſumption that diſpleaſed my 
Princeſ. That was it wherein 1 found ſome 8 
for I no ſooner knew that Arſacomes was in love with 
Berenice, but I heard that Berenice deteſted 4r/acomes. 1 
ftaid ſome few Months at //edon on this manner, and in 
the end, the Gods made me depart from thence upon thoſe 
e ſo ardently defir'd, and ſo impatiently 
waited for. | 5 
The Nemades and the Hyleans roſe up in Arms, and ma- 
king themſelves Maſters of all that lies near the Lake of 
ger, drew a potent Army into the Field, and began to 
ſuch Havock, that the Noiſe of it came preſently 
to the King's Ear. He was deſirous to apply ſome ſpeedy 
Remedy to thoſe Troubles, and ſetting an Army on foot, 
worthily made choice of Theodates to command it, I 
bleſſed that favourable Occaſion a thouſand times, and 
* e my ſelf with an incredible Joy to march along 
with that generous Friend, upon an Expedition, where- 
in I poſſibly might find unity to make my ſelf ap- 
pear with ſome Reputation to the King of Scythia, and 
perhaps ſome Oceafion, wherein I might repay ſome part 
of what I ow'd to Theodates, I exp to him the 
Contentment I receiv'd by that Employment, and told 
him the Reſolution I had taken, either to loſe that Life 
he had fav'd, in fighting by his fide, or elſe to do ſome- 
thing for his Service, that might hinder him from repent- 
ing the Affection he had ſo blindly given me. I love 
you (anſwered Theodates) with ſo a Knowledge of 
your Merit, that I cannot be accuſed of Blindneſs in 
my Friendſhip ; and in performing marvellous Exploits, 
you will do nothing beyond the Opinion I have of you. 
 Theodates accompanied theſe favourable Words with many 
obliging Endearments; and we made ready for a de- 
parting, which by reaſon of the preſſing Neceſſity of 
Aﬀairs, was v ſudden and ipitate. I in that Se- 
ration ſhould have felt all Diſcontents a cruel Ab - 
lence can throw upon a Perſon that moſt ardently lov 
if { had not found my Conſolation in the Hope I had o 
ſome Advantages that Expedition might procure me.

Aras Modeſty © cauſed him to paſs lightly over the 
Occafions wherein he had made himſe lf remarkable; but 
Oroondates perceiving it, and deing deſirous to ſpare him 
the pains of telling them ſome of thoſe Things they had 
heard already from Berenice Brother (ſaid he) we have 
leart'd part of thoſe gallant Actions you did in that firſt 
Battle; we know you ſav'd Theodates's Life two ſeveral 


times, and that ſeeing your Squadrons. waver, you ſeiz'd

Converſation, and ber excellent Goodneſs, were as w 
known to me as her Face, of a paſſionate Man that I 
was before, I became an Idolater, and grew quite tran(- 
ported, having ſcarce Power enough left me over my ſelf, 
to keep that violent Paſſion from breaking forth, which 
had made it ſelf Miſtreſs of my Soul with a moſt abſo- 
late Empire. That Knowledge I had of her ad · 
mirable Qualities, check d my aſpiring Hopes, and I 
could not conſider Berenice, in that ſublime degree of 
Perfection to which the Gods had raiſed her, without 
remembring my ſelf to be but a Man, and therefore ut - 
terly unworthy to ſerve her. This Reflection cauſed 
Diſquiets in me, which often were obſerved in my Face, 
and tho? I was loaden with, Honours, and favour'd by 
the King beyond my deſert; that inward Diſcontent made 
me but little ſenſible of any. outward Happineſs, and hi 
dred me from taſting thoſe Advantages, which the mo 
eminent Perſons in all Scythia could not look upon with- 
out Envy.

I will not rx all the Paſſages of our Conyerſation, 
and it ſhall ſuffice me to tell you, that before we parte, | 
my fair Princeſs made me know that my Paſſion had not 
offended her, and permitted me to hope ſhe would not 
be inſenſible of it. I went away with Raptures of Con- 
tentment, which cannot be comprehended but by thoſe 


that have felt the like; and my Biſquiets for the Mileries 


of our Houſe were ſo ſwallow'd up by ſach an extraor- 

dinary Happineſs, that I had ſcarce ſo much as a Remem- 

brance of them left, As ſoon as 1 ſaw Theodates, I made 

him acquainted with my Fortune, and he was _ 
| wi 
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with it in ſuch a manner, that he could hardly have ap- 
peared more joyful at what had moſt nearly concern'd his 
own. He ſtren ed me in my Hopes by Diſcourſes ' 
upon that Subject, and in concluſion he pleaſingly per- 
ſuaded me, that by my Princeſs's Goodneſs, and your 
Aſſiſtance, my Fortune might become like yours, tho 
our Perſons were very difterent. O Gods! with what 
Contentment did I cheriſh thoſe ſweet Hopes, and what 
Thanks did I not return to my Wounds and to my Cap- 
tivity! Ah Liberty gloriouſly loſt ! (ſaid I) Ah Blood of 
Artaxerxes moſt fortunately ſpilt, how ſhall I grudge yorr 
Loſs, fince it has brought me ſo great Advantages ! O 
Empires of Darius, how little conſiderable is the Poſſeſ - 
fion of you, in reſpe& of the Poſſeſſion of my Princeſs z | 
and how light is the Glory of commanding Nations, in / 
reſpect of the Glory of obeying Berenice | ſpoke theſe | 
Words, and many others, being tranſported with a Joy 
which was obſerved in me by my Friends, and they who 
a few Days before had ſeen me with a languiſhing de- 
jected Face, wondered to find ſo great, ſo ſudden an 
Alteration, 
The next time that I ſaw my Princeſs, the d 
out of Countenance for the Favour ſhe had granted me 
PR to repent, but 
y molt charming Confirmations, ſettled me in the Hope 
of my Felicity, and promiſed me in the Preſence of Cy/- 
lenia, that none of thoſe that to her Affection, 
ſhould ever obtain any Thing to my Prejudice, and that 
ſhe would contribute towards my Happineſs, whatſoever 
I could hope for from a virtuous Princeſs. I defir'd no 
more, well might ſay, I then had been in a Condi- 
tion, that deſerv'd the Envy of the moſt fortunate Per- 
ſons, if my Felicity had not been troubled by the ſad 
Thoughts of the Miſery of my Country, and by the Fear” 
of thoſe Rep I might apprehend. Thy Father 
(ſaid I to my ſelf) has already loſt two Battles, the bet- 
ter part of his Dominions is in the power of his Enemy, 
thy Mother and thy Siſters are Captives to a young Con- 
queror, who carries them ſhamefully along in Triumph, 
and perhaps thou art upon the very point of loſing the 
E 3 greateſt 
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Ereateſt Empire of the World; and canſt thou lie bur i d 
here in Love, and canſt thou have other Thoughts tlan 
thoſe of ſerving thy Father, in this wretched Condition 
to which Fortune has reduced him, of delivering thy fo 
near Friends from Slavery, of ſaving thy Country, and 
of ſaving thy Reputation? But (ſaid I again preſently 
after) can I be able to leave Berenice in the beg'nning of 
my Happineſs, and of my gal'ant Hopes, and can I quit 
a Fortune which perhaps my Abſence may make me fole 
for-ever? Tis no matter (added I, aſham'd of that laſt 
Reflection) let us ſave our Reputation, tho' with the 
loſs of all the reſt; we would prefer Berenice before the 
Converſation of our Dominions, before the Love we 
bear our Friends; but we muſt prefer our Honour be- 
ſore Berenice, or rather we will preſerve our Honour, 
that we may not be unworthy of Herenice. This indeed 
was my Reſolution, but I could not bring my ſelf to it 
without moſt violent Conflicts. My Princeſs, who knew 
the 2 and that of our Family, did out of 

her Goodneſs with me in my Affliction, and took 
an Intereſt in our Misfortunes, with Inclinations very 
different from thoſe of the King her Father and all the 
reſt of Scycbia. 

_ : She judg'd very well that I could not ſtay in Sqtbia 
without Shame; and tho? ſhe then expreſt, that my abode 
there was not unpleafing to her, and my departure not 
indifferent, yet was ſhe too full of Reaſon to oppoſe a 
Determination, which ſo prefling a Neceflity made me 
take, or to defire Proofs from my Affection, which might 
redound to my Diſhonour. After I had her Confent for 
my — — and by the Aſſiſtance of Theodates, had 
taken ſuch Order as was neceſſary about it, I repreſented 
to the King the Neceſſity that forc'd me from his Service 
for a little time, and begg d leave of him to ſpend a few 
Months in viſiting my — in thoſe Miſeries where- 
with it was opp The King gave ear unto my Suit 
with Trouble, and teſtified his Aion to me by the 
Difficulties he made in granting me the Liberty I demand- 
ed; he did all he poſſibly could to ſtay me, offering me 
the moſt important Offices of the State, and promiſed to 
exalt me to ſuch a Height, that 4 
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look'd upon with Envy by the chiefeſt Perſons of the 
Kingdom; but theſe Conſiderations were too weak to 
hold me, fince that of Berenice had not been ſtrong 


enough. Sir, (ſaid I) the leaſt I owe unto my miſerable 


Country, is to viſit it in its extreme Calamities ; I have 
Friends and Kindred there, to whom I am bound in Du- 
ty to lend my Aſſiſtance, and [ here am uſeleſs for your 
Majeſty's Service; I would not leave you, if there were 
any Occaſion to imploy me in it, and Pll come back again 
before this Year be at an end, if Death or Impriſonment 
detain me not. I uſed many other Reaſons, which at laſt 
won his Conſent unto my Journey, after he had made me 
reiterate my Promiſe of returning as ſoon as poſſibly I 
could. 

When I had obtained his — and — _ 
my leave of a great many Friends, whom my or- 
ni had gained me in the Court of Scythia, I paid my 
ReſpeQs unto my Princeſs, Only Theodates and Cyllenia 
were admitted to our Entertainment, and we wanted no 
Pretences to cover that ſecret Converſation. O Gods! 
how were my Sorrows ſweetned, when I ſaw Tears in 
the Eyes of my fair Princeſs, and how great Conſolation 
did I receive. from her charming Words, which aſſured - 
me that I was not indifferent to her, and that I was: not 
afl icted alone for our Separation! I depatt from you, 
Madam, (ſaid I to her) becauſe my cruel Deſtiny or- 
dains-it ſo, and you would have a juſt Occaſion to repent - 
the Favour you have ſhewn me, if I could indure to live 
with Infamy ; but this hard Neceſſity, which drags my 
Body out of Scy/hia, cannot pull away my Heart from 
t1ence, ſo much as for a moment; and in the remoteſt 
Places of all Perfia, Arſaces can never be far from you. 
I go full of Reſentment againſt the Uſurper of our Domi- 
nions, the Murderer of our Subjects, and the Perſecutor 


of our Family, but I am more incenſed againſt the Ene- 


my of my „and againſt the Enemy that ſeparates - 


me from my Princeſs; this Effect of his Hatred is more 


bitter to me than all the reſt, and arms me againſt him 
with a more lawful Anger; if it pleaſe the Gods I fall 
under his victorious Arms, I ſhall at leaſt have this Glory 


| before my Death, that I was owned by Berenice; and if 
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they ſuffer me to return hither a Conqueror, or diveſted 
of Empire, II! bring back the Remnant cf my Life, be 
it what it may, and lay it at her Feet, as a Tribute due 
to her alone; each — of this cruel Abſence will 
be an Age to me, and an Age of moſt rigorous Tor- 
ments; but if you beſtow any of them upon the Remem- 
brance of Arſaces, his Sorrows (which might bring him 
to his Grave) will loſe part of their Force, and that 
Knowledge will comfort me in my Diſaſters with a moſt 
powerful Conſolation. I ſhall receive no ſmall one by 
the fight of my dear Brother, and if the Gods be pleaſed 
that I yet may find him with Darius, the Miſeries of 
my Condition will be abated, and I ſhall” give him an 
Account of your Friendſhip toward him, and of what 
you have done for me, out of his Confideration. Then 
if the Heavens it, we'll return together into Sy- 
thia, and I by his Interceſſion will beg the continuance 
of this Felicity, which mine Enemies have inter- 


the meantime, O moſt lovely Princeſs, give me but 
an Aſſurance from your fair Mouth, whereby I may pre- 
tend to the Glory of your Remembrance, and hope by 
your Command, that this tyrannous Abſence, tho' it ba- 
niſh me out of Scythia, baniſhes me not out of your 
Memory. I will remember you for ever, (ſaid -the 
Princeſs, wiping away ſome obliging Tears) and what 
ſoever ſeparates us, you ſhall never be abſent 
from Berenice's Mind ; Ideas that are not eaſily ſettled 
In it, are. not eaſily to be blotted out of it; and in 
ſhort, you are too conſiderable to me all manner of ways, 
to fear that I can forget you, ſo long as you remember 
me. | 
Go Arſaces, fince whether you will or no, there is a 
neceſſity of it ; go where you are cali'd by Reaſons which 
you cannot oppoſe ; but how great ſoever your Reſent- 
ment 1s aga Alexander, forget not that I defire your 
Return, that I enjoin it you by all the Power you have 
given me over you, and that you cannot thruſt your ſelf 
Into Dangers, without putting your ſelf in 
Hazard of di ing me, of diſpleaſing me, and ſince 
(in ſpite of Modeſty I confeſs it to you) of makibg me 
(5; | EXtrEme- 
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extremely unfortunate. O Arſaces! (cried I) O Arta- 
xerxes ! how happy is thy Fate, and how few Enemies 
will there be that can oppoſe thy Return, while thou art 
animated by theſe glorious Hopes! Well, Madam, (con- 
tinu-d I, kneeling down before her, and taking one of 
her ſair Hands, upon which, by the Indulgence ſhe had to- 
ward me in that Occaſion, I held my Lips faſt cemented 
a good while) ſince you do me Favours which are above 
the lawful Hope of all Men living, I ſhould be much 
to blame if I could defire more, and if I could fear that 
the Perſecutions of Arſacomes, and the Credit of Strato- 
nice, could ſhake the Courage of my Princeſs. Her Pro- 
miſes put me into Security, and 'tis to her Goodneſs that 
I abandon a Life, which ſhall never depend but upon 
her alone, I ſaid many other Things which Time has 
razed out of my Memory, and after I had received all 
the modeſt Teſtimonies of Affection I could demand, I 
took my leave: yet not with ſo much Conſtancy, but that 
my Grief broke forth into ſeveral Actions, which upon 
another Occaſion, and for another Subject than Berenice, 

would have paſled for very great Weakneſſes. This Con- 
ſolation I had, that my Princeſs did not appear inſenſi - 
® ble, and that ſhe accompanied the Sorrow that tranſport- 
eme, with many Tears, and many Signs of her Com- 
XX paſſion. I parted from her on this manner, and being, 
retired from Theodates, I prepar'd my ſelf to go from I 
don the next Morning by Break of Day. Generous Te. 
dates, whoſe Virtue truly is one of the higheſt, and moſt 
conſiderable of this Age, perſiſted in the Deſign of ac- 
companying wo in my Voyage, but I would not conſent 
to it; and knowing how uſeful he might be to me by 

; being near Berenice, during my Abſence, I pray'd him to 

X continue inthe Court: He was the only Man to whom 

'E I was known in Scyrbia, the only Man that knew the 
Love I bore the Princeſs, the only Man whom Berenice 
could truſt, and the only Man by whoſe means I could 
hear from her. Theſe — which I repreſented to 
him, oblig'd him to ſtay behind, knowing he might do 

_ me a great deal more Service there than by going with 

5 me, Yet would he not leave me until I was come to the 

C Haven of Hypo/con, where I g ntended to imbarque upon 
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the Exxine Sea, to enter into Perfia by 22 of By- 
zantium. We therefore from 7/edon, taking our 
way toward thoſe Provinces of Sqibia which are waſh'd 
by the Borifthenes, and aſter many days Journeys, with - 
out any conſiderable Encounter, we arriv'd at the Haven 
where we were to part, We could not do it without 
many Tears on both ſides, and I was ſo ſenſible of the 
Obligations I had to that noble Prince, that I could not 
leave him without an exceſſive Trouble. Dear Theodates 
(laid I) your Priſoner is going away upon his Parole; 
but he will return if the God: t, and for his Ran. 
ſom will offer you all the Dominions of the King his Fa- 
ther, and this Life which you ſo generouſly have acquired 
to your ſelf. Sir, (replied Theodates) I value not Em- 
Pires in reſpect of the Friendſhip wherewith you honour 
me, and whereof you have given me ſuch real Proofs 
by mine own Safety, and what Command ſoever you 
ſhould lay upon me, I could never be able to leave you, 
if I were not uſeful to your Service in this Country, 
Theſe Words were mutually accompanied with Endear- 
i” which at laſt our parting forc'd us to break 

I took but a very ſmall Train along with me, compo- 
Jed of ſuch Servants as I had received from Theodates, 
who had made T'rial of their Fidelity, and believ'd that 
I might ſafely truſt them. I imbarqued aboard a Veſſel 
which had been got ready by Theodates's Orders, and 
which was to make the ſhorteſt and ſecureſt cut into Aſia. 
Having hoiſed Sail, we began our Voyage very quietly ; 
the Sea had never been more calm than at that time, but 
my Mind was far from enjoying ſuch Tranquillity, and 
our Ship was much leſs toſſed with Waves, than my 
Heart was by my reſtleſs, cruel Thoughts ; the Abſence 
of Berenice, and the Deſolation of our Family, came 
both. at once into. my Mind, yet neither could find a 
Room there, without giving me equal matter of AMic- 
tion. Alas, (ſaid I) perhaps at this very moment, Bere- 
nice, by the cruel Command of the King her Father, is 
compelPd. to receive the Affection of Ar/acomes, Alas, 
(continued I] perhaps this very day Darius fights his 
lateſt Battle, and with it loles the remainder of bis 
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Dominions. O G cried I) muſt I leave Berenice, 
and abandon her — Mercy of the Enemies of our 
Houſe, and of my particular Enemies? O Gods, (ſaid 
] again) muſt Darius fall, with all that belong to him, 
— receiving Aſſiſtance from his own Son? I ſpent 
ſome Days in this Agitation of my Thoughts; but in the 
end I was withdrawn from it by a cruel Encounter 
which hindred the Effects of all my Reſolutions, and 
cauſed of that Shame, which I am not able to blot 
out. Twas very unadviſedly done of us to go by the 
way of Byzantium, and we were not informed that the 
 Byzantians with the Governour Zopirio, and they of Pon- 
tus with their Governour Arimbas, had of late begun to 
make Excurſions at Sea, and to uſe the Sqtbhians that fell 
into their hands with all manner of Acts of Hoſtility. 
In effect, there was no War declared between the Scy- 
thians and them, and twas only Covetouſneſs that in- 
ſpir'd Zopirio and his Brother Arimbas, with a Defign of 
Piracy, robbing Paſſengers, taking Priſoners, and feck- 
ing means to inrich themſelves by ſuch ſhameful barba- 
Tous ways. I had the ill Fortune to be encountred by 
them, and when we had leaſt thought of any ſuch matter, 
we ſaw our ſelves aſſaulted by eight great Ships which. 
ſurrounded us cn every fide, and depriv'd us of all means 
to defend our ſelves; yet did I do as much as poſſibly I 
could, and both my Words and Example would have in- 
courag'd thoſe that were with me to make Reſiſtance, 
but their Weakneſs diſhearten'd them ſo, that twas im- 
poſſible for me to make them take Arms againſt ſo 
great a number of Enemies. The Thracians came aboard 
us on every fide, and though I defended my ſelf with 
Courage enough, and laid ſome of the boldeſt of them at 
my Feet, I was ſo inviron'd, and ſo oppreſſed with mul - 
titude, that all my Reſiſtance was to no purpoſe. They 
ſeiz d 2 me behind, threw me down and diſarm'd me, 
and I think thoſe ſavage Enemies, exaſperated by the

Death of their Companions, would have taken aw 


1 Life, but that they fear'd to diſpleaſe him that phe Hor 

„ | ed them, who believ'd he ſhould get a conſiderable 

s Booty by taking me. I was bound and carried before 
sia who „ Ships; he ſound ſome- 
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thing in my Face chat oblig'd him to uſe me a little leſs 
cruclly than he intended, or than his cuſtom was, and 
having look'd upon me with ſome ſhew of Wonder ; 
Eicher (ſaid he) thou lov'ſt thy Life but little, or elſe 
thou art the boldeſt of all Men living, in having dared 
to ſland upon thy Defence alone againſt ſo great a num- 
ber of Enemies. I never was thine Enemy that I know 
of, (anſwered I, without being daunted at his Words) 
and I am call'd by ſuch preſſing Commands of Honour, 
to Places whither thou ſtopp'ſt my Paſſage, that if thou 
art generous, thou without doubt wilt reſtore me to my 
Liberty. Tis not from Barbarians (replied Arimba:) 
that the Greeks need to learn Generofity ; never hope for 
the Liberty thou demand'ſt, but believe tis no ſmall Fa- 
vour to let thee live, after thou haſt ſo well deferv'd to 
die, for having kill'd my Men, and for having ſo raſhly 
made Oppoſition. I ſaw very well there was no _ 
of working upon him by a Senſe of Honour, and io I 
ently tried another way; I am not thy Priſoner in a 
air War, (ſaid I) but if my Liberty can be bought with 
Treaſure, I promiſe thee ſo much, that thou hardly canit 
deſire more, and I engage my Honour with my Word, 
that if thou wilt free me, VII ſend thee a Ranſom that 
would be confiderable enough for one of the greateſt 
Princes in the World. Theſe Words, which I ſpoke very 
imprudently, wrought a very different Effect — what 
I hoped, and were in part the Cauſe of my long Captivi · 
ty. Arimbas believ'd either by my Words, or by ſome 
other Tokens, that I was no ordinary Perſon, and upon 
that Belief propoſing exceſſive Recompences to himielf, 
he was gladder of his Prize, and more careful to keep me 
than before. Theſe Treaſures thou promiſeſt me, (an- 
ſwered he) may regain thy Liberty, but hope not to ob- 
tain it upon thy Word, for thou ſhalt ſtay with us till 
thou procure thy Ranſom thou haſt 1 At theſe 
Words he commands them to unbind me, but he made 
me be carried into a Cabbin with Guards that ſuſſer d me 
- not to ſtir out of it. The next Day we put into a Har- 
bour of the Province whereof he was Governour for 
Alexander, and near unto a Town called Synopa, I was 
unpriſon'd in a Caſtle under a very ſtrict Guard ; = . 
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left me ſome of thoſe Servants I had receiv'd from Theo- 
dates; the reſt, and all they that were taken with us, 
were kept as Slaves. Do but judge, dear Brother, and 
you dear Friends, in what a Condition I was by a Cap- 
tivity ſo unſeaſonable, and ſo contrary to the Reſolu- 
tions I had taken; truly I was even like to have died 
with Grief; and when I had in vain attempted many 
ſeveral ways to recover my Liberty, I was upon the very 
point of killing my ſelf with my own Hand. What, 
(aid 1) ſhall I neither ſuccour Darius, nor ſee the Prin- 
ceſs Berenice? O Gods! if ycu would not ſuffer me to 
aſſiſt my Father, why did you not let me enjoy the ſight 
of my Princeſs ? and if you needs would have me to 
leave Berenice, why do you not permit me to ſerve Darius 
to the laſt drop of that Blood I owe him? Since I muſt 
not have both thoſe Happineſſes together, why will 
you not at leaſt afford me the Conſolation of one of 
them? Ah no, I ſee you mean to overwhelm me equally 
with Grief and Shame, and not being ſatisfied that I die 
with Sorrow for parting with my 8 you will 
have to die a ſo with the Reproach of having ſeen our 
Empire loſt, and our Family deſtroy'd without ever 
drawing Sword in their Defence. Theſe were my ordi- 
nary Meditations, and in theſe cruel Thoughts I could 
find no manner of Conſolation, Either let Arimbas kill 
me (laid I to my Keepers) or let him ſet meat liberty ; 
in the Condition of my Fortune, Captivity is worſe to 
me than Death it ſelf, and I ſhall be leſs his Enemy, if 
he diſpatch me out of the way, than if he keep me any 
longer. All theſe Words were to no purpoſe, and Arim- 
bas ſent me no other Anſwer, but that when he ſaw thoſe. 
Treaſures for my Ranſom, which I had made him hope 
for at my being taken, he would give me my Liberty, 
and not before, This cruel Obſtinacy of Arimbas drove 
me into deſpair ; I had none about me but Scythian Ser- 
vants, who could do me no Service with Darius, where 
they were not at all acquainted, and to whom alſo I was 
_ unwilling to declare the Truth of my Birth. To diſco- 
ver it to Arimbas was a great deal more unfit ; he was 
both a Subject, and a Creature of Alexander's, and if he 
had known me to be Darius his Son, my Captivity 

; would 
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would certainly have been as long as my Life. In theſe 
Conſiderations, all I could do was to employ all my 
Courage to take a little Patience, and hope that the 
Gods, who had then declar'd themſelves Enemies to our 
Houſe, would mitigate their Anger, and leſſen the Ha- 
tred expreſſed againſt Darius his miſerable Family. 
"Twas that Place, dear Friends, I Ii out my 
tedious Days, while you were fighting for my Inte- 
reſts, and twas in that Priſon I ſaw a whole Year run 
out, which ſeem'd longer to me than all the reſt of my 
Life. 

O Darius, (cried I often) by what a ſtrar Diſ- 
aſter art thou abandon'd by thy Son in thy cruci Mis- 
fortunes ? Wretched Man that he is, he can give thee 
no manner of Aſſiſtance, but is reduced ts ſerve thee 
only with his Wiſhes, while Oraondates fights without 
queſtion by thy fide, and ingages himſelf in thy Miſe- 
ries, with more Affection than he could in what moſt 
nearly concerned himſelf. O my deareſt Brother, (con- 
tinued I) why am I not with you now? and why can 
I not at leaſt keep you ＋ in thoſe Dangers you 
ſo nobly run into for my ſake? From thcſe Thovghts, 
which my Duty inſpired me with, I fell into thoſe my 
Love ſuggeſted ; and cut of the Grief which was cauſed 
in me by the former, into the Rage occaſion'd by the 


r. 
But ſhall I never ſee you again, Berenice, (cried I, 
vite tranſported) and will not the Gods, (who for ſome 
nces are exaſperated againſt the Houſe of Perfia) be 
contented that I loſe my Inheritance, that I loſe my 
neareſt Friends, that J Joſe the King my Father, and 
that I loſe mine Honour with them, unleſs I loſe Berenice 
alſo? I liv'd on this manner, buried in the Depth of 
my Sorrows, when by the Report of them that kept me, 
I receiv'd. a moſt intolerable Surcharge : They told me 

News of poor Darius, but alas, the ſaddeſt that yet had 
come unto mine Ear; I heard, that having march'd from 
Babylon with three hundred thouſand fighting Men, he 
had given Alexander Battle near Arbe//a, with the ſame 
Succeſs as in the two former ones, that he had loſt the 
greatelt part of his Men, and with them the Hope of 
| maintaining 
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maintaining his Dominions, being reduc'd to ſeek his 
Safety in a ſad Retreat, with a very ſmall Remnant of his 
Forces ; that it was believ'd he had taken the way to- 
ward Media, but in ſo weak a Condition, that no body 
thought he ever could be able to raiſe a ſufficient Power 
to diſpute the Empire of Aa any longer againſt A/exan- 
der. Oh, Brother, how infinitely did this woful News 
torment me, and how great need had I of all my Cou- 
rage, to keep me from ſinking under ſo heavy an Afflicti- 
on! O Darius, (cried I) why can I not be with thee in 
thy Flight at leaſt, ſince I could not accompany thee in 
the Battle? I would ſtrive to comfort thee in thy Mis- 
fortunes, and not having been able to fight for the Con- 
ſervation of thy Empire, I would fight at leaſt for the 
Safety of thy Perſon. Then Brother, as all faral Objects 
repreſented themſelves to my Remembrance, I was afraid 
leſt you ſhould be in the Number of thoſe whom Alex- 
andrr's happy Deitiny had cauſed to fall under che Mace- 
donian Armies; and in this Thought, after having given 
you a Flood of Tears, I wiſhed with all my heart to- 
have been in your Place, to have receiv'd your Wounds, 
and to have contributed to the Preſervation of your Life, 
with the loſs of mine own. I ſhould never have done, 
if I ſhould relate all my Diſcontents at large, but I'll 
ſhorten the Recital of them as much as poſſibly I can. 
A whole Year was already run out from * Day that I 
was taken, when both in the Face and Actions of the 
Captain of the Caſtle, who was the chief Commander of 
thoſe that had me in cuſtody, I perceiv'd an extraordi- 
nary Affection, and a very great Compaſſion of my Mis- 
fortunes. He naturally had a love to Virtue, and had 
reſiſted thoſe Inclinations out of a Senſe of his Duty to 
Arimbas ; but in the end, having ſeen how unjuſtly he de- 
tain'd me, and having found ſomething in my Perſon, 
which he thought worthy of his Affection, he reſoly'd to 
make uſe of his Power for my Deliverance, believing he 
ſhould not be very faulty in giving a Man his liberty, 
from whom it had not been taken by any Right of War. 
With this Deſign coming to me one Day when I was ex- 
tremely dejected by the Remembrance of our laſt Loſſes, 
Sir, (faid he to me) comfort your ſelf, your Captivity 
| ſhall 
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ſhall not be much longer, and your Virtue has found a 
Perſon amongſt us, who both candiſcern it, and will ha- 
zard himſelf to ſerve it. Tho' I was exceedingly ſur- 
prized at this Diſcourſe, I could not ſuſpect that Man of 
any ill Defign, and judging chat my Condition could not 
be worſe than it was alicady, I believ'd I ought not to 
__ any way that might be for the recovering of m 
Liberty. O Criton, {anſwered I) how merciful you will 
be; if you uſe your Endeavours to help me, both Gods 
and Men will recompenſe your Goodneſs, and I am of 
ſuch Quality, that I dare ſay your Condition will be bet- 
ter with me than with 4riznbas. 

. Depend upon the Aſſurance I give you (replied Criton) 
that you ſhall not be long a Priſoner, and truſt me for 
the Management of the Buſineſs. I will truſt you al- 
ways (ſaid I) both with my Life and Liberty, and I pro- 
teſt to you, that I would not expoſe you to any Danger 
for their Preſervation, if in the preſent State of my Af- 
fairs, my eternal Shame were not link'd to my Captivity. 
Criton would hold no longer Diſcourſe with me at that 
time, for fear of giving ſome Suſpicion of his Deſign ; 
but within a few Days after he effected it very happily, 
and having made thole of my Guard drunk, whom he 
had leaſt Confidence in, when they were faſt aſleep, he 
came with the reſt into my Chamber in the dead of Ni 


ight, 
and bringing Arms for me, and for the two n 
ſerv'd me, he took the Keys of the Caſtle, and let us out 
without any Difficulty ; then getting upon good Horſes, 
which he had cauſed to be held ina readineſs about a hun- 
dred Paces from the Gate, he reſolv'd to follow my For- 
tune, having by that Action loſt all hope of Favour from 
Arimbas. 

When I ſaw my ſelf at liberty, I felt all the Joy my 
| fad Condition could be capable of, and receiv'd a ſweet 
Conſolation by the Hope I had that I ſhould give my Fa- 
ther the laſt Aſſiſtance he could hope for from his Son in 
the downfal of his Houſe. I promiſed Criton that I would 
not be ingrateful for the good Office he had done me, and 
that I would reward him ſo well for it, that he never 
ſhould have Occaſion to repent. We took our Journey 
toward Media, whither they ſaid Darius was 1 
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and travelled all the remainder of that firſt Night with 
ſo much ſpeed, that before Break of Day we were got- 
ten far enough, not to fear falling any more into the 
Power of Arimbas; yet did we avoid the great High- 
ways ſo long as we were in the Province he commanded, 
but when once we were out of it, we rode with leſs 
Apprehenſion, and I for my part with ſome Hopes of ſee- 
ing the Relicks of our deſolated Houſe again, and with 
an ardent Deſire, either to diſpute the Empire yet with 
Alexander, or to give up my Life to his N Fore 
tune. He ſhall die, (ſaid Ito my ſelf) that unjuſt Con- 
queror, that wrongful Uſurper of our Dominions ſhall 
either fall, or kill AÆtaxerxes with that Hand, which has 
been the Deſtruction of all our Family. Perhaps he is 
not Immortal, tho? hitherto he have been Invincible, nor 

are we perhaps ſo utterly forſaken by the Gods, but that 
we may force a Victory out of his Hands, which the 
cowardly, effeminate Perfians have ſo faintly diſputed 
with him; doubtleſs thou wert valiant enough, poor 
Darius, to trample down that Enemy, if thou hadſt com- 
manded more generous Forces, and nothing but their 
want of Courage has made thee loſe an Empire, which 
is not much to be lamented, fince it extended it ſelf over 
none but ſuch mean-ſpirited People. Perhaps there are 
yet ſome Corners of thy vaſt Territories, where thou 
mayſt find Men that will ſhew themſelves more truly to 
be Men, and tis with them Artaxeræes may poſſibly re- 
gain part of thy Loſſes, and blot out part of thy diſho- 
nour. This Thought had hardly given me a little Com- 
fort, when preſently I fell into a Conſideration of the 

State I then was in, and to my Confuſion ſaw thoſe ridi- 
culous Hopes all vaniſh in a moment. Ah weak, abuſed 
Artaxerxes, (ſaid I again) with what fond ſmaginations 
doſt thou flatter thy ſelf? Thou thinkeſt not of the Re- 
volution of thy Fortune, thou conſidereſt not that thou 
haſt loſt all, that thou haſt no Country left to defend, 
and that thou haſt no Men left to oppoſe that Conque- 
ror, whom thy Father with innumerable Thouſands, and 
with his whole Forces united was not able to reſiſt: 
Stifle, ah ſtifle theſe vain Hopes, and limit them all 
within the Deſign of either making Alexander's Perſon to 
| run

run ſome Hazard, or of burying thy ſelf in the Ruins of 
thy Family. Theſe were the T wherewith I was 
tormented ; but, O Gods! O Gods! they quickly yield- 
SS ned nn: 
three Days » W m ition 
bounded, — Las Defigns overthrown ow the doleful 
News of poor Daria!'s ; I heard that lamentable 
End, alas, and tis with Shame that I confeſs I heard it 
without dying. They told me, how that great and much 
to be deplored Prince was fall'n by the horrible Perfidi- 
ouſneſs of his own Subjects, and had given up both Life 
and Empire to his Enemy. Altho' this ſad Relation did 
not abſoJutely kill me, yet certainly it put me into a 
Condition little different from Death, and Criton with 
the Teſt that accompanied me ſaw me in ſuch a Caſe, as 
made them believe they had unprofitably hazarded them- 
ſelves to ſerve me. Tha Recital of thoſe Swoonings I 
fell into at this fatal Narration, of my Sighs, of my 
Tears, and of my mournful Complaints, would but 
weary you, and be very difficult for me to make; all 
that Sorrow for the loſs of a Father, who had moſt dearly 
lov'd me, whoſe Perſon was exceeding great and ami- 
able; for that of a Mother who went a while before 
him, and who ended her Life in her Captivity ; for that 
of an Empire, whieh might almoſt be call'd the Empire 
of the World, added to my Shame of having done no- 
thing for them, of not having ſhed one drop of Blood 
for their Conſervation, and of not having given them any 
of thoſe Aſſiſtances which they received from the meaneſt 
of their Allies, can produce in the moſt tender Sou), im- 
rinted it ſelf ſo violently in mine, that it was like to 
ve ſeparated it from my Body ; and I may well proteſt 
to you before all the Gods, that nothing but the Remem- 
brance of Berenice kept me from my Grave, and hindred 
me from going then to ſeek them after their Death, whom 
I had fo ignominiouſly abandoned during their Life. 
Thou now art free (ſaid I) glorious Arſacer, now thou 
art free, thou no longer haſt any Father to aſſiſt, thou 
no longer haſt any Country to defend, or to ſay better, 
thou no longer haſt any Honour to preſerve; all Things 
contribute now to thy Repoſe: But, O Gods ! how much 


were 
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were the moſt cruel Deaths to be preferr d before this 
Repoſe! and how much better had it been for thee to 
have been really flaia in the Battle of Selena, than to 
have ſhameſully out-liv'd Darius, and to have ſeen the 
Ruin of thy Houſe with ſo much Indifferency ? What a 
horrible Reproach to thee is the Blood of ſo many thou- 
ſand Men as loſt their Lives in thy Quarrel ? Thou wert 
fighting againſt the Nomaden, while the Perfians fell 
under the Macedonian Arms, and thou wert fighting at 
Berenices Feet, while thy Mother, thy Siſters, all 

thy Family, lay ſighing under the Chains of fortunate . 
Pr — O Shame, which all the Blood of A4r/aces 
can never be able to waſh out! O Baſeneſs, which all 
my Love to Berenice can never be able to excuſe ! I tor- 
mented my ſelf on this manner in my Bed, whither my 
Sorrow had conſin d me, and where my Grief was ſo ex- 
tremely violent, that it had put me into a Fever for many 


ys. | 
Aﬀter I had deplored my Misfortunes in the moſt 
mournful Terms my Miſery 2 and that I had 
ſpent ſome Days in Lamentations, I began to think what 
ſhould reſolve todo with my ſelf : Shall I not go (ſaid 
I) and find out Alexander in the midſt of his victorious 
Forces, which triumph over our Diſaſters ? And ſince the 
Anger of the Gods has ſo decreed that I no longer have 
Men to give him Battle, ſhall I not go and execute with 
my Hand alone, what the W of my Condition, 
and the Loſs of our Dominions will not ſuffer me to do 
atthe Head of an Army ? Since I cannot revenge Darius 
by the Blood of the Macedonians, ſhall I not revenge him 
by the Blood of Alexander? and if I die in the Attempt, 
ſhall I not bear my Friends Company with the leaſt Shame 
that I can poſſibly undergo ? Shall I not run (ſaid I again) 


atſter that Parricide Beſſus? and ſhall I not make my way 


thro' the midſt of thoſe faithleſs Monſters that take part 
with him, to pierce with a thouſand Wounds the ingrate- 
ful and diſloyal Heart of that horrible Murderer of his 
King? Is not that the firſt Satisfaction I owe unto my 
Father's Ghoſt? and can I, while Bus and Narbazanes 
are alive, have other Thoughts than thoſe of the rigorous 
Puniſhments that are due to their perfidious. Treaſon ? 
18 3 But, 
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Bat, O Gods ! (concluded I) ſhall I never ſee Berenice 
more? and if (as it is very probable) I fall in one of 
theſe Enterprizes, ſhall I die without giving my Princeſs 
the laſt Aſſurances of my Fidelity ? Shall I have loſt my 
neareſt Friends, my Country, my Reputation, ſhall I 
have loſt all for her unprofitably ? Havin — no 
other Fruit, no other Conſolation to my ſeif for ſo many 
Misfortunes but that alone, ſhall I loſe it alſo with the 
. reſt ? and ſhall I have oblig'd that lovely Princeſs to give 
me Marks of her Affection, which ought to be more dear 
to me than the Poſleſſion of all Aa, only to abandon her 
for ever? This laſt Thought put me into a Perplexity, 
which for a long time made me incapable of taking any 
Reſolutions, and repreſented Motives to me which were 
powerful enough to withdraw me from thoſe I had pro- 
poſed before. Alexander (faid I) is a generous Enemy, 
who has the Ruin of thy Houſe only by = 
rious Ways, and doſt thou think of murdering him 
ſhamefully, who openly, and at the Sword's point, 
makes himſelf Maſter of the whole Earth by his Va- 

Jour alone? Yes, of murdering him, for unleſs thou 

march againſt him by an open War, thou can'ſt not 
| procure any Satisfaction from his fingle Perſon but by 
an Afaſſination ; thou can't not hope for an equal Com- 
bate with him, for though he d be ſo generous as 
to grant it to thy Quality, and to thy juſt Reſentments, 
he never will be able to make thoſe that are about him 
conſent to it, amongſt whom there are many thouſands 
that would fave him from that Danger by hazarding 
- — * * canſt = therefore . thy Ven- 
geance eans but ſuch as are moſt ignominious, 
and ao © that without effecting it, thou ſhalt die in 
a Delign which will be moſt unworthy of the Memory 
7 — 28 Son, and which will blaſt it with a perpetual 
my. 

If thou run after thoſe Parricides, tis true, that againſt 
them all ways of Revenge are juſtifiable, but they are 
Things too mean for Artaxerxes, and the Deſtiny of Beſſis, 
and of Nabarzanes, would be too glorious, if they ſhould 
end their reproachful Days by the Hand of their King's 
Son. Thoſe Monſters ought to end their Lives in Tor- 

12 | ments, 
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ments, and it concerns Alexander to proſecute them, and 
with their Blood to waſh away the ſtain wherewith they 
have blemiſh'd his Reputation, Rather return into Scy- 
thia, where thou haſt leftthy utmoit Hopes, and where 
thou haſt left thy very Soul ; forget the Greatneſs of th 
Birth, to ſerve thy Love, and the Neceſlity of thy Af. 
fairs, and employ whatſoever the Gods have given thee 
that is conſiderable, to make thy ſelf confider'd by the 
King of Sctbia; when thou ſhalt have done him Services 
| of the Nature of thoſe Darius receiv'd from Orondates, 
* he'll be the molt ingrateful of all Men living if he refuſe 
thee his Aſſiſtance, and if he give thee not an Army to 
march againſt that Enemy of the whole Earth, and 
againſt that inſatiable Conqueror, who quickly will paſs 
from our Territorics into his, Perhaps thy Services, and 
the Remembrance of our Miſeries will raze out of his 
Micd the Hatred he bears thy Family, and that he will 
not diſdain thee for his Son-in-Law, when thou ſhalt 
have gain'd his Affection ſo far as to venture the Diſcove- 
ry of thy true Quality. He, without doubt, i, of a 
Royal Mind as weil as of a Royal Birth; and if my 
dear Oroondates be alive, if the Gods bring him back into 
Scythia, thou may ſt hope for all Things from that deareſt 
Brother, and uniting thy ſelf with him, whoſe Intereſts 
will always be inſeparable from thine, thou with the 
whole Forces of Sqthia may'it oppoſe, and like a King's 
Son oppoſe that pitileſs Deſtroyer of the Houſe of Perfia, 
Thou at the Head of thoſe thy dear Brother's Armies 
may'it demand Reparation oſ the Injuries he has done thee; 
and if it pleaſe the Gods thou fail in thoſe Occaſions, 
"twill at leaſt be with more Glory, than if thou ſhouldſt 
leave thy Life among the Javelins of his Guards, in at- 
tempting to ſtab him in his Bed. 
his way without queſtion thou ſhalt labour for reco- 
very of thy Reputation, and, which is more, thou ſhalt 
labour for it in ſceing Berenice again, without whom thou 
canſt not jive, and without whom thou art not permitted 
to die; thou at her feet may'ſt find Conſolation for all thy 
Loſſes, and ſhe will tell thee nothing but Truth, if ſhe 
ſiy her Affection is to be preferr'd before all the Em- 
pires that were Darius's. Fear not to appear yet before 
T, 
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her, ſhe is too generous and too worthy a Siſter of Oro. 
ondates, to regard the Fall of thy Houſe, and to look upon 
him as an exil'd Prince, and as a Prince diveſted of all 
his Inheritance, whom at our ſaſt being together ſhe con- 
ſider d as the future Monarch of all Aa; thy Miſeries 
will rather work Compaſſion in her, than any Contempt 
of thy Perſon, and thou wert unworthy of the Marks 
thcu haſt received of her Affection, if thou could" ſuſpect 
her to be of ſo baſe a Humour, and of a Humour fo 
different from her Brother's. 

In theſe laſt Thoughts I found a great deal of Comfort, 
and after I had diſputed yet three or four Days about the 
Choice of which Reſolution I ſhould take, I in the end 
ſuffer'd my Mind to be over-ſwayed by theſe laſt Conſide- 
rations, or to ſpeak more truly, I let my ſelf be guided 
by my Love, which, making all other Deſigns od1ous to 
me, ſhew'd me Facility and Advantage only in that 
which was ſubſervient to it, and which it had propound- 
ed. "Twas therefore by the Power it had over me, that 
I was won to thoſe Probabilities I have mention'd to 
you, and that I reſolved to return into Scythia. Critor, 
who had totally given me his Affection, and to whom J 
already bore a very great one, would not ſorſake me; 

beſides him, I took only the two Scythians that were with 
me in Priſon, he having before diſmiſſed the Guards that 
had aſhſted in my Deliverance, whom we rewarded as 
well as we were able at that time. We departed from 
the Town where I had ftaid ever ſince the hearing of that 
fatal News, and took our Journey 22 Scythia, by a 
very different Way from that I came, for fear of falling 
again into the Power of Arimbas. I believ'd we might 
aſs more ſecurely thro' Hyrcania, and thro' the Country 

of the Maſſagetes, and that was the Road we went, with- 
out committing our ſelves to that inconſtant Element, 
upon which I had fallen into that cruel Captivity, which 
j! made the greateſt part of all my Diſcontents. We met 
| no Obſtacle in our Journey; and tho' I began to truit 
| Criton very much, yet would I not let him know me to 
be other than one Ar/aces a Bactrian, who by his good 
Fortune had merited the Affection of the King of Sqibia, 
and who in that Country might be able to ſettle him in 
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a much better Condition than that he had liv'd in under 
Arimbas. "Twas not to him alone that I meant to be fo 
reſerv'd, for I reſolv'd never any more to take upon me 
the Name of Artaxerxes, ſo peculiar to the Kings and 
Princes of Perfia, till I had recovered Hopes of riſing 
again to the Throne of Darius. And indeed I was then 
inform'd, that the Traitor Be/us had already uſurp'd it, 
and that he made himſelf be honour'd as a King in Ba&ria, 
under the Name of Artaxerxes. 

When we had paſſed the Araxes, croſſed through the 
Country of the Maſſagetes, and gone over the Mount 
Imam, we entred into the Province of the don, and 
with a great many days Journeys drew near to the Metro- 
folitan City of all Scythia., Being come within two Days 
riding of it, and meeting Paſſengers upon the Way from 
thence, I enquired of them what News there was at 
Court, and trembled as I aſk'd the Queſtion, for fear of 
hearing what would be unpleaſing, or rather mortal to 
me. Fr. (anſwered one of them) all Things are very 
quiet at Court; Arſacomes has [till his former Authority, 
and the King, fearing to diſpleaſe the Queen his Wife, 
with whom he ſti!l is paſſionately in love, ſuffers him to 

retend to the Princeis Berenice, or rather to perſecute 
hn that generous Princeſs, not having hitherto been 
able to bend her ſelf to any Compliance with his De- 
fires, and making loud Complaints, becauſe he tolerates 
the Preſumption cf his Subject; they are the Prin- 
ceſ;'s own Words, for as for our parts we dare not to 
ſpeak of that Buſineſs in thoſe Terms, he having made 
himſelf ſo potent, that there are none now in Scythia 
but Slaves to the Greatneſs of his Fortune. Yet hath 
his Example been like to cauſe the Deſtruction of o- 
thers, who knowing their Quality to be equal to his, 
1 thought they might raiſe their Pretenſions as high as 

e. 

Amongſt them, Cydaris Prince of the Tauro/ceythians and 
Azatirfians, being failen in love with the Princeſs, ſuffe- 
red himſelf to be fo blind with his Paſſion, that he im- 
prudently declar'd it to the King, either being encou- 
raged by his Indulgence to that of 4-/acomes, or elſe not 
being able to ceſiſt the Violence of his owr. The King 
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was ſo diſpleaſed at ſuch a Motion, that he could not 
diſſemble his Reſentment of it, and anſwerd Cydaris with 
Words ſo full of Sharpneſs and Contempt, that he not 
being able to endure them, forgot the Reſpect he ow'd 
the King, and reply'd in very iniolent and injurious 
Terms ; whereat he being highly offended, cauſed him to 
be ſeiz'd on, and put into a Dungeon, nor had he ſpared 
his Life but at the requeſt of the Queen, and of the 
Princeſs her ſelf who int:rceded for it. Tis not above 
a Week ſince he came out of Priſon ; but when he was 
ſet at liberty, he was commanded to leave the Court for 
ever, and from that time he has never been ſeen at e. 
an. This Buſineſs has made ſuch a Noiſe at Court, that 
there is ncw no talk of any thing elſe, and this is the 
freſheſt and moſt conſiderable News that I can tell you 
thence. I found a marvellous Conſolation in this Diſ- 
courſe, arid making no great Account of the Buſineſs of 
Cydaris, I was ſo extremely ſatisfied to hear of my Prin- 
cel>'s Perſeverance in deſpiſing Ar/acomes's Affection; I 
went on my Journey the Remainder of that Day, and 
the next following, befcre rhe Sun had run out half his 
Courſe, I from a Hill diſcover'd the higheſt Towers of 
that moſt precious City, where I had left the better part 
of my Soul with Berenice. Then I began to feel Mo- 
tions of Paſſion which ſeem'd to have forſaken me for 
ever; methought I breathed a ſweeter Air than 1 was 
wont, and Fortune, who by ſuch ſad Effects had declar'd 
her ſelf ſo cruel] an Enemy to our Houſe, was content- 
ed at that time to change her Countenance in favour of 
me, and not being able to reſtore me what ſhe had taken 
away, was willing to ſweeten my Sorrows with the mot 
gentle Uſage I could receive from her. It was but jutt, 
that he who had loſt ſo much, ſhould by her Aſſiſtance 
keep the only Thing he had left, and the only Thing 
which he preferred before all thoſe ſhe had unjuſtly rob- 
bed him of. | 

I was within two hundred Furlongs of 1/zdon, when 
at the entrance into a Wood which I was to paſs thro', 
J heard the Sound of many Inftruments uſual for the 
Chace; and ſeeing divers Men paſs by at that time, I 


learned from them that the King was hunting _ "out 
000, 


could the ſame Way that we had ſeen him come; Criton 
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Wood, and that he was accompanied by the Queen and 
the Princeſs Berenice, who, becauſe it was a very fair

I ſhould go to the King while he was abroad there at 
his ſport, or whether, as I before intended, I ſhould go 


unknown to Theodates's Houſe, to pay my firſt viſit to 


Terms I ſtood in Court, and whether I might ſhew my 
ſelf there with the Safety as before. At laſt I ſhould 
have followed that Reſolution, and I was 


| ſecute my Journey directly toward the Town, when : 


was put befide*it by a very remarkable Accident 
ſaw a Man all bloody come ing full ſpeed toward 
me, and when he was within twenty Paces of us, he 
fell from his Horſe, with all the ſigns of a Man 
near his End; I ran to give him ſome 

ſcarce had I begun to ſpeak to him, when caſtin 
Eyes upon us, Ah! (cried he) loſe no time here: 
me, for I am but a dead Man, but if you be Sqthiaens, 
or Noble-minded Men, make haſte to ſuccour the King, 


i who is yonder like to be murder'd. 


No ſooner had I heard theſe Words, but leaving that 
Man to the Care of one of mine, I ran as ſwiftly as I 


follow'd me with the ſame ſpeed, and the two Scythians, 
having left that dying Man, would not let me go with- 
out them. Before I had rode five or fix hundred Paces 
there was no more need of a Guide, and the Cries I 


heard directed me ſufficiently to the Place; I ſought it 


by the Noiſe among the Trees, and had not gone far, 
when coming to a part of the Wood where the Trees 
ſtood very thin, I was Witneſs of a bloody and pitiful 
Spectacle; I ſaw a ſmall Number of Men, who, inclo- 
ſing the Prince in the midſt of them, defended them- 
ſelves _ twice as many with a moſt invincible Cou- 
rage ; they had ſlain divers of their Enemies, but the 
greater part of their Companions lay already gaſping on 
Vor. IV. 1 the 
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the Ground, and they that remain'd endeavoured but in 
| vain to prolong their Deſtiny, and to lend their King an 
Aſſiſtance, which had been utterly unprofitable if it had 
not given us leifure to come up to his Relief. He had 
3 — — 3 himſelf 
with a t Courage, Servants 
gy benrecn him and Danger, as likewiſe 25 
thoſe of Arſacumes and Theodates, who being unarm'd 
as well as the King, fought very valiantly to fave his 
Life. - I had hardly caſt mine Eyes upon that Combate, 
when knowing the Party I ought to take, I fell in 
arg the Enemies with a Fury which proceeded from 
a quite different Cauſe than the little Valour the Gods 
had given me: And indeed it produc'd Effects infinitely | 
above my Forces, and at my firſt coming into the Fight 
I ſcarce — Ser chat wade wet a noel Wound ; 
they that were with me ſeconded me with ſo much Cou- 
rage, that the half vanquiſh'd Sgibians recover'd Spi- 
rit by their Example, and began to make their Enemies 
7996 of the iſſue of the Combate. It quickly grew 
ual than it was at our arrival, and the Number 


of th murderous Traitors was in a ſhort time leſ- 
ſened by the Death of ſome of the forwardeſt amongſt 
them. 


Their Head, who perceiv d that Change, would have 
animated them by his Voice, and by his Example, but 
he was able to do no great matter, and I having known 
him by many Tokens, ſought him in the midft of his 
Men, and in ſpite of all the Obſtacles wherewith they 
oppoſed my Paſſage, I got to him, and to his Misfor- 
tune my Sword met ſo luckily with a Place unguarded 
by his Arms, that at the firſt thruſt it ran clear through 
his Body, and made him tumble dead amongſt the Horſes 
Feet. His fall did ſo diſcourage thoſe of his Party, that 
they no longer thought of any thing but defending them- 
ſelves, and that they did ſo ill, that the Victory over 
them was not difficult; for Arſacomes and Theodates, tho 
they were wounded, cloſing pp to me, with Shields 
w.crewith tley defended themſelves for want of other 
A ms, and being ſeconded byall the Sqthians, in whom 
tis: Alteration had wrought a marvellous Confidence, 
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that Safety by Flight, whi no longer could 
find by their Reſiſtance. | 
I then turn'd me about toward the King, uncertain 
whether I ſhould our Victory, or run to him ; 
but he put me quickly out of that Irreſolution, by cry» 
ing, Valiant Man, you yet have conquer'd but in part, 
and unleſs you alſo fave the Queen and Princeſs, you 
have done nothing for my Safety. Theſe Words went 
ſo near to me, that I felt my Strength almoſt redoubled 
by them, and ſeeing that the King himſelf ran toward 
the Place where he defir'd we ſhould ſuccour thoſe dear 
Perſons, I caſt my Eye upon the ableſt of thoſe Horſes 
that walk'd about us without their Riders, and feeling my 
own begin to fail, as well thro' wearineſs, as ſome wounds 
he had receiv'd, I alighted haſtily, and leaping upon the 
other, ran with ſuch ſpeed after the King, that I had 
quickly over-taken him. My Love guided me fo favou- 
rably, that I ſoon diſcover'd the Chariot, about which 
there had been a ſtout and bloody Combate ; all they of 
the Guard were lain at the Boots of it, not having aban- 
.don'd their Princeſſes but with their Lives, and thoſe 
barbarous Enemies were pulling them violently out of 
the Chariot. O Gods ! how infinitely did Rage tranſ- 
port me, when I ſaw my Princeſs in the Power of a 
Man, who, carrying her away in ſpite of her Cries and 
her Reſiſtances, would have deliver'd her into the Arms 
of another that was very well arm'd and bravely mount- 
ed ; certainly all the Words in the World are not ſufficient 
to repreſent my Fury, and I was ſo animated by that 
Sight, that all the Enemies Forces were not able to reſiſt 
me. I flew moſt impetuouſly at thoſe two Men, but 
having my Sword up to ſtrike at him that held my Prin- 
ceſs, the fear I had of wounding her made me withhold 
my Blow, and turning towards him that was ready to 
receive her, I brought down my Sword ſo forcibly upcn 
his Arms, which Fe had ſtretch'd forth towards her, 
that they fell both together from his Body to the Ground: 
His Companion, ſeeing him receive that ſtroke, and 
fearing ſuch another, quitted the Princeſs, but ſcarce 
' had he disburthen'd himſelf of that glorious Weight, 
gp 5 F 2 when 
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when he was alſo disburthen'd of his Head, which with 
a back Blow I made Cask and all to roul between the 
Chariot Wheels. After this Execution, I fell in among 
the reſt with a Succeſs but little different, while the King 
coming to join with us, as alſo Arſacomes, and all the 
Scythians that were left of the — ht, brought 

Terror to thoſe Villains, already — — by the 
Death of their Leaders, and by the Los of le Cont 
panions. They no longer made any conſiderable Reſi- 
| Nance, and very few of them eſcaped our juſt Reſent.

As ſoon as we had no more Enemies to fight withal, I 
turned to that illuſtrious Company, all ſta ined with 
Blood, and in an r Princeſs was 
to ſay) for all it was terrible ſomething in

Inſtead of anſwering theſe Words, I leap'd from my 
Horſe, and caſt my ſelf at the King' s Feet ſo ſuddenly, 
that he could not poſſibly hinder me, and had no ſooner 
pull'd off my Cask but my Face was known by the Kin 
and the whole Company: The King was ſo aſtoniſh'd, 
that he went back a ſtep or two, and then preſently co- 
ming to me again with open Arms, O Ar/aces (cried he) 
O Arſaces, and without ſaying any thing more at that 
time, he embrac'd me with ſuch Affection, that I eaſily | 
. faw my Abſence had abated nothing of that he formerly 
had honour'd mewithal. Berenice hath fince conſeſſed to 
me, that ſhe was fain to uſe a very violent Conſtraint 
upon her ſelf, in that ſudden Surprize, 1

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d Fortune, I had part enough in her Favour to give 
Motions of Joy in that Encounter, which it was very 
hard for her to diſſemble; yet did ſhe ſmother it with 
much ado, and following the Queen's Example, ſhe 
contented her ſelf wit; teſtifying her acknowledgments 
in the ſame manner. 
Blut ſcarce was I got free of the King, when Theo- 
dates, making his Paſſage through all the reſt, came to 
give me, and to receive Embraces, which ſhew'd the 
Company the Nearneſs of that Friendſhip wherewith we 
were link'd together. A, ſacomes, who as well as the 
reſt, was oblig'd to me for his own Safery, and for the 
Queen his Siſter, forc'd his Inclinations that he might 
not appear ingrateful ; and when the King had allow'd 
every Body liberty to welcome me, he came to me again 
himſelf,- and reiterating his Favours; It was impoſſi- 
ble (ſaid he) by the Miracles you had done for our 
« Preſervation, that you ſhould be other than A4r/aces, 
or elſe ſome God; ſuch prodigious Effects of Valour 
can find no Example, but in what you have done for 
us already; yet ſince we have deſtined to owe our 
Lives to ſome Body, I praiſe the Gods that *tis to my 
dear Arſaces, to whom we may be indebted for them 
without Shame or Trouble. 25 
I had been ſilent during all the King's obliging Words 
and Endearments, but as ſoon as it was time for me to 
ſpeak, * Sir (ſaid I) your Majeſty ſets too high a Value 
upon an Action, which I was too powerfully engag't 
to do, both by the Remembrance . Favours, and 
by the Conſideration of my Honour; I were much to 
blame if I ſhould think I had done any thing in the 
* Preſervation of your Majeſty's Life, tis to your ownl 
* Valour you owe it, and to the Gods to whom it is too 
dear to let it be loſt ; and if they were pleas'd I ſhould 
be ſo happy as to be one among your Servants for the 
deſeating of your Enemies, tis only I that have the 
©. whole Obligation to them, as for the moſt glorious 
* favour they can ever do me. Forbear (replied the King) 
to rob Ar/aces of what is due to him alone, we ſhould: 
not now have been alive but for your Aſſiſtance, and I 
find as much Satisfaction 7 avowing it, as I ſhould 
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© do Shame if I neglected Obligations of this Nature; 
© I will acknowledge them with all my Aſſection, and 
with all my Power, and iſ ever the King of Scyth:a be 
ingrateful toward 4r/aces, I would have him paſs 
* thro' the whole World for the moſt unworthy Man 
upon Earth.“ The King accompanied theſe Words 
with many others to the ſame purpoſe ; and after all the 
Company had ſeconded him, both in his Kindneſſes and 
Praiſes, Dei e Bodies to be view d, to 
the end they might ſee if they could diſcover who they 
were that had been his Enemies. 
Among the frſt whoſe Faces they look · d upon, there 
were found ſome whom knew to have belong'd to 
Crdaris, and the King himſelf being come cloſe to him 
whoſe Arms I had cut off, while he unworthily ſtretch'd 
them forth to take my Princeſs, knew him to be. Banda- 
mis the Brother of — Parricide: He was not yet quite 
dead, and as ſoon as he perceiv'd the King to be near 
him, he call'd together the remainder of his Forces, and

0 In the mean time, we 
were 
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were inviron'd by a Throng of thoſe whom the Noiſe of 
this Accident had drawn from 7/edox, and one may truly 
fay, the whole Town was almoſt empty from the very 
moment that News came thither ; all the People came 
and caſt themſelves at the King's Feet with tears of Joy, 
and by his Command they all came afterward to proſtrate 


themſelves before me, and to do me Honours as a Man 


ſent by the Gods, or as the protecting Angel of Scytbia. 
When many Things had pa which I am not able to 
tell you by reafon of their Length and Confuſion, - we 


took our Way toward the City, and all the while we 


were going, the King did nothing but embrace me, and 
ask me the Particularities of my Journey. I anſwer'd 
thoſe Queſtions as I had before reſolv'd to do, and tho 


the Remembrance of our ruin'd Family could not come 


into my Mind, without drawing Sighs from me, I diſ- 
ſembled my Griefs as well as poſſibly I could, and attri- 
buted my long Abſence to the Captivity in which I was 
detain'd by Arimbas. Yet was not the King fo wholly

As I could 
not make him that Recital without Tears, ſo neither 
could he hear it without ſhedding ſome, and he folem- 


nized our M:sfortunes with all the Signs of Grief I could 


demand from a true and perfect Friend. I durit not 
make my Addreſſes to my Princeſs in the Queen's Pre- 
ſence, fearing that Company ſhould obſerve Alterations 


in my Countenance, which might give ſome Notice of 


my Paſſion. As ſoon as we were come to the City, we 
found all the People that were left in it in the Streets, 
coming to meet the King, and preſently they began to 
make Fonfres in every Place, and to offer Sacrifices and 
Thankſgiving for his Safety in all the Temples. The 
King would needs have a Lodging appointed for me in 
his Palace, but for the remainder of that Day I retir'd 
to Theodates's Houle, to ſatisfy the Deſire I had to em- 
brace hun at liberty, to finiſh the Ac:ount I had begun

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to give him of my Journey, and to receive particular in- 
formation of all paſſages concerning my Princeis, and 
how I ſtood in her Favour at that time.

Tis true, Sir (ſaid he) ſhe complain'd often of 
your want of Care to let her hear from you, and often 
teſtified to me, but with an extraordinary trouble how 
much ſhe fear d you had forgotten her. I put her out 
of thoſe Apprehenſions as well as poſſibly I could, but at 
laſt I ſhould have had much ado to find Reaſons to juſtify

ing your Father, and of the total Ruin of your Houſe. 
How deeply was ſhe concern'd in that woful Story, and 
how many Tears did ſhe beſtow, both on the Misfor- 
tunes of Darius, and on the Fears of your being periſh'd 
with bim! Ah! would it had pleaſed the Gods I had 
(cried I) not being able to hear of that Diſcourſe without 
being aſham'd, and tranſported ; but within a while af- 
ter I repented my ſelf, and believing that Wiſh offend- 
ed my Princeſs, No {faid I again) I ought not to deſire 
Death, fince I ought to live for Berenice; nor can I, 
without offending her, attempt or deſire any thin inſt 
a Life whereof I have reſerv'd no Power to my oy; Af- 
ter theſe words, I lent my Attention again to the advan- 
tageous report he made me of my Princeſs's remem- 
brance; but I was not a little aſtoniſh'd, when after that, 
he told me news of Prince Oroondates. Sir (ſaid he) the 
King, fince you went away, has heard part of his Son's 
adventures, he knows the abode he made with the King 
your Father, his Love to the Princeſs Siſter, 
the moſt remarkable accidents that have him fince 
his departure.

I had a mind to go to the Palace there to watch ſome

I) theſe Faults indeed would be very great, if your Ma- 
jeſty did not alledge an Fxcuſe for them your ſelf, and 
if you knew not very well that Love is able to produce 
much franger Effects. There is nothing but Love with- 
out queſticn that can excuſe the Prince your Son in what 
he has done againſt you; but mere Generoſity was 
enough to move him to aſſiſt Darius againſt Alexander, 
and your Majeſty may very well pardon him, if he in 
favour of a poor oppreſſed Prince, made uſe of ſome of 
your Forces againſt the Enemy of the whole World.

That unworthy Rival ought not to have died by any o- 
ther Hand but mine, and if my Princeſs ought to keep 
any other Remembrance of this Adventure, tis only that 
ſhe. law Arſaces do better than Ar/acomes, for the De- 
fence of his Pretenſions, and for the Safety of the King 
her Father; it would have been one of the moſt ſenſible 
Vexations I could have ſuffer'd (ſaid the Princeſs) if the 
Succour we receiv'd from you had come from the Hand 
of Ar/acomes. *Tis only to Artaxerxes that I will be 
oblig'd, both for the Safety of my Friends, and of mine 
own particular Life, I ſay my Life ; for tho' perhaps 
thoſe Enemies had no Defign againſt it, I ſhould ac- 
count it an indifferent Thing to fall into the Arms of 
Death, or into the Arms of any other befides Ariaxer- 
xes. I give you this Aſſurance with Truth (continued 
the Princeſs, ſeeing me tranſported with Joy at this Diſ- 
courſe) and you have Reaſon to believe, that tis only for 
your ſelf alone that you have reſcued Berenice; nay, fur- 
ther, I will proteſt to you by all that is deareſt to me, 


that 


Dangers into which you were to precipitate your 
i and the News of your Loeb _—_ n 
could not be equalled, except by the Joy I receiv'd at 
your Return; but a Return which you have made re- 
markable by a Service the King can never forget, and 
which malt of cecellity idle in is Breaſt the Hatred he 
bears your Family, if he be not the moſt obdurate, and 
the moſt ingrateful of all Men living. The Princeſs ac- 
companied theſe Words.with many others, which I could 
not anſwer but with Tranſport and Extaſy : and after 
this firſt Converſation, ſhe needs would have me give 
her an Account of my Voyage, r 


tal of all that had befallen me ſince — — 


obeyed her punctually, and in the 
Narration, I faw her ſo nearly touch'd — 


received no light Marks of that Aſſection, which 4 


thence forward was to make up my whole Fortune, and 

be to me inſtead of Parents, of Empires, and of whatſo- 

ever the Anger of Heaven had taken from me. 
Arſaces was in this part of his Story, when the Prin- 


ceis Berenice, accompanied with Apamia and Cleone, 


came into the Chamber. They that kept the Door of 
the 1 Tent, knew very well that Princeſs was not compre-. 


Hended in the Order which had been given them, and of 


thoſe three Perſons there was not one that could be 
thought unfit to hear Ar/aces's Diſcourſe, As ſoon as 


they enter'd, the Princes who were ſitting by Ar/aces's 


Bed-ſide, roſe up to ſalute them, and the two wounded 
ones receiv d them with a great deal of Joy, the Moti- 
ons whereof nevertheleſs were a little different. Ar/aces 


could not ſee his Princeſs without ſome inward Altera- 


tion, or rather without ſome kind of Tranſport, and 
Berenice could not behold Arſaces in a much better State 
of Health than ſhe had hoped for in ſo ſhort time, with- 
out ſhewing ſome Signs of ſuch a Contentment, as a bare 
good Will is not able to produce. When ſhe had like- 


wiſe receiv'd an Aſſurance from the Princes Mouths, of 


the Amendment of their Wounds, ſhe fat down, and 
Apamia, and Clone with her, upon Seats that were 
brought them. Berenice was going to fall. into. ſome

Company of the Aſſection ſhe bore him, and ſeeing that 
they were all ſettled again in Silence, and that they diſ- 


poſed themſelves to Attention, he went on with his Diſ-

clared to this illuſtrious Company the 
. Teſtimonies you gave me of your Aﬀe- 
ction; but they are not ignorant that 
—_ to the Remembrance of Oroondates, you granted 
what could never be dye to the Services, or Perſon of 
Artaxerxes, and that your Inclination to a Brother ſo 
worthy of your Love, made you look upon the Paſ- 
ſion of his dear Friend and Brother, more adyantage- 
| ouſly than you would have done upon that of the Prince 


Perſia. 


of 
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The Signs I receiv'd of the continuance of my Prin- 
ceſs's Will (purſued A4r/aces, turning towards Oroon- 
dates, and the reſt of the Company) were ſo precious to 
me, that I really believ'd I had no Reaſon to complain 
againſt Heaven, which did ſo fully recompence me for 
the Loſs of thoſe Empires it had depriv'd me of; and be- 
ng, by my Princeſs's Orders, retu'd with this Know- 
ge to the Lodgings that were appointed for me in the 
Palace, I employ'd the reſt of that Day, in conſidering 
that the Greatneſs from whence I was fallen, had not in 
its moſt pompous Luſtre, had any Thing comparable to 
my t Felicity. It belongs to none but the Gods 
. (aid I) to do miraculous Actions, and as great, and 
as they are, they could not make me Amends 
for the Greatneſs of my Loſſes, but by the Greatneſs of 
that Fortune to which they now have raiſed me ; havin 
taken from me whatſoever they could give me of — 
great, and of moſt beautiful, and in ſhort, they give me 
whatſoever they could take away, they give me all that 
I could defire, and more than I could lawfully hope for ; 
let them beſtow the Empires of Afa, and of Europe on 
whom they pleaſe, provided they leave but Berenice to 
fortunate Ar ſaces, he will never accuſe them of Injuſtice, 
but will without Envy behold the abſolute Authority of 
thoſe Maſters of the whole Earth. Theſe really were 
my Thoughts, and Fortune (who by ſuch glorious To- 
kens made me believe ſhe meant to declare her ſelf in 
my Favour) forſook me not in thoſe beginnings, but 
made all Things contribute to the Happineis ſhe had pro- 
cured me. That Service I had done the King, —_ 
him prepoſleſſed with ſome good Opinion of me, and wi 
ſome Affection to me, wrought preſently the moſt power- 
ful Effect one could have _ for by it, from the moſt 
grateſul Prince in the World ; and if in my former Jour- 
ney I had been held in ſome Conſideration at Court, this 
laſt Action, added to the Inclination which the King had 
already toward me, raiſed me there to ſuch a Credit, that 
to repreſent it to you in a few Words, I may truly ſay, 
that within one Month, Arſacomes had no Advanta 
over me; and had it not been for the Power of 
| Queen, I ſhould without diſpute have held the firſt Place 
a | ' un 
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in the King's Eſteem and Affection. "Tis true, I labour'd 
not to make my ſelf great by Offices, and — 4 
for, having Thoughts very far diſtant from thoſe, I was 
ſatisfied with cauſing that to be given to others (as much 
as I could without abuſing the King's Favour towards 
me) which Men who had been Slaves to an Ambition 
different from mine, would perhaps have kept for their 
own ſelves. This manner of Carriage, added to the good 
Fortune I had at that time, gain'd me a reaſonable good 
Number of Friends in the Court, and I did ſo little treſ- 
paſs upon their Friendſhip, or upon the Compliance which 
my Condition oblig'd them to render me, that amongſt 

them all, I never obſery'd any one to grow colc toward 
me, or diſcontented. Ar/acomes envied my Fortune, but 
he durſt not croſs it openly, remembring that he was in- 
debted to me for his Life ; and the Queen his Siſter, who 
had the ſame Obligation, and who was an extreme cun- 
ning and politick Princeſs, would not thwart the King's 
Inclinations, which ſhe knew to be very potent toward 
me. As Ar/acomes's Envy of me was nouriſh'd in him 
by certain Conſiderations, ſo my Averſion to him was 
increaſed by divers others; and though I could not love 
him, becauſe he was my Rival, and a Rival very trouble- 
ſome to my Princeſs, yet durſt I not expreſs my Enmity, 
for fear of diſcovering the Cauſe of it; and twas with a 
ſtrange Conſtraint I ſuffer'd his daily, public Demon- 
ſtrations of Love to the Daughter of his King. I found ſome 
Conſolation indeed in her Behaviour towards him, and 
every Day obſerv'd with Joy, that his Preſumption could 
not be more juſtly recompenſed than it was by her. She 
never gave him an obliging Word, ſhe never did any 
Action that was favourable to him, and fo carefully 
avoided all Occaſions of being alone with him, that he 
could never entertain her but in Company; he being of 
a a haughty, impetuous Humour, this often made him over- 
ſhoot himſelf, but not having utterly loſt his Judgment, 
he ſtrove to moderate his Reſentments by his Siſter's Ad- 
vice, and remembring he was the King of Scythia's Sub- 
he conſidered, that if the Cauſes of his Fortune 
come to ceaſe, he might fall from his Authority, 
and. be in a Condition to ſuffer the Puniſhment due 2 
| | o- 
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Inſolence. The Example of Cydaris was freſh in his Me- 
mory, and tho' he could not abaſe himſelf fo low as to 


fear a Deſtiny like his, yet that Remembrance was enough 
to make ſome Impreſſion on his Mind. Tho' Arſacomes 
was ill ſatisfied with Berenice, I for my part had all man- 
ner of Reaſon to acknowledge her Goodneſs ; and ſince 
ſhe gives me leave, to ſtrain a point of Diſcretion, to 
publiſh my Advantages, I may tell you, that I never 
wiſh'd more Happineſs than I truly poſſeſſed at that time; 
and that my adored Princeſs did in my Favour, flacken 


the Rein to all thoſe Teſtimonies of Aﬀection I could de- 


fire from ſo ſublime a Virtue. Yet were they all limited 
to Words alone, and to the Endeavours ſhe uſed to afford 
me all the Means ſhe could to ſee her, and diſcourſe with 
her at Liberty. | 

That was not very hard for her to do; for in the Con- 
dition I then ſtood with the King, and in the Belief the 


Scqtbians had, that ſhe was oblig'd to me for her Safety, 


and perhaps for her Honour, ſince the time that I had re- 
ſcued her out of the Hands of the treacherous Princeſs of 
the Tawre-Scythians, no Body thought ſtrange that ſhe al- 
low'd me entrance into her Chamber, ſuffter'd. my 


Company when ſhe went Abroad. Cyllenia aſſiſted me in 


thoſe Occaſions, with an Affection for which I ſhall be 
indebted to her as long as I live, and my dear Theodates 
had ſacrificed himſelf wholly to my Intereſts: True it 
is, that in my Encounters I had endeavoured to repay 
him part of the good Offices I receiv'd from him, by 
others which I did him to the King, and that I made that 
Prince better mted with his Virtues, than he had 
been former]y ; beſides thoſe Opportunities whe 

I ftrove to teſtify my Friendſhip, another offer'd it ſelf, 
wherein I was not uſeleſs to him. He became 

ly in Love with the Princeſs Theomiris, the Daughter of 
Prince Carthafis the King's Brother, an exceeding fair and 
virtuous Lady, and moſt dearly beloy'd of Berenice, who 
befides nearneſs of Blood, ht her ſelf oblig'd to 
bear her a great deal of good Will, by the Knowledge 
ſhe had of her excellent Qualities. Theodates was not 
only conſiderable in Scythia by his Birth and Virtue, but 


was alſo extraordinary Handſome, — 
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the Aſſections of that Princeſs, without any other Aſſi · 
2 that e eee I too dearly 
preſery'd the Memory of what I ow'd him, to neglect 
any Occaſion to requite it, and as ſoon as his Paſſion was 
known to me, I employ'd all the Credit I had with my 

_ Princeſs, to make her uſe all the Intereſt ſhe had with 

Theomiris. Berenice receiv'd my Interceſſion without any 

Repugnance, and being of her ſelf moſt ready to oblige 

Theodates, ſhe labour'd to advance his Suit with a great 

deal of Goodneſs, and with a great deal of Succeſs. In 

the mean time the King's Favour towards me, increaſed 

from Day to Day, and tho' the Prince was ever 'd 

his own Motions, rather than by the Counſel of any 

him, and that he never gave his Favourite ſo much 

Power over his Mind, but that he ever kept firm to his 

own Reſolutions, he ſeem'd then to have receded from 

his Maxims in favour of me, and that even _ _ 
important Affairs, he had a er Opinion of my Ad- 
vice, than he had ever had So other Body's. I will 
have the Sqythians honour Ar/ſaces (ſaid he) both as the 
braveſt, mot valiant of all Men living (they were the 
Terms which his Affection made him unjuſtly uſe) and as 
he to whom they owe the Safety of their King, and of 
all the Royal Family. Not being contented with many 
conſiderable Gifts, which he heap'd me every Day, 
he to his former Liberalities, tt to the exceſſive Riches 
he had already beſtow'd upon me, would needs add the 

Provinces which Cydaris and his Brother had loſt, when 
they loſt their Lives, and which, by their traiterous, hor- 

rible Attempt, return d unto the Crown, their Attain- 

der having excluded all the Survivors of their Houſe 
from any lawful Pretenſions to them. I durſt not oppoſe 
his Liberalities, for fear of angring» him, and of giving 
him Suſpicion of my true Quality, by ſeeming to contemn 
them. He had often times offended with the little 
koning I made of Preſents of that Nature, and by the 

Advice of the Princeſs her ſelf, I would not put my ſelf 

in hazard of diſpleaſing him. Theodates confirm'd me in 

that Reſolution, and when he me moſt earneſtly 
to it, Dear Theedates (ſaid I) I will not accept of this 

Province, but upon Condition, that you will gy a 
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from me when I am once in a Capacity to offer it you, 
and that (continued I ſmiling) the Ranſom of 
nde if the Gods permit him not to ſatisfy you 
. Theodates, who knew how to deſpiſe that kind 
of Riches, anſwered me very generouſly, and by the 
King's Example, began to call me the Prince of the Tauro- 
Scythians ; but they had hardly given me that Name, 
when it was known in Coust, I ſhould not bear that 
Title without diſpute ; for News came thither that Ama 
fs, the younger Brother to Cydaris, and he with whom 
Bandamis had threaten'd us with when he died, had 
to execute part of thoſe Menaces ; and after having Ii 
a while conceal'd in that Province, to make a Party, 
whereby] he pretended either to revenge the Death of 


his Brothers, or to keep Poſſeſſion of thoſe Territories 


which had belong'd to his Family, he had at laſt perſua- 
ded the Tauro-Scythians to riſe, and having under falſe 
and ſpecious Pretences made their Neighbours the Aa- 
tirfians take up Arms with them, had got an Army toge- 
thcr of above fifty thouſand Men, wherewith he prepar'd 
himſelf to enter into the neareſt Provinces, either to 
them to revolt with him, or to uſe all Acts of Hoſtility 
againſt them. 


As ſoon as the Noiſe of this Inſurrection was come to 
1Jedon, and that the King had receiv'd the certainty of 
it, he, without being troubled, began diligently to pro- 


vide thoſe Remedies that were needful, and ſummoning 
the neareſt Troops, whereof he could compoſe an Army, 
was pleaſed that I ſhould have the Honour to Command 
them: not but that among his own Subjects he might 
have made a better Choice, yet whether it were that his 


Affection to me gave him too advantageous an Opinion of 


my Sufficiency, or that having given me that Province, 
he believ'd me to be more concern'd- in the Preſervation 
of it than any Body elſe, ſo it is that he preferr'd me 
for that Employment, before thoſe that ſued to him 


for it. 


I know not how to preſent to you in what manner I 


receiv*d it. On the one fide, I was not a little ſatisfhed 


to find fo remarkable an Occafion, to deſerve thoſe Fa- 


vours the King conferr'd upon me, and to eſtabliſh px | 
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ſelf more and more, by the Services I hop'd to do him, 
in that Aſſection which was ſo neceſſary for me, both to- 
ward the Accompliſhment of my Happineſs with Bere- 
nice, and toward the Means of recovering, with part of 


mine Honour, ſome part alſo of Darius's Empires; but 


on the other fide I was not leſs aflited to go from Bere- 
nice, and tho I foreſaw not that that Abſence would be 
of ſo long continuance as it prov'd, I could not reſolve 


* moſt ſenſible Grief. But there was a 


eceſſity of it, and in that Sorrow I met with ſome 
Conſolations, which did in part abate its Violence. We 
ſhall fight for the King of Scythia (faid I) it has 
Fortune that we have not been uſeleſs to his Service al- 


ready, but when we ſhall have let him ſee how we can 


lead an Army for his Intereſts, ny 645 will not refuſe 
to give us another for the Defence of our own, and that 


by the Importance of the Services we ſhall do him, we 
may blot that Hatred out of his Mind, which ſtill conti- 
nues in it againſt the Remnant of Darius's Family. Go 
then, Ar/aces, ſince ſo many Reaſons oblige thee to it, 


the 


conquer the reſt of thoſe that would have murdered 
King, and violently have ſtollen away Berenice; and 
if thou canſt not part with that Princeſs without Sor- 
row, ſweeten at leaſt that Sorrow by the Knowledge thou 
Haſt, that thou art going to fight for her Father, that 
art going to fight for her, and that thou art going 
to fight for thy ſelf. | 
ith this kind of Diſcourſe I took Comfort in the 


Trouble which that Abſence was preparing for me, and 
an the interim told the King that I would endeavour, by 


the Hazard of all my Blood, to make my ſelf worthy of 
the Employment he gave me, and either would return 
victorious over his Eneinses, or elſe not return at all. 


I doubt not (faid the King) but that you are certain of 


the Victory, and that they muſt be neither Rebels nor 
Traitors that can reſiſt the Valour of 4r/aces. In the 
mean time, my Departure was haſten'd with all poſſible 
Diligence, and every Day till then, I had the Happineſs 
to ſee, and to entertain my Princeſs. If I dare take the 
Liberty to 7 np. her Grief ſeem'd little leſs than mine, 
mor did ſhe ſee me ready to go into Dangers, without 


. 
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that was more ſweet, and more obli- 


ture, and by the ſame Goodneſs, ſhe comfor 
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ging to me, than all the Honours and Gifts of Provinces 
which I receiv'd from the King her Father ; but ſhe 
found her Conſolations in mine, when I repreſented thoſe 
Advantages to her, wherewith the Cruelty of that Ab- 
ſence was to be allayed. Theodates would not have let 
me go without him, but knowing his Quality, and that 
after the Employments he had formerly had, he could not 
march in an Army without Commanding it, or doing 
himſelf a great deal of Wrong, I oppoſed his friendly 
Intention, and intreated him to continue at Court to ſerve 
Theomiris, and to ſerve me alſo with Berenice, ſince he 
was the only Man from whom I could receive any Aſſi- 
ſtance in that Bufineſs. They were theſe laſt Conſidera- 
tions that made him yield to it, his Friendſhip to me 
making him deſpiſe the firſt. The Night before my De- 
parture being come, I receiv'd Orders from the King, and 
took my leave of him, which he gave me not without 
ſome Tears, nor without ſuch Endearments, as thoſe that 
were neareſt to him could hardly hope for from him. 
Go, Arſaces (ſaid he) go quell our Enemies, reſtore. 
uietneſs to the Province which your Virtue has given 
you, and teſtify to the remoteſt Sqthians, that tis only 
to the gallanteſt of all Mortals, their King is indebted 
for his Safety. Vet have a care of a Life which is very 
dear to us, and think not ſo much of conquering, but 
that you may alſo think of bringing Ar/aces home to us 
again. I ſhall conquer, Sir (replied I) ſince your Ma- 
- jetty commands me to do ſo ; and the remoteſt Scythians 
ſhall know, *tis the victorious Sword of their King ra- 
ther than the Hand of 4r/aces, that puniſhes them for 
their Perfidiouſneſs. After I had left the King, I gave 
the remainder ofthe Day to the viſits of my Friends, and 
when Night was come, my Princeſs had the Goodneſs to 
mit me to paſs part of it in her Chamber, with Theo- 
Hates and Cyllenia. It would be very hard for me to 
repeat all the Diſcourſes to you which we had at that Se- 
paration, and as they took up many Hours, leſs time 


would not be neceſſary to tell you them. My Princeſs,

and me with hope of the Fruit I ſhould reap by this Ex- 
— 1 5 (ſaid 1) ty bon for the Re- 
Pole of Sqtbia, and for my own ; that Hope alone ſwee- 
tens the Violence of my Grief; and at this Separation 
I ſhould not be to be comforted, if I did not believe, 
that Heaven ſeparates us, only to re-unite us the more 
firmly. It cannot favour me with its Aſſiſtance, in the 
employment the King gives me, without advancing my 
- Happineſs, and when the King ſhall know I am the Son 
of Darius, he will perhaps remember I have done ſome- 

ing for his Service. 3 
pon that Remembrance, next to yours, my lovely 
Princeſs, my whole Fortune will depend, and ſince I 
leave it * at your Feet, tis at your Feet I hope to 
find it at my Return, but tis only to your Goodneſs that 
J ought to recommend it; yes, faireſt Princeis, only to 
your Goodneſs, and ſince you have been generous enough 
to receive the baniſh'd, the undone, the miſerable Ar/a- 
ces as Prince Artaxerxes, you will alſo without doubt be 
generous enough to maintain him in the glorious Condi- 
tion to which you have raiſed him ; this Hope not only 
ſweetens all my Sorrows, but makes me look without 
Envy upon Alexanders Victories, and would make me 
find Advantages in my Loſſes, if I had not ſome Com- 
paſſion of my Friends, and if my Reputation were not 
intereſted in their Fall. Preſerve that for me therefore, 
my divine Princeſs, which 4r/acomes, which Stratonice 
would cruelly take from me, and remember, that I can- 
not yield my Pretenſions to them, nor to any Body in 
the World, without quitting my Life together with them. 
Have a care of your ſelf (replied the Princeſs) that you 
may as well preſerve your ſelf for Berenice, as you deſire 
| ſhe ſhould preſerve her ſelf totally for ywu; and do you 
reſiſt the unjuſt Motions of your Courage, as well as ſhe 
will reſiſt the Importunities of Ar/acomes, and Stratonice. 
If your Remembrance of me make you more wary in 
Fight, and if my Intereſt make you go into Dangers with 
more Moderation than you are won't; I'll combate here 
for you with all the Aſſurance, and all the Succeſs you 
can deſire. In this, 4-/aces, I ſhall follow my own In- 


clinations as much as your Recommendation, but remem-

that I ſhall be ſufficiently afflicted by your Abſence,

My Princeſs accompanied theſe Words with many 
others no leſs obliging, and by thoſe ſweet Marks of 
my. Felicity, the made me know, that nothing but my 
Departure hindred me from being the moſt fortunate of 


all Men living. I took leave of her, with effects of 


Grief which all my Conſtancy could not hinder, and 
before I went out of her Chamber, I receiv'd a Scarf 
from her, of which ſhe had wrought with her own 
Hand, with which I believed I ſhould be invincible 


- againſt the moſt valiant Enemies. At laſt I was fain to 


depart, and being retired with my dear Theodates, L 
ſpent almoſt all . reſt of the Night in recommending 
my Life and Fortune to him, which next to Berenice, 
T left in no other Hands but his. | 

By break of Day, wy Lodging was full of Perſons 
that came to bid me Farewel, and of the chief Officers 
of the Army that were to go along with me ; I took my 
leave of thoſe, and put my ſelf at the Head of theſe, 
who generally expre their Joy for the Employment 
that was given me, and made me ſee, that for all I was 
a Stranger, I had gain'd their Affections enough to hope 
for a great deal of good Will and Obedience amongſt 
them. I anſwer'd the Offers they made me of their Ser- 
vice, with all the Civility I could poſſibly, and endea- 
vour'd to carry my ſelf toward them as Ar/aces, whom 
only the King's Favour had raiſed above them, rather 
than as Artaxerxes, who once was Heir to the Empire 


of Afa. This manner of Behaviour perfected the win- 


ning of their Affections, and they march'd with a Satis- 
faction, whereat I my ſelf had Cauſe to be very well 
ſatisfied. I will not here make a particular Relation of 
the Number of the Forces I commanded : They were 
the very ſame, Brother, wherewith you afterward went 
to fight againſt Zopirio, and by the muſter of them, 
which I made two Days March from don, I found 
they conſiſted of forty thouſand Horſe, drawn out, of 
many ſeveral parts of Sqthia.

We made very great Marches directly to Mount Taw- 
ru, CN 2 one ner thts Conner, I had Men 


with me who were acquainted even with the moſt un- 
uſual Paſſages, and by the former Voyage I made with 
the Soythizns under Theodates, I had ſo well learn'd their 

that I was no 
more troubled - them, than I ſhould have been 
amongſt the Per/rans. The King had given me divers 


| Perſons of Quality and Command, but amongſt them 


all, he that I moſt Account of, was the good old 
Clhoreftes, Araxes's Father, whom I had particularly 
demanded of him, and whom I lov'd exceedingly, 
both for the Confideration of his Son whom I had 
known, and eſteem'd in Pra, and for that of his own 
Virtue. Beſides that his Quality was conſiderable m 
Sgthia, he was much to be valued for his Perſon, and 
there were but few Soldiers in the Kingdom that had 
mere Experience than he, or a more perfect Know! 


in Matters of War. And indeed I preſerr'd his Countel 


before all the reſt, and gave him the Employment of 
_ Conſequence. Ill ſhorten the Recital of this 
War, as much as conveniently I can, and only tell 
you the moſt remarkable Events of it. We arriv'd 
at the Frontiers of the Tawro-Scythians without difficul- 
ty ; but when we would have entered, we found it de- 
fended by ſome Troops which {maſs had Jeft to guard 
it. The Number of Men was not great, but the Places 
were very advantageous for them, and that was it which 


us loſe ſome Men about it. Vet did we overcome thofe

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Impatience, and an ardent Defire to have a 
with thoſe Rebels: They ſhew'd a thouſand 

Signs of it, and in the interim, I was careful to 
nothing that belong'd to my Charge, and ſpent 
whole Time I had remaining, to put all things in the 
order we could defire. Cleoreftes took off much of that 
Trouble from me, and with him Le&aris, Maxentes, 
Ami ſoras, and many others, in whom for their _— 
ence and Valour, Thad a great deal of Confidence. 'I 
Report our Scouts had brought in proy'd very true, for 
the Enemies Army incamp'd ſo near us that Day, that 
in the Night time our foremoſt Troops heard their 
Shouts, and diſcover'd ſome of their Fires. As ſoon as 
Day began to appear, the Sgrbians made all the Plain 
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to eccho with the Sound of their Inſtruments, and the 


Officers, buſying themſelves diligently about the Orders 
I had given them, drew up their Squadrons according 
to the — Diſcip line. Their Form was exceeding 

terrible ; and of all the Soldiers I ever ſaw, never did 
I meet with any that prepared themſelves to fight with 


-a Confidence like theirs. I wore a Suit of Arms that 


Day which the King had given me at my Departure, 
the Work of them was excellent, and the Matter very 


rich; but Berenice's Scarf was my moſt pompous Orna- 


ment. Having learn'd in part what Order our Enemies 


| kept with their Troops, I drew mine into three Bodies, 


whereof 1 took the firſt my ſelf, and gave the two others 
to Cleorgftes and Mazentes, and when they were all in a 
uch, J rode bareheaded along the Front of every 
Diviſion, and employ*d all the Eloquence the Gods had 
given me, to repreſent all the Reaſons that might ani- 
mate them to the Battle. My Speech was not without 
Effect, for by good Fortune I had ſo gain'd the Hearts 
both of Officers and Soldiers, that they cried out aloud 
I ſhould lead them to the Enemy, and that they fear'd 
not to be overcome, while they fought under r/aces. 
ny them fo gallantly reſolv'd, r would not retain 
onger, but covering my Head with a Cask over- 

— w with white Plumes, and with a Horſe-Tail 


which ſell upon ad Shoulders, I arm'd my Leſt-hand 


with 
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with a weighty Shield, and my Right with a couple of 
Javelins, and putting my ſelf at the Head of my Batta- 
lion, march'd toward the Enemies, when they were al- 
ready beginning to advance. The Interview of the 
two Armies cauſed a dreadful Noiſe of Voices and In- 
ſtraments, but when after we had encourag'd them for 
the laſt time, we gave them the liberty to charge, they 
cloſed with an Impetuouſneſs which admits of no Com- 
pariſon. The Enemy had but little Infantry as well as 
we, and fo the Fight was equal between the Armies 
for tho' that of our Enemies was ſtronger than ours in 

Number of. Men, ours was juſtified by the Goodneſs of 
its Cauſe, and by the Valour of many gallant Officers 1 
had with me. The Body I commanded did ſo well, as 
it preſently broke thro' that which was before us, and 
having routed all the Squadrons of it, we,. after a great 
deal of Execution, got as far as their Baggage. The 
Seythians would have fallen to plunder, but 1 forbad 
them till aſter the clear Hue of the Battle, and it was 
very happy I did ſo; for ſcarce had we obtain'd that 
Advantage, when we heard that Mazentes's Battalion 
had given back, before that which Amaſis commanded 
in Perſon, and that our Enemies General had gain'd an 
Advantage little different from ours. 

This News made us face about towards them that 
flood in need of our Aſſiſtance, and leaving thoſe we 
had defeated at liberty either to fly or rally, we went to 
fly upon conquering Amaſis with a Fury which he could 
not eaſily withſtand, If I did not fear to oftend Modeity, 


I ſhould ſay, that the powerful Intereſt which guided me 


in that combate made me do things that are not ordina-- 
ry, and that peradyenture I contributed ſomething toward 
the winning of that Battle. Mazentes, who was not 
utterly defeated, recovered Courage at our arrival, and. 


while Cleoreſtes with his Body made good our Advantage 
againſt him that was to oppoſe him, we gave Amafes 
ſo ſmart and fo fortunate a Charge, that we quickly 


raiſed our Party again. All the Forces drew inſenſibly 


to that Place, and twas with a great deal of Blood, 


and with the Death of many thouſand Men that the 


Victory was there diſputed. I animated our valiant

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Warriors the moſt that I could, and after ha- 
ving told them what they ow'd to their Honour, to the 
Service of their King, and to their own Safety, which 
by Reaſon of the River that was at their Back they 
could not hope for otherwiſe than by Victory, I endea- 
vour'd to incite them to it by my Example, and not 
ſparing to hazard my Life in their Preſence, I, by the 
; nce I ſhew'd, oblig'd them to fecond me gene- 
rouſſy. I did not firive to meet with Aua, for re- 
— — Ee ties © ies 
my Hand already, I ht not an occaſion to 
the remainder of the Blood If that Houſe. 
Why ſhould I hold you any longer ? After we had 
fought long and vigorouſly, the Victory declar'd it ſelf 
for our Party, and Anaf knowing that Fortune was 


_ contrary to him, fac'd with ſome of his Men, and 


by Flight, fought either for his own Safety, or for the 
Means of fighting another time. In the laſt Rout the 


Slaughter was very great, and the Scyrbians, who natu- 


rally love Blood, and who ſeldom ſpare their Enemies, 
committed Cruelties which in many Places it was i 
ſible for me to hinder : Yet did I do all I could, and 


where I chanc'd to come it was not without Succeſs. 
Our Victory was ſo abſolute, that of fifty thouſand 


Men, whereof the 'Enemies Army was compoſed, there 
were thirty thoufand flaia upon the Place, and we loft 
not above two thouſand of ours. l 7.5.71 
Aſter the Event of this Battle, a little Town which 
was not many Furlongs ſrom us,, open'd its Gates with- 
out Refiſtance, and we refreſ'd our ſelves for a 
few Days, dreſſed our wounded Men, and put our 
Forces again in order to proſecute the Victory. I had 
receiv'd ſome Hurts, but ſuch light ones, that I kept 
not my Bed above four or five Days. Our Army was 


 Incamped near the Walls, and all the principal Officers, 


with the wounded Soldiers, were lodg*d within the 
Town, where care was taken for Victual, and for ne- 
ceſſary Subſiſtance. I then had Reaſon enough to be 
ſatisfied with my Fortune, and that happy beginning of 
my Arms advanc'd my Deſigns, and raiſed my Hopes 
enough to ſmother part of my Diſcontents; > the

F had y with me NOTES I durſt impart my 


Thoughts, and tho' I knew the Affection of Criton, 
who had not forſaken me, and that I had a great deal 


of Confidence in ſome Servants I had received from 
Theodates, yet had I not enough in either to acquaint 


them with my Love, or with my Quality, for thoſe 


were Secrets of too Importance, to declare them 


to any Body but Theodates and Cy//-nia. Vet had I 


then a fair Decatg to write to my Princeſs, and being 


_ oblig'd to give the King an Account of the happy Iſſue 


of that Battle, and of the Condition of our Affairs in 
that Province, I would not give that Commiſſion but to 
one of thoſe faithful Servants Theodates had put to me, 
and having commanded him not to deliver the Letter I 


_ wrote to that dear Friend, till he were alone with him, 


I feal'd up that to my Princeſs within it, having had 
trial enough of that Man's Affection, to truſt him as far 
as that came to. I writ our Victory to the King in a 
few Words, — ven the Meſſenger Inſtructions to 
inform him more at and ſent nothing to Theodates

J diſpatch'd this Meſſenger when I had given him 
ſuch Inſtructions as were neceſſary, and a few Days 
after made the Army decamp, and we march'd in pur- 
ſuit of Anaſis, to reduce that Province under the King's 
Obedience, but we ſtop'd at the firſt Towns we came 
to, and all thoſe that had never fo little Strength endur'd 
the Siege with marvellous Obſtinacy. That Reſiftance 
pro the War, and kept us all that Summer in the 
Province of the Tauro-Scythians, while in-that of the 
 Agatirfians Amaſis made up an Army, partly with the 
broken Forces he had left, partly with new Troops le- 
vied in thoſe reyolted Countries. We were beſieging 
Bunſba, when the Meſſenger I had ſent to ¶edan came 
back to us, and brought me Anſwers of the Letters he 
had carried. The King wrote to me with Praiſes, able

Our Army was then but thirty thouſand ſtrong, having 
been oblig'd to leave Garriſons in certain Towns, but it 
increaſed eight or ten thouſand Men, which I drew as.

We took our Way toward Sendica, waſh'd by the Da- 
nube and Borifghenes, and bounced by the Euxine Sea, 
whence Arimbas was come down upon the Frontier.

given order to mine not to ſtir out of their Place, 
gallop'd on before them, and ſecing- Arimbas at the Head 
of his Men, I advanc'd to the middle of the Space that 
was between the two Armies, and defying him with 
many loud Cries, I made him underſtand what it was I 
deſir d of him. Arimbas was a valiant Man, and one 
that could not ſee himſelf challeng'd before ſo great a 


boaſted of; —— — but before he 


came cloſe to me he darted one of his two Javelins at me 
with all his Might, but he fail'd of his Aim, and the 
Dart having paſſed whizzing over my Head, fell without 
any Effect at the Feet of our Troops; immediately he 
took the other in his Right-hand, and ending his Career, 
we cloſed with a very impetuous Shock: He fought 
with a ſomewhat blinder Rage than I, and fo his Jave- 
lin only hit my Shield, upon which it broke all into 
ſhivers, and mine being a little more warily directed, 


| found haſſage furo the Beaver of ie Helmet, /and 


piercing to the hinder Part of his Head, made him fall 
ftark dead in fight of both the Armies. Ours at that 


Spectacle ſent forth loud Cries to Heaven, and moving 
at the ſame time, ran with a marvellous Violence upon 


thoſe 
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thoſe frighted Troops, already half conquer'd by their 
General's Death. I ftrove to open them a Paſſage, 
and to clear my ſelf a Way with my Sword, which 
might make theirs the more eaſy to them ; but we found 
much Difficulty in the Buſineſs, and the Captains that 
commanded under Arimbas, being brave and valiant 
Men, uſed all imaginable Endeavours to ſupply the want 
of their General. They labour'd a long time in it with 
Succeſs, but ſome of the Sqibians having cut off Arim- 
bai his Head, carried it upon the point of a Javelin, and 
by. that Object ſtruck Terror into ſome of the boldeſt of 
them, and animated themſelves in ſuch manner, that 
their Enemies were no longer able to make Reſiſtance. 

As ſoon as they began to be in diſorder, —— 
ans laid hold of the Advantage to ſo Purpoſe, that 
there was no more poſſibility of diſputing the Victory 
againſt them. In ſhort, they won it abſolutely, I ſay, 
ſo abſolutely, that hardly one of their Enemies eſcaped 
with Life, tho' I did all that was in my Power to kee 
them from that Cruelty ; but they conceiv'd ſi 
an Animoſity againſt thoſe injurious Invaders, who 
pretended to enlarge their Bounds, to the utmoſt Parts 
their Fary, that (eas m to ſave them from

Queen Thaleftris, who till then had hearken'd to. Arſa- 
ces patiently, could not longer forbear to interrupt him; 
I fought under your Command at that Battle (ſaid ſhe) 
and was Witneſs of many of thoſe Paſſages you have 
related ; but I cannot pardon your Modeſty, which robs 
this Company of the Kuowledge of the moſt gallant ones; 
vou did Actions there beyond Belief, and twas with a 
great deal of Truth that ho Scythians publiſh'd the Ho- 
-nour of that Victory to be due to no Body but their Ge- 
-neral. Arſaces could not ſuffer the Continuation, of this 
Diſcourſe, and to take her off on't, Madam (ſaid he) 
vou give me an Advantage which belongs not to me, and

After this Victory ſo happily obtain'd, but yet pur- 
chas'd with the loſs of five thouſand of our Men, we no 
longer had any Enemies to fight withal, and that little 
Piece of the Country Arimbas had brought under his Sub- 
jection, being preſently. ſettled again under ours, we ſaw 
the whole Frontier quiet, and ſo were permitted to return 
again toward I don, which we had fo much defired. I 
did it with a greater Contentment than the Eſtate of my 
Fortune ought in probabil:ty to have given me, and drew 
near to my Princeſs and my dear Brother with the ſweet- 
eſt Hopes a Mind is able to conceive. Why ſhould I 
trouble you with the Recital of our Journey ? After ha- 
ving marched a great many Days, which my Impatience 
made me think exceeding long, I at laſt ſaw the great 
City of an, but before I was come within three or 
four hundred Furlongs of it, I had met my dear Theo- 
dates, who with a good part of the Nobility was come 
forth to welcome me. | | 

I received the Honour they all did me with the greateſt 
Civility I could, but all the moſt tender Expreſſions that 
ever Friendſhip produced appeared in the Endearments 
between Theodates and me; We could not put an End 
to our Embraces, nor were the kindeſt and moſt obligin 
Words in the World ſufficient to make known the ſeat 
part of our mutual Satisfactions; I had a thouſand Que- 
ſtions to alk him, but I feared leſt a ſecret Converſation 
might be thought an Incivility to many Perſons of Qua- 
lity that were with him ; and therefore, beginning another 
Diſcourſe with that noble Company, it laſted till we 
came to the. Gates of the Town, which we found full 
with a Throng of the Inhabitants that came out to meet 
us. Never did a thankful People welcome their Defen- 
der, or their lawful Prince, with louder Acclamations, 
or more Teſtimonies of Joy, nor never did any Soldier 
receive ſo many Praiſes for ſo inconſiderable Actions.

After I had ſhew'd it by a reaſonable 
long Silence, I took the hberty to blame the King's 
Weakneſs and blind Aſſections, and then I deplor'd the 
Croſſes I foreſaw you would meet with by this Alteration 
of his Humour. 

When I had a little recover'd my ſirſt Aſtoniſhment, 
fixing my Eyes upon the Princeſs's Face; and you, Ma- 
dam (ſaid 1) what will you do for Prince Artaxerxes ?

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this Aſſurance, which I will receive for him (anſwered I) 
1 do not think he will lament his Fortune, and provided 
you perſiſt in this good Reſolution, I hope that his 
Return, Time, and the Prince your Brother's Liberty, 


will overcome all the Diſaſters you apprehend. I'll per- 


fiſt in it to my Grave (added the Princeſs) and all the 
3 Conſiderations ſhall never be able to diſſuade 
me him while I have breath.

tis not above two Days fince I ſaw him come out of her 
Lodgings ſo ill fatisfied, that I believe he ſtood in need 
of oli the Queen's Endeavours to comfort him. The 
Princeſs has uſed all le Means to obtain Permiſſion 
once more to ſee the Prince her Brother, to impart her 
Diſcontents to him, and to make him know the Perſon 
of Ar/aces, of whom, by reaſon of the Spies that were 
ſet to abſerve her, ſhe could never ſpeak any thing in her 
two former viſits ; but ſhe was not able to procure leave 
of the King, and we eaſily judge that his Refuſal is an 
EffeR of Stratonice's Cunning, who ſtrives to hinder that 
Communication, leſt it ſhould fortify Berenice in her 
Averſion to Ar/acomes, and becauſe ſhe in the Prince's 
Captivity, finds the Continuance of a Power, which his 
Liberty might probably overthrow. | 

Theodates ended his Diſcourſe on this Manner, and 
ſtruck me ſo with this news, that I could not recover it 
for a long while. Tis true, I found much Conſolation 
in my Princeſs's Goodneſs, and eiteem'd my ſelf the hap- 


pieſt Man in the World, that I had been able to oblige 


her to ſo perſect a Conſtancy ; but I could not digeſt 


the King's injuſtice, who would force her inclinations 


for'a Man whom I judged to be little worthy of her 


Vo Love; and remembring the Services I had newly done 


him, I reproach'd his ingratitude with terms full of re- 


ſentment, as if he had been acquainted with my paſſion, 


and as if he had known how much I was concern'd in 
what he did for 4r/acomes. To the ſenſe of this injury, 
J added the Fore-fight of thoſe Pains and Difficulties, 
which this Conſtraint would cauſe us; and if I may be 


permitted to fay io, ſome Fear likewiſe of Change in my 


Princeſs's Humour, who by the King's Authority might 
poſſibly be brought to forget Part of her inclinations to 
me. She'll pardon me this Appreheniion, for indeed it 
was 2 hard for a young Princeſs, not ſupported by 
any Body, long to reſiſt a ſovereign Power, and Pn ſt 

the King's Will to preſerve an Affection toward me, 
which I had no ways deſerv'd but by the Greatneſs of 
mine, and yet ſhe carried her ſelf (as you ſhall ſee by 
the Continuation of my Diſcourſe) with a Conſtancy, 
Vor. IV. * : Þ | and 
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and with a Generoſity worthy of her ſelf, and of the 
Prince her Brother. I, in that Converſation with Theo- 
dates, ask'd him a thouſand Queſtions touching my dear 
Brother, but he could tell me nothing of him, fave that 
he was ſtrictly kept, that no Body was permitted to fee 
him ; and that notwithſtanding the Complaints of all the 
Sogthians, who murmur'd aloud at the Reſtraint of their 
| t Prince, the King appear'd more obdurate than ever. 
hearken'd to this Diſcourſe with a great deal of Grief; 
bar after we had ſpent ſome Hours in it, and that I had 
made my ſelf ready to wait upon the King, we went tos» 
gether to his Lodgings, where Theodates left me to go to 
my Princeſs, and to diſpoſe her to give me a particular 
Audience. She was already prepar'd for it, and by gi 
ving out that ſhe was not very well, had freed her fair 
from the ordinary Viſits ſhe was wont to receive, and 
lay upon her Bed, accompanied only with the Princeſs 
Theomiris and Cyllenia: JI went to her Chamber as ſoon 
as I came out of the King's, where I had met the Queen, 
and by that Encounter had fav'd a viſit, which in Cere- 
mony was to have been paid before that to my Princeſs. 

Though 'ſhe was to be ſeen but by very few, it was 
not thought ſtrange, that after fo long an Abſence, and 
in the Condition I then ſtood in the King's Favour, I 
ſhould obtain that Privilege. When I came in to her, 
Theodates had led Theomiris into the Cloſet, and ſeeing 
my Princeſs come alone with Cyllenia to meet me, I eaſt 
my ſelf at her Feet, and while I embrac'd her Knees, ſhe 
threw her Arms about my Neck, and uſed all the modeſt 
Kindneſſes to me I could defire of her. The Gods have 
brought you home according to my Deſires (faid ſhe) 
nor could they recompence the Sorrow your Abſence hath 
cauſed in me, but by the Joy of your Return. 

I have wiſh'd for you a Thouſand Times, both for 
your own Intereſts, and for mine ; and if your Preſence 
would have been pleaſing to me, your Aſſiſtance would 
pot have been leſs neceſſary in the PerſecutionsI have en- 
dured. Vou have deſended your ſelf too well againſt 
them (anſwer'd J, being ' raviſh'd with thoſe obliging 
Words) to have ſtood in any need of my Aſſiſtance, and 
you have been a better champion for. Arſaces, than. Arſacer 
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could in Reaſon deſire. All my Blood, fair Berenice, is 
. 
Obligations ; and though to requite them 

down a thouſand Lives (if the Gods had given me FA 


8 many) I ſhould ſtill remain a Debtor to my Princeſs. In 


what I do for you (added Berenice) I follow my own 
Inclinations, and my Gratitude, which equally oblige 
me to love you, nor did I labour leſs for Berenice than 
for Ar/aces, when I reſiſted the King's unjuſt Commands. 
O Gods ! (cried I with a tranſported Action) could I 
lawfully hope you would recompence my Loſſes with 
ſuch extraordinary Bleſſings, and did you reſerve me for 
this glorious Fortune, when you took away all that you 
had given me? I ſpake many other Words to this Pur- 
poſe, and my Princeſs having taken a Seat, and com- 
manded me to fit down by her, after ſhe had ask'd me 
divers Queſtions concerning my Expedition, told me all 
that I had heard from Theodates, and told it me with an 
Action which ſecur'd me from all my Fears, and made 
me confidently to baniſh all my Apprehenſions. O Gods l 
how ſweet were her Promiſes to me, and with what in- 
credible Raptures did I hear her expreſs the Averſion ſhe 
had to Ar/acomes ? Fear nothing, my dear Arſaces, (ſaid 
ſhe) and if you will not offend me, ſuſpe&t me not of 
the leaſt inconitancy ; I know well enough to what vir- 
tue and obedience oblige me, to have hitherto preſer Fd 
that Power over my ſelf, which I with Reaſon may keep. 
The King may well conſtrain me to receive Arſacomes's 
Viſits, but he cannot conſtrain me to love him ; and if 
he ſhould be ſo weak as to deſire I ſhould marry him, I 
ſhall have Reſolution enough to prefer Death before that 
unworthy Match. The Way to hinder it, lies open to 
us, ſaid I, and whenſoever you are too much impor- 
tun'd by Ar/acomes, I wear a Sword that will be able to 
deliver you from his importunities ; I will not ſuffer that 
unequal Competitor to have too juſt an Advantage over 
me, and all the Authority he hath in Scythia ſhall not 
_ defend him from the Hands of a Rival, not altogether 
{o.unworthy as he is of the Glory to ſerve you. I 
brought forth theſe words with a tone, that made my 
Princeſs fear ſome effect of wy jealous Reſentment, 1 
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ſhe was deſirous to prevent it, and hindring me from 
ia ying more, You are too prudent, replied ſhe, not to 
foreſee the Ruin of your Deſign in ſuch an Enterprize, 
nor can you come to any Violence againſt Ar/acomes, 
without diſcovering tothe King, and to the whole Court, 
what by ſo many — we are oblig d to conceal. Do 
but depend upon the Aſſurances I give you, and never 


let us try the moſt dangerous Courſes till the Extremity. 


You may diſſemble as you have done hitherto, and hus- 
band the King's Affections ſo well, as to draw your Ad- 
vantage from thence, when once the Time is ſeaſonable 
for you, to declare your ſelf. In the Interim, we'll uſe 
our utmoſt Endeavours for my Brother's Liberty, and if 
we can obtain it, as he in meeting you, and in the Know- 
ledge of your being alive, will find Cauſes of an incon- 
ceivable Joy, ſo you, in that ardent Affection which he 
juſtly bears you, will find all the Aſſiſtance, and all the 
Furtherance of your Intentions you can hope for. O 
Gods ! (cried I, at this Remembrance) my dear Brother, 
muſt your Virtue, which is adored in all other Places, be 


ſo ill underſtood in your own Country? And can thoſe 


admirable Qualities, which gain you Slaves and Idola- 
ters over all the World, leave you Enemies in Scythia ? 
If Darius, the Enemy of your Family could not know 
you without honouring and loving you as his own Son, 


is it poſſible you ſhould be uſed as an Enemy by him that 
was the Author of your Birth? Then my Affection 


made me utter a great many reſenting words againſt the 
King's Cruelty, and after having conlulted a long Time 
what we ſhould do, or undertake for you, and having 
vainly contrived Expedients to fee you, it grew Night, 
which made me take my Leave of my Princeſs, ak re- 
tire to my Lodging with Theodates., We ſpent the beſt 
part of that night in conſulting of means to let you hear 
frem us, but the notice my Princeſs had given me, that 


all your guards were at the diſpoſing of Stratonice and 


* 


Arſacomes, and that therefore there was no truſt in them 
to be hop'd for, put all my Deſigns out of Frame, and 
was the Cauſe we durſt not think of hazarding a Letter 
through their Hands; indeed, the Princeſs at her ſecond 
Viſit, might perchance have watch'd an Opportunity to 


deliver 
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deliver you one her ſelf, withput being obſerv'd, if ſhe 


had thought on it aforehand to have writ ; but then her 


Hope of procuring a greater Freedom to fee you, and 
talk with you in private, was the cauſe of that neglect, 
which ſhe was not a little ſorry for afterward, and which 
ſhe intended to have repair'd, if ſhe could have obtain'd 


leave to viſit you once again; but finding no poſſibility 


of that, I reſolv'd in the End to ſpeak to the King con- 
cerning you, and to imploy all the Credit I had with 
him to get the Liberty to ſee you, and for that Purpoſe 
I went to wait upon him the next Morning as ſoon as he 


was up; he neglected all the Company that was in the 


room, to favour me with exceeding kind Reception, 
which gave me a greater Confidence than I had before, 


and made me the bolder to attempt ſomething for the 


Service of my dear Brother. We continued a while in 
a general Converſation, but when the King was ready, 
he took me by the Hand, and drawing me aſide from 
all the Company, lead me to walk with him in a Gal- 


lery, which is near his Chamber. I was watching an 


Occaſion to ſpeak to him of the Prince his Son, when 
he himſelf began the diſcourſe, and in terms full of anger 
and indignation, aggravated the cauſe he had to hate 
him, and never more to have any confidence in him. I 
hearken'd quietly as long as it pleaſed him to ſpeak ; 
bat when I had let him vent part of his choler, and that 
by his ſilence he ſhew'd that he expected to know ſome 


thing of my Opinion, Sir, ſaid I, your Majefly would 


give me learve to ſpeak ny Thoughts with a little Liberty, I 
really proteſt I would abuſe it no further, than to repreſent 
to you what a true Leal inſpires me with. 


The King looking upon me at theſe Words, and ex- 


- poſing by his Geſture that he expected the Continua- 


tion of my Diſcourſe : 1s it poſſible, Sir, purſued I, that 
that Son of yours, the moſt great and the moſt lovely of all 
the Princes in the World, whoſe Virtue found nothing but 
adorers among ft his greateſt Ener-ies, ſhould not find fome 
remainder of Love, or at leaft of Compaſſion in the Heart 
of the King his Father ? Hawe thoſe Faults which a Violent 
Love made him to commit, and for which he hath ſufer'd 


- fo long, fo ſharp a Penance, choad all the Tendernejs of 


1 Nature 
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Nature in you, and baniſb the Knowledge you had of the 
admirable Qualities of that Son, whom the Gods gave un- 
to Mankind as their moſt accompliſh'd Workmanſhip ? 
Where were there another King to be found, who would 
not redeem a- Son like Oroondates, by the Loſs of all his 
Dominions * And who, in conſideration of his Youth, and 
of his Paſſion, would not forgive an Offence, which be ac- 
company d with a thouſand great and miraculous Ations ? 
Have not whole Years of a firi and cruel Impriſonment 
punis d a Prince of his quality ſeverely enough Are nat 
they that inſpire this rigour into your Majeſiy, and that ſol- 
licit you to a revenge, which falls only upon your ſelſ, ſatis- 
fed with fo long a captivity: And if they love the glory of 
Scythia, ought they not to endeavour to reſtore it its grea- 
te and moſt illuſtrious ornament? Pardon me, Sir, I be- 
feech you, if in this conceit I indiſcreetly intereſt Perſons, 
who, it may be, are confiderable to you ; but 1 feel my ſelf 
oblig d by the honour you do me, to put you in mind, that their 
our intereſt ſets them on, and that they labour to prolong the 
Prince's reſtraint, only to prolong their own authority. Their 
thoughts perhaps are yet more deftruttive to the happineſs of 
this kingdom, and of your Majefly in particular; Time will 
give you informations, ta which you will lend more credit 
than to my words ; but if you hearken to the auiſpes fall Scy- 
thia, and diſcern the counſel of your real ſervants, from 
that of others who are ſauayd by their own particular 
Ends, you awill confider Prince Oroondates as your Son, 
and thoſe that wwould ruin him in your Opinion, as Per- 
ſons not well affected to your Service. 

The King would not ſuffer me to paſs farther, but ſtop- 
ing me in this part of my diſcourſe, Arſaces, ſaid he, I 
now that thou art generous, and that the report of ſome 

virtue which appear'd in Oroondates in his earlier years, 
makes you ſpeak as you do in his favour. It is true, he 
was born with parts good enough, and by the care I took 
in breeding him, I made him a reaſonable compleat man; 
but all his good inclinations are loſt, and ſince he be- 
tray d me, and betray'd himſelf, with ſo much baſeneſs 
and meanneſs of Spirit, I cannot conſider thoſe Things 
that were good in him as other than ſo many advan- 
tages which he has unworthily abuſed ; If he _ 
our, 
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lour, he ſhould have employ'd it for the good of his 
Country, and for the ſervice of his Father, and of his 
King : If he had handſomneſs and graceful faſhion, he 
ought to have made uſe of it for a more juſtifiable and a 
more glorious Conqueſt than that of Darizs's Daughter, 
and of Alexander's Captive ; and in ſhort, if he had 
ambition, he ſhould have ſhew'd it at the bead of an ar- 
my, like that of Alexander's, and according to the ru- 
diments I had given him, inſtead of waſting the prime of 
his life vilely and ſhamefully in the ſervice of my Enemy. 
Theſe words of the King's touch'd me ſo deeply, that 

I could not poſlibly retain a ſigh or two, and ſcarce was 
I able to keep my tears from diſcovering how much L 
Mas concern'd in that diſcourſe ; I ſtrove to diſſemble it 
as well as I could, and looking upon the King with an 
_ unſatisfied countenance, What, Sir, ſaid I, do you be- 
lieve then that your Son has ſhamefully, abaſed himſelf 
in ſerving the Daughter of Darius? And do you think 
that King held io inconſiderable a Rank amongſt other 
Monarchs, that you look upon the purpoſe your Son had 
to contract an Alliance with him, as a mean and unwor- 
thy Deſign? I am not ignorant of Darius's Quality, 
replied the King, nor was it to the defect of that I at- 
tributed Oroandatess meanneſs of Spirit; but how great 
ſoever he was, he was an Enemy, and my Enemy with 
a kind of Hatred, which no conſideration was able to 
reconcile. Ah! Sir (added T, more nearly touch'd than. 
before) Is it poſſible that the Misfortunes of the Houle 
of Per/ia ſhould not have mollified you, and that you 
ſhould behold the Fall of it with the Eye of an Enemy? 
Hath not poor Darius, who was once the greatelt King 
in the World, ſoften'd your reſentments, by ſo lamenta- 
ble a Death, and by the Loſs of all his Family; and 
can you conſider that ſad Revolution of his Fortune as 
other than a dreadful Example of all Kings in general ? 
No, Sir, you can no longer conſerve againſt his Memory, 
and againſt what is yet remaining of his Houle, that 
Hatred which heretofore produc'd ſuch fatal Effects. be- 
tween you; nor can you look upon the Aſſiſtance 
Oroondates gave him in his Misfortunes as an unpardon- 
able Crime. His Love was the Cauſe of his firſt Faults ; 
H 4 and 
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and theſe laſt actions, which you accuſe of ſo much baſe- 
neſs, were inſpired into him by meer generoſity. If Da- 
rius's Son were alive, he, if he were able, would repay 
you all the Services Darius receiv'd from Oroon7ates ; he 
would not look upon you as his Father's Enemy, but as 
the Father of his deareſt Friend; and if Love were 
Joined to thoſe Conſiderations, he would, give you his 
whole Life ; and Darius, if he were living, would eaſily + 
pardon him that Offence. The King, troubled with this 
diſcourſe, would not ſuffer me to continue it. I do not 
rule my ſelf (ſaid he) by the Example of mine Enemies, 
and of thoſe, who from the Beginning of their Empire 
have by all Manner of Ways endeavoured to invade 
that of my Anceſtors. I never deſired Peace in a War 
which they always began ; and as my Hatred was more 
juſt and more lawfully grounded, *tis not to be thought 
ſtrange if it be of longer Continuance. I was infinitely 
afflicted to ſee the King ſo obdurate, but I thought it 
not fit to preſs him farther: So having walk'd half a 
ſcore Steps without ſpeaking, Sir, added I, ſince your 
Majeſty's indignation will not ſuffer me to ſay anything | 
more in behalf of the Prince your Son, be pleaſed to do 
me a Favour that cannot be hurtful to your Service, and 
give me leave to have the Honour to make him a viſit : 
That which I have heard ſpoken of him, may excuſe 
this Curioſity, and there are few Perſons, in whom the 
Reputation of that Prince hath not begot a juſt Deſire 
to fee him. If I were not bound by Oath, replied the 
King, I ſhould eaſily grant your requeſt ; but I have 
 engag*'d my ſelf before the Gods to refuſe it to all the 
World. Theſe laſt Words utterly ſtopp'd my Mouth, 
nor had I the Confidence to entertain him further upon 
that Subject. I left him within a while after, but I was 
ſo ill ſatisfied with that Diſcourſe, that it was eaſy for 
my Friends to obſerve it in my Face. I gave an Account 
of it to Theodates, who was aflited with me at the little 
Propenſity we found in the King to love them that were 
of the Blood of Darius: I miſ-doubted before, ſaid I, 
that Fortune, the pitileſs Enemy of our Houſe, did but 
feign a Reconciliation with me, to make me the more 
ſeniible of her utmoſt Cruelties ; and I perceive by this 
b f | TENCW=- 
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rene wing of my Misfortunes, that ſhe is 1 ſome- 
thing againſt me, worſe, if it be poſſible, than all ſhe” 
has > qa feel already. The Hopes ſhe had given 
me by Oroondates's Return, . find themſelves moſt cruelly 
deceiv'd, and that which they make him ſuffer in his 
Perſon, is a Preſage of what &er long ſhall I ſuffer in 
mine. Take not an Alarm fo ſoon (laid Theodates to 
comfort me) but hope for better Uſage from your For- 
tune than that you apprehend. It is true, the King ha- 
ted the Perſon, and is ſtill an Enemy to the Memory of. 
Darius; but when he ſhall know that tis to his Son he 
is indebted for his Life, and for the Peace of his King- 
dom, you ſhall fee all his Reſentments give Place, and: 
more due Acknowledgment. 

By ſuch like Diſcourſe, Theodates ſtrove to allay my 
Diſcontents, and the fame Day having communicated 
them to my Princeſs, ſhe by all Manner of Expreſſions 
gave me to underſtand, how great a Part ſhe bore in 
them, I laid aſide the Reſolution I had taken to make 
my ſelf known to the King ſo ſuddenly as I intended, 
and to demand the Aſſiſtance that was neceſſary for me 
to revenge Darius, to procure the Liberty of thoſe that 
were remaining of his poor Family, to recover my Do-- 
minions, and to repair my Honour; finding that yet I 
had not Power enough over him, and that it was neceſ-- 
ſary to diſpoſe him by new and more conſiderable Ser- 
vices than thoſe I had done him, to forget the Animo- 
ſity he {till kept againſt our Houſe. In the Interim, I 
endeavoured by the Means of Theodates, and by all kind 
of Inventions, to corrupt the Guards of the Caſtle of Se- 
rey to obtain a Sight of the Prince, but they were always 
inexorable to my Entreaties, and immoveable to the 
Offers I cauſed to be made them. The King Kill looked 
upon me with his wonted Eye, and my Princeſs was as 
favourable to me as I could wiſh, but I could not fo well 
diſguiſe my Inclinations to her, but that 1r/acomes's In- 
tereſt made him find Occaſion by my frequent Viſits, and 
by our long Converſations, to ſuſpect ſomething, and to 
redouble his Envy toward me; yet durſt he not openly 
ſhew it, knowing my Credit in the Court was not in- 
ferior to his, and fearing to exaſperate the Princeſs more 
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and more againſt him. But at that Time there happen'd 

a very itrange Alteration in my Fortune; and now it is 
that I begin to enter into the Diſcourſe of my moſt im- 
portant Adventures. 


Ten or Twelve Days were hardly paſſed ſince my Re- 


turn, hen one Morning as I was going out of my 


Chamber, I [aw ſome of the King's Guards at my Door, 


who forbad me to ſtir forth. I turned toward their 


Captain, who was come into my Chamber, and whom I 
had received as one chat came to viſit me, and as I was 

oing to aſk him the Reaſon of what I ſaw, he clapt his 
Elan upon the Hilt of my Sword, and demanded it of me 
in the King's Name. I was ſo ſurprized at that Encoun- 
ter, that he had taken it from my Side before I obſerv*d 
what he was about, and that Aſtoniſhment did without 
Doubt prevent a Reſiſtance, wherein perhaps I might 


have periſhed. 


No ſooner was I diſarm'd, but I looked upon the 
Captain with a Countenance, and with an Action, that 
ſtruck a Terror in him, and made him know, it was no 
trivial Enterprize he had performed in ſeizing upon me 
on that Manner: What, Cl/eobis, ſaid I, am 5 a Priſoner 
then to Day in the ſame Place where yeſterday I was 
triumphant ? Sir, anſwered he, the King has command- 
ed me to ſecure your Perſon, nor have I executed his 
Order without being very ſorry for it. Do you not 
know the Cauſe of your Commiſſion, reply'd I? And 
will you not tell me for what Crime the $othians can 
accuſe him, whom but the other Day they called their 
Deſender and Preſerver? No, Sir, ſaid the Captain, 
neither 1s the King wont to declare his Intentions to us 
in Employments of this Nature ; I can only tell you, 
that yeſter-night after he was in Bed, he gave a long 
Audience to a Stranger, who of late has been a Fol- 


lower of Ar/acomes, and that as ſoon as he was come out 


of the Chamber, I received this Command. Well, ad- 

ded I, I am bravely rewarded by the King of Sq7/h:a, 

and the Services I have done him, deſerved this Recom- 

pence. Though I was ſtirred with a moſt violent An- 

ger, I would not let it break forth into any ſharper Ex- 

preſſions againſt the Father of Oroondates and Oe, | 
| an 
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and in the juſt Senſe I had of that Uſage, I preſerv'd a 
2 which ſuch moving Reaſons gave me toward 


Thus did I fee my ſelf a Priſoner, where but the Day 


this kind of U ſage was ſomething hard to a Prince, who 
knew no Condition in the World above his own, and 
who by Actions conſiderable enough had deſerv'd no- 
thing leſs ; yet was I fain to bear that Affliction with- 
out murmuring, and to bleſs what I began to ſuffer for 


Berenice. I ſtudied at firlt to find what might be the 
Cauſe of my Impriſonment ; but when Cleobis had told 
me of the King's Diſcourſe with that Stranger, I imme-- 


_ diately believ'd 4r/aces was diſcover'd to be Artaxerxes. 
This did not ſeem at all ſtrange to me, and I knew very 


well I ſhould have had much ado to be fo long inScythia, . 


without having my Face taken notice of by ſome Perſon 


or other, who might have been in the Court of Per/ia,. 


if the Rumour of my Death had not facilitated my Diſ- 
— and croſs'd the Opinion of thoſe, who elſe might 

ve believed they had ſeen me there. I underwent 
this Change of my Fortune patiently enough, and only 
begg'd of the Gods, that my Princeſs might not be en- 


tangled in my Ruin, the King's Severity giving me ſome - 


Cauſe of Fear for her, by the Example I had before my 
Eyes of his Uſage of the Prince his Son. Scarce had I 


had the Leiſure to conſider what Reſolution I ſhould 


take, when I ſaw him come into my Chamber, attended 


by thoſe in whom he had the greateſt Confidence, and to- 


whom he declared his moſt im portant Secrets, having 
left his Guards at the Door, that they might not be 
Witneſſes of the Diſcourſe he deſired to have with me. 
I found not that Cheerfulneſs in his Face which he was 
wont to have when he ſaw me, and inſtead of tiat kind 
Reception I uſually had from him, there was nothing in 


his Eyes and Countenance but Marks of his Anger and 


new Animoſity. 

I went to meet him at his Coming in, with an action 
but very little troubled, and with my ordinary Reſpect, 
and having given him a Salute not much different from 


what he was wont to receive of me, he lookiog upon 
| me- 


before I had appear'd with ſo great Renown : and tho? 


— 
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me with a fiery Eye, and with a Face kindled by a Paſ- 
fion which he was not well able to maſter, I come to 
viſit you, ſaid he, Sir A taxerxes, and this reſpect is a 
beginning of what is due to the knowledge of your qua- 

ity ; th. ;,gnorance of it has made me faulty toward you, 

but wher. j ſaall once have it confirm'd by your own 
Mouth, I wil! repair the Errors I have committed, by 
Uſr.ge more !vitable to what I owe to the Prince of Per- 
fa. After the.:e words, I no longer had any reaſon to 
doubt the Cauſe of my Impriſonment; and tho' in 
them I obſerv'd an extraordinary Sharpneſs, I was not 
terriſj d enough to diſown the blood of Darrns. I judg'd 
that ſuch a baſeneſs would render me unworthy of the 
Honour I had to be deſcended from him; ard that all 
the Dangers I could apprehend alter that Diſcovery, 
ovght not to be ſufficient to make me fioop to ſo ſhame- 
ful a Diſimulation. In this belicf, looking upon the 
King with Conf dence enough, 'They that endeavour to 
ruin me in your Majeſty's thoughts, ſaid I, have but 
ſmall Knowledge of your Generoſity, and of the little 
love I bear to Life ; but if it were a thouſand times more 
dear to me than it is, and that I manifeſtly ſaw the lofs 
of it in this confeſſion, there is no fear ſo powerful as to 
make me diſavow the honour I have to be of the race 
of Darius. His Misfortunes, which ought to ſerve all 
Kings for an Example, have not taken any thing from 
him of his Digrity, nor from his of the Glory to be 
born of tlie firft Monarch of all the Earth; if I did not 
declare it ſooner, twas becauſe I waited 'till Fortune 
ſhould preſent me with occaſions to do you ſegvices that 
might be conſiderable enough to blot that hatred out of 
your mind which you have borne my Family, and to 
make me diſcover that more handſomly, which I now 
only confirm to your Majeſty, after the Knowledge you 
have of it already. Yes, Sir, 1 am Darius's Son ; For- 
tune brought me into your Territories after ſhe had made 
me to be taken from among the dead Bodies at the Bat- 
tle of Selena: Your Virtue, your favourable Uſage, and 
the Remembrance of what I ow'd to the Friendſhip of 
Oroondates, ftay'd me here; and the hope I had in your 


Generoſity, and in the Support of my dear Brother, 
brought 


* 
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brought me back again after the loſs of my neareſt 
Friends, and of my inions. 

J believ'd that by my Services F might merit from 
you a part of that aſſection Oroondates had receiv'd from 
Darius, and that againſt our 
not hope for a more ſitting Sanctuary than in the Court 
of my Friend's Father, and of a King who had ho- 
nour'd me himſelf with his Affection. Nor did I only 
hope that King and that Friend would afford me a ſe- 
cure retreat, but alſo their aſſiſtance, to raiſe my ſelf to 
the Throne again, to revenge the death and captivity of 
my Father, Mother, and Siſters, and to recover my re- 
putation. If this Confidence in your Generoſity be 
my Crime, I cannot deny, Sir, but I am truly criminal, 
and if this Knowledge has made me loſe my Liberty, 
and cauſed the Change I obſerve in your Majeſty, I will 
not diſavow it, nor hide him from your Indignation, 
who hath voluntarily expoſed himſelf to it. 


I uttered theſe words with an afſuredneſs, which, as 


I believe, hindred the King from interrupting me before 

I had ended them; but when I had done ſpeaking, he 
turn'd his flaming Eyes upon thoſe that were with him, 
and then ſetting them upon my Face with a furious 
action, Is it true then, ſaid he, that you are Darius's 
Son, and that you are bold enough to make a Confeſſion 


in my Preſence, which cannot but be fatal to you 


amongſt the Scyihians ? Is it true that you are the Son 
of my mortal and irreconcilcable Enemy, of him who 
hath often dy*d our Fields Red with the Blood of our 
Subjects, and with mine own, and who many Times 
brought Fire, Sword, and Deſolation into my Kingdom, 
and inſtead of contidering that the Gods have deliver'd 
you into my Hands to give me ſome Satisfaction for the 
—— have receiv'd from you and yours, do you pre- 
tend to be protected and aſſiſted my me ? I was moy'd 
with this cruel Diicourſe ; but I hy et conſider'd the Fa- 
ther of Berenice and Oroondatgs, and ſtruggling againft 
my Reſentments to keep my {elf within the Reſpect I 
ow'd him, It is true, Sir, replicd I, I am the Son of 
him who was heretofore your Enemy ; but that which I 
have done for ycu and yours, the Marks whereof are 

ſtill 


general Enemy, I could 
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Rill.freſh.in the Heart of, your Kingdom, and in the Li- 
mits of your Territories, and which I alſo bear in ma- 
ny Parts of my Body, may ſufficiently tell you, that 
— Friends, have done you Services like thoſe 


| you-haye received from the Son of your Enemy. No, 


Sir, I do not believe you can yet hold him for your 
Enemy, who abandon'd his own Intereſts for yours, and 
who, to the Prejudice of his Dominions, to the Preju- 
dice 'of his Blood, nay, and even to the Prejudice of his 
Honour, fought for you and yours, while his Country 
was on Fire, and while his neareſt Friends became a 
Prey to the Fury of his Enemies. 
I know not whether the King's anger was then riſen 
of it ſelf to the Height, or that theſe words (accompa- 
ny'd with ſome Reproaches) drew him to Extremity of 
Rage; but howſoever it were, he then went beyond the 
bounds of that moderation which was befitting a Perſon 
of his Quality, and breaking forth with a Violence 


which put a Fear into all thoſe that attended him, Ah! 


Impoſtor, cried he, doſt thou think by thy Artifices to 
— my juſt Indignation, and to diſguiſe thoſe pernici- 
gns which brought thee into Sqthia? Thou 
— to execute what thou hadſt plotted with Oroon- 
Aates in Perſia, and tis for that End thou haſt liv'd here 
unknown in my Kingdom; the Example of that Friend 
hath ſtrengthen'd thee into thy wicked Intentions, and 
by thine own Confeſſion thou art capable as he is of all 
Manner of Perfidiouſneſs, after having betray d thy near- 
eſt Kindred, and atandon'd thy Father in his utmoſt ca- 
lamities. O Gods ! How deeply did theſe cruel and 
injurous words pierce into my Soul ? And how was the 
Grief I felt for thoſe dear Friends renew'd, by that 
wrongful, bloody Reproach, of having betray'd them, 
and of having abandoned them ? Certainly it — be 
very hard to expreſs it, and twill ſuffice me to tell you 
J loſt part of my Reaſon, and part of my Underſtan- 
ding, and 'tis the Loſs of them, dear Brother, that ſhall 
obtain your Pardon for what my Tranſport made me 
reply to him, whom Nature hath tied you to with ſo 


near a Relation. Ingrateful, barbarous King, ſaid I, 


If thou hadſt any * of Honour, or any Senſe of 
| Virtue, 
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Virtue, thou wouldſt remember that thou hadſt not now 
been alive but ſor him whom thou uſeſt ſo unworthily, 
nor wouldſt thou go about to blaſt r 
Princes who have nothing to be aſham'd of, but what 
the one receiv'd from thee, and which the other has 
done for thee, I cannot draw any Example from my 
Fore-Fathers of the Perfidiouſneſs wherewith thou re- 
proacheſt me, and that of his cannot corrupt the Virtue 
of Orocondates. Compleat thy Cruelties againſt him, to 
whom they ſhall henceforth be dearer than thy Friend- 
ſhip, and fince thou neither deſerveſt ſuch a Son as 
Oroondates, nor ſuch a Friend as Artaxerxes, glut thy ſelf 
with the Remnant of the moſt illuſtrious Blood in the 
World; and believe, that for all I am alone, and un- 
arm'd, I could yet ſhed thine, if a ſtronger Conſidera- 
tion than any Reſpect to thee, did not with-hold me. 
At theſe ſo bold, and perhaps ſo unlook'd for Words, 
the King ſtood as immoveable as a Statue ; I know not 
what Reaſon hinder'd him from letting looſe his Indig- 
nation inſtantly upon me, ſeeing he might very eafily 
have caus'd me to be kill'd. But I could no longer en- 
dure his Preſence, and as ſoon as ever I had done ſpeak- 
ing I turn'd about, and went into my Cloſet, ſhutting 
the Door after me. Fs | 
Behold, a very ſudden Change, and a ſtrange Revo- 
lution of my Fortune! The Day before I had been con- 
fidered among the Sc;thians, as he, who by the Great- 
neſs, of his Credit was the only Man that could diſpute 


for the firſt Place with Ar/acomes, and then I ſaw my 


ſelf not only fallen from that Power, but had driven my 
Affairs to ſuch Extremities, that in all Probability I was 


like to periſh ; yet the Fear of that touch'd me but a 


little: And as nothing but Berenice and Oroondates made 
me care for Life, ſo nothing but their Remembrance was 
able to diſquiet me: I fear'd that the King was inform'd 
of my Love, and of my Princeſ:'s Favour toward me, as 
well as of my Quality, and this laſt Knowledge of his 


Rigour made me alſo afraid for the Deſtiny of Oroondates. 


Theſe Apprehenſions were then my ſharpeſt Diſcontents, 
and if Love and Friendſhip had not united themſelves 
with my Diſaſters to torment me, I had Courage 1 
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and was ſufficiently inured to . my 
Impriſonment᷑ with Patience. i upon 
the very Point of letting his Wrath break forth imme- 
diately againſt me, was ſo highly offended at my 
Words, that if ſhe had not been as prudent a Politician, 
as he was a violent and rigorous Enemy, he would have 
made me find a ſudden Death amongſt the Javelins of his 
Guards ; yet did he over-maſter himſelf, whether it were 
that he judg'd other Formalities neceſſary for the putting 
to Death of a Man of my Quality, or that he believ'd the 
Scythians lov'd me too well to ſuffer fuch a violent Exe- 
eution without murmuring. Before he went out of my 
Chamber, he, by an Oath, which is inviolable among 
the Scythians, bound all thoſe that were come in with | 
him, to keep the Knowledge of my true Quality ſecret ; 
and inventing another Pretence for my being caſt out of 
Favour, he kept the whole World in Ignorance of the 
true one, The Day was not half run out, when my 
Guards, leading me out of my Lodgings, made me get 
into a Chariot, and having ſhut the Sides of it up cloſe, 
removed me to a Houſe that was the uſual Place where 
Great Perſons were wont to be impriſoned : There was 
I put, and kept with much Watchfulneſs and Severity. 
True it is, my Keepers were as civil to me as I could 
deſire, without hurt to themſelves; and, remembrin 
the Credit I had lately had amongſt them, and how I ha 
often made uſe of it in their Favour, they comply'd with 
me in all Things that could not ſerve to the attaining of 
my Liberty. "Twas by their Means I procured, that 
Criton and the two Scythizns Theodates had put to me, 
and who had accompanied me in my Journies, ſhould 
be of the Number of thoſe that were left to wait upon 
me: They had the Freedom to go aut and in; but from 
the ſecond Day they were ſearch'd, which was the Cauſe 
I durſt not venture any Letters by them, for fear of 
putting the Princeſs, and thoſe in whom I truſted, into 
manifeſt Danger. The King at firſt had ſome Suſpicion 
of Theodates;. and knowing the near Friendſhip that was 
between us, he believed him not ignorant of my true 
Quality, nor of thoſe Deſigns whereof he accuſed me, 
and was going to have clapt him up as well as 1 
| but 
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but within a while after, having aſked him certain 
Queſtions about ir, he found a great deal of Innocence 
in his Anſwers ; and remembring the Fidelity wherewith 


he had ever ſerved him, he gave over ſuſpecting him, 


and believed that his Friendſhip to me was grounded 
upon {ome Obligations I had laid upon him: Vet did he 
refuſe him Leave to viſit me, and uſed all thoſe fo ill 
who dared to aſk him, that no Body had the Boldneſs 
to ſpeak to him of it any more. By this Order it came 
to paſs, that I was many Days before I heard from my 
Princeſs, or from Theodates, and I paſs'd them with an 
inconceivable Tediouſneſs and Impatiency. Till then I 
had not imparted any thing of my Love, or of my true 
Quality to Criton, nor to my Two Sqtbians, . believing 
thoſe Secrets ſo important as not to be truſted to any 
Man except Theodates ; but they were made acquainted 
with my Birth, by the Diſcourſe the King had with me, 
and I had already received ſo great and ſo certain Proofs 
of their Fidelity, in a Service of many Years, that tho' 
the Neceſſity of my Affairs had not obliged me to diſco- 
ver my ſelf to them, I thought I could no longer conceal 
any thing from them without being ungrateful. I laid 
my Heart therefore open to them, and that laſt Know- 
ledge they had of me, having made them more reſpectful 
than before, they caſt themſelves at my Feet, and re- 
ceived that Proof of my Confidence in them with ſuch a 
Zeal and ſuch an Affection, as drew Tears from my Eyes, 
and made me find ſome Comfort in my Affliction: Yet 
durſt I not give them any Meſſage to my Princeſs ; but 
they ſaw 7 0 oſten, and not daring to bring any 
Letters from him, for fear of the Hazard they ran of be- 
ing ſearch'd, they told me by Word of Mouth, how ex- 
tremely he was griev'd for my Misfortune, and how he 


had taken a Reſolution, either to periſh, or to find ſome 
Means to ſee me, and do me Service ; they alſo brought 
me Word from him, that my Princeſs took as deep an 
Intereſt in my Sufferings as I could deſire ; and that not- 
withſtanding all the Endeavours ſhe uſed to diſſemble her 
Sadneſs, ſhe could not hinder Part of it from appearing; 
in her Face. 
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Tho! I doubted not before of my Princeſs's Goodneſs, 
F was comforted by this News, and prepared my ſelf with 
more Joy to undergo all the Miſeries I was deſtined to 
for her ſake; yet could I not, for all my Conſtancy, 
keep my ſelf from bewailing my Captivity ſometimes, 
but much leſs for the Danger that threaten'd me, and 
for the loſs of that Favour to which I was raiſed, than 
for the Abſence of my Princeſs ; and when I complained 
of the King of Scythia's Cruelty and Ingratitude, I ac- 
cuſed him not ſo [much for having deprived me of my 
Liberty, as for having deprived me of the ſight of 

Fenice. ; 

My fartheſt Walk was limited within the Space of a 
Chamber, a Cloſet, and an outward Room, where Cyi- 
ton and my two S-ythians lay. My Chamber had a Win- 
dow that over-looked a ſcurvy Garden, but the Win- 
dow had a double Iron Grate before it, and the Garden 
was encloſed with a very high Wall. One Night I was 
in my Bed, where my cruel Diſquiets would not ſuffer 
me to ſleep, when in that ſtill Silence I often heard a 
| Noiſe at my Window, and hearkening attentively to it, 
: I. gueſſed that it was cauſed by certain Stones which 
were thrown againſt the Iron Bars; I called Criton, who 
was aſleep in the Anti-Chamber, and having made him 
riſe, I bad him open the Window. Scarce had he done 
ſo, when by the help of the Moon, which then caſt a dim 
faint Light, he perceived a Man in the Garden; he, as 
ſoon as he heard the Noiſe of the Window, came near 
enough to be known by Criton for Prince Theodates; Cri- 
ten no ſooner knew him, but he told me of it, and pre- 
ſently I leaped out of Bed, with a Joy intermixed with 
Fear, by reaſon of the Danger to which my Theodates ex- 
poſed himſelf. As ſoon as I diſcerned: him, I put forth 
my Head as far as the Grate would ſuffer me, and raiſing 
my Voice as loud as I durſt, for fear of waking my 
Guards, who were aſleep in a Room beyond the Anti- 
Chamber, My dear Friend (ſaid I) is it you? Yes, Sir 
(anſwered he) it is even I, and if I have not the Liberty 
to entertain you at a nearer Diſtance, neither accuſe the 
fear of Danger, nor the want of my Affection. It is too 
well known to me to do ſo /replied I) and you now 


give 
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me a Proof of it, for which I, with all my Heart, 
would have diſpenſed with you ; tis not without trouble 
that I enjoy this Happineſs, and how dear ſoever you are 
to me, I had rather want it than fee yu. put your For- 
tune to ſo manifeſt a Hazard. I'll hazard it at any time, 
and my Lite withal (faid Theodates) to repay a part of 
what I owe you, and if need ſhould require me to give 
it you without any Condition, you ſhall never ſee me 
avoid the Occaſions. You are too generous in your 
| Friendſhip (anſwered I) to be the Friend of A ſaces, and 
the Heavens ought to have given your Virtue a more hap- 
Py Choice. We had ſome other Words of Civility upon 
that Subject, but having put an End to them to fall into 
a more important Converſation, Well, dear Theodates, 
(ſaid I) how ſtands my Fortune, and what are my Prin- 
ceſs's Thoughts in this Change of my Condition? Does 
not Fear, or ſome unjuſt Conſideration of what ſhe owes 
to her Father's Inclinations, make her abate ſomething 
of the Affection the has promiſed me? Does ſhe not re- 
— her having look'd upon a miſerable Man ? Or, at 
eaſt, does ſhe not bear his Misfortune with an Inſenſi- 
| bleneſs, whereof I ſhould never have ſuſpected her? 
You have leſs Cauſe to do ſo than ever (ſaid Theodates) 
nor can you complain of her in this Occaſion without 
doing an Act of Injuſtice, whereof you could never de- 
ſerve Pardon. Her Thoughts are more paſſionate and 
more obliging to you than you ought to deſire, and I can 
aſſure you, ſhe ſtood in need of all her Courage to keep 
her ſelf from ſinking under her Diſcontent. Cy/lenia and 
I receive Proofs which will not ſuffer us to doubt of it, 
and you ſhall receive ſome your ſelf by this Letter, 

whereof I undertook the Delivery 
At theſe Words I felt a Joy, "which for a few Moments 
made me forget all my Amictions, and calling Criton to 
me again, whom I had ſet to watch near the Room 
where my Guards lay, we ſtudied together for ſome In- 
vention to draw up the Letter to us : We cut ſome of 
our Linen into narrow Pieces, and tying them one to ano- 
. ther, made a String long enough to reach to Theodates ; 
he took it by the 8 bake 44 and I 
. ng 
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no ſooner had got it into my Hands but I made Crits” 
light a Candle, and not fearing Theodates would take 
it ill, I read theſe welcome Words from my adored

FE you have met with — amongſt my 

eſentments, my dear 
Ar ſaces, ſo far as me, but believe my Condition can- 
«© not be good ſo long as yours is bad; I ſuffer becauſe 
you are ill uſed, and I ſuffer the more becauſe you ſuf- 
«« fer for my ſake. Not that I bewail my Deſtiny, if 


. « you continue to love me; I ſhall never be unhappy 


„if you be ever faithful, nor ſhall you ever be unfor- 
«« tunate if Berenices Affection can contribute to your 
«« Felicity ; all the Perſecutions that riſe up againſt us 
«© ſhall not be able to ſhake it, and the King of Scythia 
«« can ſhew no Cruelty to Arſaces, that will not equally

In theſe few Words, which I kifſed a thouſand times, 
I found ſo many Cauſes of Comfort, that I in ſome ſort 
rejoic'd at my Impriſonment, which had afforded me the 
Occaſion of receiving thoſe ſweet Confirmations of my 
Princeſs's Affection. This Conſideration would have 
taken me up whole Hours, if I had not made a Con- 
ſcience of abuſing Theodates his Patience, who was wait- 
ing alone in the Garden, and who, for all he was a 
Prince, did me the ſame Offices I could have hop'd for 
from my meaneſt Servant. As ſoon as he was come cloſe 


under my Window, putting my Head out as I had done 
before, Moft obliging Prince (ſaid I) and the moſt generous. 


Friend of all thoſe that ever bore that Name, your Goodneſs 
| | Puts 
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puts me ints a Conſinſion which I am not able to expreſs. 
"Tis enough (interrupted 7heodates ) reſerye theſe Comple- 
ments for others, and think nu of ſending the Princeſs an 
Anſwer. Since you will hame it ſo (replied I) T drive 
my Incivility to the utmoſt, and I know you <will be fo good 
as to pardon it, in Conſideration of my Misfortunes. With 
theſe Words I went from the Window, leaving my good 
Friend to walk alone in the Garden. The ſame Servants 
that had accompanied him, and that had brought the Lad- 
der wherewith he had gotten over the Wall, ſtay'd for 
him in the next Street, and kept watch to hinder him 
from being ſurprized. Criton had found Means, from the 
beginning of my Impriſonment, to prociire Ink and Pa- 
per from my Guards, and having given it me, I wrote 
to my Princeis in theſe Terms: ERS

ws O, my dear Princeſs, I ſhall never be unfortunate

* Joſt it when I faw you firſt ; and by making me ceaſe

«© me, and not being able to rob me of my Princeſs's 


„Affection, he has robb'd me of her Sight, fince that 


as a Thing within the limit of his Authority. It is 
* only in the want of it that my Impriſonment conſiſts, 
« and being forbidden to ſee you, I ſhould be as much a 
«© Priſoner in the open Field as in the cloſeſt Dungeon. 
Fear nothing therefore for me, dear Princeſs, ſince (ex- 
«© cept thoſe that depend on you) this is the greateſt Un- 
«© happineſs I can receive, and being ſecured by your 
«© Promiſe of whatſoever I could apprehend, all that 
our Enemies can do is not terrible enough to ſtrike 
fear into the Courage of Ar/aces.”

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When I had folded up this Letter, I tied it to the 
String, and going to the Window again, I let it down 
into Theodates's „ with Words full of Affection and 
Acknowled t for the good Offices he did me. We 
had ſome Diſcourſe touching what the King's In- 
tentions might be againſt me, whereot Theodates told me 

| he was as ignorant as I; yet could he not believe that 
King would come to Extremities againſt me, after the 
Services I had done to his Kingdom, and to his Per- 
ſon ; and we both beliey'd he would ſpin out my Im- 
priſonment in length, to determine of it according to 
the Event of his Affairs. We had many Things to ſay 
to one another, but I fear'd leſt Theodates d be 4 
ized in ſo long a Viſit, and ſo I forc'd him to 
2 away, though he deſir' d to have diſcourſed with me 
nger.

Loſſes I had undergone, would not have been ſupport- 

able but for thoſe ſweet Conſolations. I learn'd by him 
how Ar/ſacomes continued his Perſecutions, and though I 
found a Remedy againſt that Miſchief, in the Know- 
ledge of the little Fruit they reap'd, I ſaw great cauſe 
of Fear, when I heard they were approved by the King, 
and that inſolent Man employ'd his Authority to ac- 
quire what he could not obtain by the Merit of his 
My Princeſs did me the Honour to write me divers 
Letters upon that Subject, and receiv'd a great many-of 
mine about it; you will diſpenſe with me if I 
them not, for if I ſhould tie my ſelf punQually to a par- 
ticular Recital, my Narration would be of an extraordi- 

| nary length. I had already been many Months in Priſon, 

| (the true Cauſe of it being known but to very few, who 

$ » being bound by Oath, never declared that Secret to any 

Body) during which, I at ſeveral times heard News from 
Theedates, which produced different Effects in me: The 
firſt was that of Zopirio's entring into Scythia, whole firſt 

Progreſs Theodates told me, and with it the Fright *

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all the Sc3thians, upon the Report of Alexander's coming. 
I continued many Days without learning what General 
would be tent againſt thoſe dreadful Enemies, tho' Theo- 
dates brought me Word, that all the Scthians petitioned 

the King for their Prince's Liberty, and cried aloud, that 
no other Body could be ſet to oppoſe that Conqueror of 
all the Earth. The King, by the Counſel of the inte- 
reſſed Perſon, did long — 4 to ſatisfy their Deſires, 
but'in the end, he found ſo much Juſtice in them, or 
rather ſo little Security to hiniſelf and his, in the Ele- 
| tion of another Commander (he himſelf being already

Yet did I not think it 
fit he ſhould ſo ſoon learn the Truth of my Affairs, for 
fear leſt being but upon the point of getting again into 
his Father's good Opinion, the Endeavours he ſhould uſe 
in favour of me might caſt him. into his Diſpleaſure more 
deeply than before, and deſtroy a Fortune that was yet 
but weakly ſettled.

andafter I had ſtrongly engaged him, that there was no 


longer any Cauſe to doubt his Promiſe, I entreated him,

of 'my-+Life during his ' Abſence, and that the Ki 
ſeemꝰ d to be a little mollified ſince my 1 
aſter a long · Conte ſtation, perſuaded him to leave me 
for a time. I will not entertain you with the Diſcourſe 
of our Farewels, the Place would not ſuffer us to em- 
brace one another, but it hindred us not from ſaying 
all that ſo tender an Affection as ours could make us 
utter at ſuch a parting. We took as good order in my 
Affairs, as the Haſtineſs of your Departure would per- 
mit; but it was ſo ſudden, that the next Day I was de- 
priv'd of that dear Friend, who ſo generouſly aſſi ſted me 
to ſupport the burthen of my Misfortunes. I heard in 
what manner the King had fetch'd you out of Priſon 
himſelf, and how he had made you to take Horſe, with- 
out giving you the Liberty to come into the 'Town, or 
ſo much as to ſee the Princeſs your Siſter, and I judg'd 
with ſome probability, that knowing how earneſtly you 
would intereſt your ſelf on my behalf, he had us'd that 
Caution in your Departure, to keep you from all know- 
ledge of me; which I the rather believ'd becauſe he ap- 
inted none of thoſe to wait upon you in your Journey, 
who had been preſent at our lait Converſation ; and for 
Arſacomes if he knew who I was, as it was likely he did, 
ſince it was by one of his Creatures I thought my ſelf to 
have been diſcover'd, he wanted not many Reaſons 
powerful enough to oblige him to Silence. I was leſt in 
a very gloomy Night, though it were lighten'd with 
ſome ſmall Beam of Hope, in the Expectation of your 
Return, and ſweetned with ſome Comfort by the going 
away of Ar/acomes, who by that Means loſt the Oppor- 
tunĩty of making any Advantage of my Impriſonment, 
forthe Furtherance of his Pretenſions to Berenice; tis 
true, the Queen his Siſter ſupplied his Place well 
enough; and tormented that poor Princeſs in ſuch a 
manner, that ſhe was often conſtrain'd to make Com- 
plaints againſt her, by whoſe ill Uſage ſhe was driven 
beyond the Limits of her uſual Moderation. I receiv'd 
no more of her Letters after Theodates's MIO but 
| ? | riton 
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Criton ſaw Cyllenia every Day, and learned News of 
her, which he ſtill brought me by Word of Mouth. 
This was ſome eaſe to my Afflictions for being depriy'd 
of ſo dear a Sight, yet not ſo great an one, but that 
they began to overwhelm me, and to put me into ſuch 
a Condition as might have mov'd Pity even in the King 
of Scythia himſelt. I liv'd on this manner, or rather 
ſuffer'd a continual Death, when my Miſeries receiv'd 
a ſurcharge, and that which I had never appre- 
ded. 

Queen Stratonice finding with what Repugnance the 
Princeſs defended her ſelf againſt her Brother's Afﬀe- 
ction, and imagining by the Opinion ſhe had of him, 
that he was handſome enough to merit hers, believ'd 
that ſo ſtrong a Reliſtance, both againſt his Perſecutions, 
and againſt the King's Command, could not proceed 
from any Thing elſe but an Averſion caus'd by ſome 
other Love. 

Arſacomes had already told her his Suſpicions of me, 
and had by that Advertiſement oblig'd her to obſerve my 
Actions more heedfully than before ; nor was ſhe con- 
tented with that Care, but that ſhe might be perfectly 
ſatisfied of the Truth, ſhe by Preſents and Promi es, 
had corrupted one of the Princeſs's Maids, who had for- 
merly belong'd to her, and had fo diſpoſed her to a trea- 
cherous Compliance with her Intentions, that that diſ- 
loyal Creature had no other Thought but to play the Spy 
upon her Miſtreſs's Actions, and to ſeck QUecriions of 
betraying her, as the Means to make her ſelf a Fortune. 
The Princeſs truſted her not with the Secret ol her Af- 
fection, neither did ſhe miſtruſt her, but next to Cy//enia 
uſed her as favourably as any of the reſt. 

She obſerv'd the frequent Diſcourſes between Critan 
and Cyllenia during my Impriſonment, and by telling 
the Queen of them conſirm'd her in her Suſpicions, and 
drew more conſiderable Gifts and Promiſes, that engag'd 
her further in her pernicious Deſign, which ſhe found 
Means to effect when ſhe leaſt expected it. The Prin- 
ceſs, contrary to the Requeſt I had often made her, 
kept all my Letters, and not thinking ſhe had any 
Body about her ſo falſe as to ſeek to betray her, only 
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lock'd them up in a Cabinet, with thoſe other Things 
ſhe valued moſt. One Day having ſhut her ſelf up in 


her Cloſet with Cyllenia. after ſhe had entertain'd her a 


while with the Grief which her Goodneſs made her ſen- 
ſible of for my Sufferings, ſhe call'd for her Cabinet, and 
ht to comfort her ſelf in her Diſcontents, by her 
ing of my Letters. She fat leaning upon a Table, 
where ſhe read them over one after another, but before 
ſhe had done, ſhe was ſurpriz d in that tedious Employ- 
ment by Sleep, which inſenſibly ſtole into her Eyes. 
Cy/lenia not taking notice that her Miſtreſs was fallen 
aſleep, and being call'd away by ſome other Buſineſs, 
went very imprudently out of the Cloſer, ſhutting the 
Door but half way after her. While ſhe was abſent and 
the Princeſs aſleep, that perfidious Creature who ſerv'd 
Stratonice in her Intention, and had ſet her Mind upon 
nothing but her Treachery, came cither by Chance, or 
out of Deſign into the Chamber, where ſhe neither 
found the Princeſs nor any of her Companions ; and then 
drawing near the Cloſet-Door, which ſhe ſaw half open, 
aſter ſhe had pull'd it a little further, ſhe thruſt in her 
Head, and ſaw the Princets aſleep upon the lat Letter 
The was reading, and by her all the reſt, whereof ſome 
were open. I hat Sight made her gueſs inſtantly part 
of the Truth, and taking Courage by hope of the Re- 
compence ſhe expected, the grew ſo bold as to go into 
the Cloſet, and to ſteal ſoftly to the Table, where ſeeing 
that her Miſtreſs wakened not, ſhe took four of my Let- 
ters, from among a ſcore of others, and putting them up 


in haſte, went out again not making any Noiſe, and 


paſſed thro' the Chamber without meeting any Body 
t iat could diſcover her. Within a white after, Cy/leria 
be:rg return'd, and Berenice awake, ſhe gave her the 
Cabiret to ſet away, not perceiving, the T heft, by rea- 
ſon of the number of Letters. Ihe Maid was no ſooner 
in a Place where ſhe could look upon the Prey, but ſhe 
preſently caſt her Eyes upon it, and in the firſt Words 
ſhe read, found all that was dei d of her. She delay'd 
not a Minute to go to Srtratexice's Lodgings, and ba- 
vir g eaſily obtain d a particu i Audience, delivered her 
the Leueis the had ſcollen: As ioun as Srratonice _ 
read” 
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read one of them, ſhe ſaw her ſelf but too much con- 
firm'd in her Opinion, and having in the reſt found 
more than ſhe wiſh'd for her Brother's Satisfaction, was 
tranſported with Anger, and went full of Reſentment 
into the King's Chamber, where ſhe made her cruel Ac- 
cuſation to him, and gave him thoſe Witneſſes that were 
to convince us. The King having formerly receiv*d 
many, Letters from me, and was fo well acquainted with 
my Hand, that it was eaſy for him to know it at the 
firſt fight. The Aſtoniſhment of 4404 at the ſudden 
Alteration of his Shape, was not to be equall'd to that 
of the King of Scy/5:a, at the fight of my Letters, nor 
can I repreſent what a Confufion ſeiz'd on him, when 
in the firſt he open'd, he feund theſe Words : 


Arſaces to the Princeſs Berenice. 


Should hate been dead, fair Princeſs, but for the 

ſrueet Conſolutions you afford my Miſeries, and my Ene- 
mies had triumphed over my Life as ſon as my Liberty, 
if they could have triumphed over your Conftancy. But 
can I have any Reaſon to complain of them, ſince in the 
Defeen of ruining me, they raiſe my Fortune; and fince 
they ſeem to have deprived me of my Princeſs"s Sight, only 
to give me the Occaſions of knowing her Affection # This 
Happineſs is infinitely above all my Misfortunes, and for 
a Gain of ſo great Importance, my greateſt Lofſes are in- 
conſiderable. 


O Gods ! (cried the King as he made an end of read- 
ing this Letter) with what kind of Affection will you 
overwhelm me, and by what Actions have I ſo highly 
incenſed you, that you ſhould arm my ingrateful Family 
againſt my Repoſe, and againſt my Reputation? Ah! 
Berenice, fooliſh Berenice, whom I never ſuſpected of 
ſuch Lightneſs, and of ſuch a Perfidiouſneſs, by what

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Uſage have I given thee Cauſe to betray me, and by 
what Puniſhments canſt thou be able to blot out the 
Offence thou haſt committed againſt me? Having ſaid 
thus, he open'd another Letter, in which, with a like 
Aſtoniſliment, he read theſe Words:

8 A A Y Sorrows are redoubled by the Knowledge of 
ls yours, and ] am leſs ſenſible of my own Miſe- 
* rics, than of the Perſecutions you ſuffer {rom that in-

dear Princeſs, if I cannot be totally afflicted at 
them, nor think with Trouble of the Aſſaults you re- 
* ceive, without looking with Joy upon tue gene- 
rous Reſiſtance you make in favour of me; my 
* Advantages thereby are too great to loſe the Re- 
* membrance of them utterly, and if I had not had 
an indiſcreet Rival, and a troubleſome Enemy, I 
* ſhould not ſo ſoon have known the Conſtaney of my 
* avored Princels. 

The King was fo tranſported at the Reading of theſe, 
that he had not Patience to read the other Letters, but 
the Queen open'd them in his Preſence, and made him 
alſo hear theſe Words in the next :

< Fave been told what paſt laſt Night in your Cham- 
I ber, and what cruel Words the King ſpoke in fa- 
* your of my Rival; you heard them, moſt lovely 
Princeſs, without changing your Reſolution, and be-

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© willing to ſuffer for him whoſe moſt cruel Suffering 
cannot at all merit the leaſt of yours; there is no Ju” 
* ſtice in it, fair Princeſs; but though there were a 
great deal lels, it is impoſſible for me to condemn 
you; I confeſs I love my ſelf too well, ſince I deſire 
my own Advantage to the prejudice of your Repoſe, 
but I do it only becauſe I am yours, and if I ſhould 
+* ceaſe to be ſo, I proteſt to you, I would alſo ceaſe to 
love my elf, 


Ah ! Suborner (cried the King) art thou not content 
with having employ'd thy Subtilty in broaching thy 
faithleis Practices in my Kingdom, without making ule 
of it to ſeduce my own Houle againit me; and couldſt 
thou not ſatisfy thy ſelf wich ſpreading thy Poiſon among 
the Scythians, without infeRiny alſo the Royal Family ? 
Let's ſee (continued he, taking the Jait Letter out of 
the Queen's Hand) let's ſee the reſt of his *perfidious 
Deſigns, and let us in the Continuation of his Crimes, 
find evident Matter for our Revenge. $Szying thus, he 
caſt his Eyes upon it, and ſaw that it was Written in 
theſe Terms:

A'M not able to repreſent with what an Excoſ+ of 
] Toy I heard the King's Intention to ſet our dear Bro- 
ther at Liberty. This Contentment ( deareft Princeſs) is 
both beyond Expreſſion, and Imagination; and thongb by 
the End of his Captivity I hope for that of my Aflictiont, 
1 proteft that our Intereſts make the ſmalleſt part of my 
Fey, and that as that Brother is infinitely dearer to me 
than my ſelf, I look upon his Happineſs and his Advan- 
tages with a great deal more Satisfation than mine own. 
Not that I can have quite forgotten them (fair Princeſs ) 
but I give them up Lulu to my dear Brother, ſince 1 
cannot think of his Liberty, without hoping thereby for 
the Eflablihhment of my Fortune. |

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Thy Hopes are vain (ſaid the King, as he made an 
end of reading theſe Words) thy Hepes are vain, falſe 
Arlaces, diſſembling Artanemes, and tho? by thy diſloyal 
Practices thou corrupteſt my Subjects, and armeſt mine 
cwn Children againſt me, know, thou ſhalt reap but 
ſmall Advantage by it, and ſhalt profit but little either 
by the Infdelity of Oroondates, or by the Weakneſs of 
Berenice. As he ſpoke theſe Words, he walked about 
the Chamber with ſo furious an Action, that the Queen 
did not dare to look upon him, and began already to re- 
pent that ſhe had put him into ſo violent a rage. Bere- 
rice (ſaid he) Berenice has betray*d me, and that Daugh- 
ter whom I had brought up with ſo much Care, and in 
whom I thought I bad found ſo many Signs of dutiful 
Obedience, and of à perfect Virtue, does not only love 
_ a Man without my Approbation, but gives her felt over 
(Faithleſs Girl as ſhe is) to the Love of my mortal and 
irreconcileable Enemy. | 

This Thought tranſported him with Fury; and 
preſently after, I' puriſh her (continued he) in ſuch a 
manner as ſhal! ſerve for an Example to all that are of 
her Condicion, and ſhall teach all Royal Families the 
Heinouſneſs of ſuch an Infdelity againſt a Father, 
and againſt a King. With theſe Words, not being able 
to maſter his Anger, he ſent for the Princeſs, and 
at the ſame time having learn'd in what Place ſhe 
us'd to ſet the Box where any Letters were, he gave 
his Guards order to bring it him, and to take it 
by Force if there were any Difficulty made of deli- 
vering it. | | | | 

Berenice had no ſooner receiv'd the King's Command, 
when being ignorant of her Deſtiny, ſhe went to wait 
upon him in his Chamber, but ſcarce was ſhe come in, 
when ſhe read her Misfortune in his Face; and as ſhe 
was commonly in an Apprehenſion of what then had 
happen'd, ſhe inſtantly found her Condemnation in her 
Father's Looks. O Gods ! How infinitely was ſhe ſur- 
priz'd, when inſtead of the kind Welcome ſhe was 
wont to receive from him, ſhe ſaw her ſelf melt with fo 
terrible an Action, as might have daunted the moſt fear- 
leſs Perſons. He had ill my laſt Letter in his _— 
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the others lay open upon the Table, and preſently af- 
= they brought in the Cabinet in which were alt 

e reſt. 

At that Sight alone ſhe ſeemed half dead, and the 
King having beheld her a while in that Trouble which 
did abſolutely convince her, without being able to find 
Words capable to expreſs his Indignation, broke forth 
at laſt in ſuch a Manner, that a Clap of Thunder could 
not have ſtruck ſuch a Terror into the affrighted Heart 
of that poor Princeſs. Thou wicked, ingrateful, per- 
fidious Creature (aid he) or rather, thou Monſter of 
Infidelity and Ingratitude, behold the gallant Marks of 

thy Virtue; thou art not only convicted of an Affection 
which diſhonours thee, and which fixes an eternal Ble- 
miſh upon thy Reputation, but alſo of holding a treache- 
rous Intelligence with my mortal Enemies, or rather of 
a Conſpiracy againſt thy Father, and againſt thy King : 
See here, ſee the brave Letters of Darius's Son, and brag 
of having made him triumph over my whole Family, as 
thou wouldeſt have made him do over my Dominions, 
and perhaps over my very Life. Was it then in Favour 
of this Lover, that thou ſo ſtiffly didſt oppoſe my Com- 
mand ? And didit thou perſiſt in that Pride, and that 
Diſdain of a Birth inferior to thine, only to ſeek for an 
Equality in the Remnants of Darius's Blood, and in this 
diveſted Prince, who by his horrible Practices, would, 
at the Coſt of our Houſe, have repaired the Loſſes of his 
own ? The poor Princeſs, at this Torrent of cruel 
Words, was ready to loſe her Senſes, and her Under» 
ſtanding ; ad all ſhe was able to do, was to let her ſelf 
fall at the King's Feet, where ſhe endeavour'd to appea e 
his Anger by a Stream of 'Tears, which would have mol- 
lifed any other Heart but his. His was not at all moy'd 
with them, but thruiting back this poor Princeſs, with 
Eyes ſparkling with Wrath, and with an Action full of 
Crueity. Think not, ſaid he, by thy deceitful Tears to 
ſoften my juſt Reſent:nents ; ſince thou joineſt thy ſelf in 
a Confederacy with my Enemies to betray me, thou with 
them ſhalt bear the Reward of thy Treachery ; and ſince 


chou declareſt thy ſelf to be my Enemy, thou ſhalt know 


me to be thine; all my Thoughts of Love are now 
8 turn d- 
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turn d into Thoughts of Hatred againſt thee; and as thou 
halt hitherto found me an indulgent Father, fo ſhalt thou 
now ice me as ſevere an Enemy. I'll take an Order to 
croſs thy perfidious Deſigns ; and ſince Heaven hath 
diſcover'd them to me, to thy eternal Shame and Confu- 
ſton, I'll make whatever you had prepared againſt me, 
fall upon thy ſelf, and upon thy falſe Suborner. Let him 
not ſo ſoon rejoice at the Advantages he has won upon 
my Houſe ; I hope they ſhall benefit him but little, and 
J ſhall be in a Condition to ſatisfy my ſelf for all the In- 
juries he has done me. 

The King accompanied theſe Words with a whole 
Heap of Reproaches, which it would be hard for me to 
repeat; and this poor Princeſs was ſo troubled at them, 
that ihe never the Confidence to open her Mouth in 
her own Juſtification. Her Silence perſected her Con- 
demnaticn in the King's Thoughts; and after he had 


further aggravated her Griefs by many bitter Words, he 
c 


commanded her to be gone out of his Preſence, and to 


retire to her Chamber, which was to be ker Priſon. 


You tremble {till at this Remembrance, Madam (purſu'd 
Arſaces, turning toward Berenice) and in your Face I 
ſtill ſee the Marks of the Fright you were in at that En- 
counter; truly the Cauſe was ſufficient, and when I heard 
the Relation of it, the Apprehenſions I fell into for you, 
came but little ſhort of yours. Yet did nor I hear it till 
{come few Days after, but that very Day my Servants 
were forbidden to ſtir any more out of Priſon, and were 
preſently deprived of that little Liberty which till then 
had been permitted them. 

I will not tell you, Brother, what Berenice's Thoughts 
were, ſeeing her ſelf expoſed to the Anger of a Father, 
whole pitileis Nature was not unknown to her; you are 
not ignorant that ſhe is of a very gentle Humour, and 
ſuch an one as was no way able to reſiſt thoſe violent 
Aſſaults. The Confuſion ſhe was in, ſeeing her Affection 
diſcovered, and her Fear of the King's Threats, tormented 
her not a little ; but ſhe has had the Goodneſs to confeſs 
to me fince (and wiil pardon me if I tell it you) that 
the Apprehenſion of my Danger made the greateſt Part 
of all her Sufferings, not doubting but that the King, 
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in the Violence of his Anger, would fly to Extremities 
| me. 

This Fear, which was not AY could not ſettle 
it ſelf in her Heart, without a moſt ſenſible Affliction; 
and though ſhe had Cauſe enough to lament for her vwn 
Captivity, ſeeing ſhe was a Priſoner her ſelf, and conhn 'd 
to the Limits of her Chamber, yet did the to that Con- 
ſideration, add alſo that of A-/accs's Ruin, and was ex- 


ceſſively grieved for fear of ſeeing a Prince periſh (and 


periſh by her Occaſion) who had given himfelf wholly 
to her, and who by the Endeavours of his Services, had 
merited ſome Part in her Affection. Theſe indeed were 
lawful Apprehenfions, but they would have been much 
greater, if ſhe had been of the King's Counſel, and had 
perfectly known his final Reſolution. Truly it was a 
ſtranger one than I expected, and you will not only diſ- 
approve it, Brother, but will alſo be aſtoniſh'd at it, 
and if you pleaſe will pardon me all thoſe Words, which 
a jult Senſe thereof may make me utter in the Proſecuti- 
on of my Diſcourſe. 

1 was in my Chamber with Criton, where were alſo 
Theacles and Hyander, my two faithful Scythian Servants, 
when I ſaw one of thoſe that commanded my Guards 
come in, followed by Five or Six of his Men, in a Man- 
ner that was ſomething extraordinary : He brought a 
Cup in his right Hand, and a Dagger in his left. His 
Countenance was alter 4 by the Buſineſs he had under- 
taken, and all things about him contributed to make me 


know his Errand : I was furpriz'd at this Encounter, and 


gueſs d, though with ſome Repugnance, the Truth of his 
Commiſſion. 

Yet did I give him Time to tell me what it was, and 
he trembling and ſtammering. at aſt got outthe'e Words: 
Sir (ſaid he) the King is reſolv'd that you mult die; 
but the Conſideration he has of your Perſon, and of the 
Services you have done this State, will not ſuffer him to 
employ the Hands of any of his Subjects to do that 


Office; therefore he leaves it to your own Choice, to 
take either this Poniard, or this Poiſon, for the Execu- 


tion of his Will. 
Ah! 
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- me? and what Shame will you have me ſuffer, for being 


Ah! Brother (cry'd out Prince Oroondates, at this Part 
of Arſacess Diſcourſe) What Prodigies are theſe you tell 


born of a more cruel and a more barbarous Monſter, than 
any that 4/44 ever bred ! Oh thou inhuman Tyger, I 
diſavow thee, and fince thou doeſt fo little conſider both 
the chiefeſt Blood in all the World, and the Perſon that 
ought to be moſt dear, and moſt conſiderable to thee ; I 
account my Birth more vile and ſhameful, than if I had 
receiv'd it from the baſeſt Dregs of the P . Oroon- 
dates, tranſported by his Reſentment, d have gone 
on with his Invective, if Ar/aces had not hinder'd him 
by proſecuting his Story on this Manner: | 

I confeſs, — I was as much ſurpriz d as you are 
at this cruel Propoſition, for though I began to be ac- 
quainted with the King's Humour, and that I had ſome 
Reaſon to look for ſome ill Uſage, I could never have 
believed he would have run to that Extremity againſt a 


Prince of my Quality, and a Prince who had ferv'd him 


both in his Affairs, and in his own Perſon. And indeed 
I teſtified my Aſtoniſnment by a Silence, which per- 
chance made theſe Guards think it was caus'd by the 
Fear of Death. True it is, I had ceas'd to defire it, as 
well by Reaſon of the Proofs I receiv'd of my Princeſs's 


Affection, as of the Hopes I had in your Aſſiſtance; and 


that if my Life (which the Sweetneſs of theſe Hopes be- 
gan to make much dearer to me than it was before) 
could be preſerv'd without doing an unworthy Action, 
I did not diſdnin to lay hold of the Occaſion. Yet was 
it not ſo much the Fear of loſing it, as the Horror of 
that Uſage, together with Deſpite and Amazement, that 


caus' d the Greatneſs of my Confuſion. But as great as 


it was, I quickly recovered my ſelf, and looking upon 
tiat fatal Meſſenger with an Action that utterly took 
away the little Courage he had left : Is it poſſible, ſaid I, 
the King ſhould have given you this Commiſſion againſt 
a Prince whoſe Birth is known to him, and againſt a 
Prince to whom he owes his Liie and the Peace of his 
Dominions ? *Twas he himſelf that gave it me (replied 


the Man) but I took it not without Repugnance, yet 


am TI oblig'd to obey lis Orders, and punctually to exe- 
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cute his Commands. What, faid I, you who are one 
of the very Scythians, who have often ſeen me at the 


Head of your Armies, fecuring your Quietneſs by the 
Loſs of my own Blood, are you reſolved to obey his 
Orders, and to execute his Commands ? Yes, Sir (an- 
ſwered that barbarous Fellow) and if after the Choice I 


have offer'd you, your Hand refuſe to perform his Sen- 


tence, mine muſt become the Inſtrument to ſupply that 
Deſect. I'll fave it that Labour (reply'd I with a Coun- 
tenance far more reſohite than his) and Death is too 
familiar to me, to borrow that from thy Hands, which I 
can eaſily compaſs with mine own : Give me that Dagger 
(continued I, putting forth my Hand) the other kind of 
Death would little become the Life of Arſaces, and he 
has been prodigal enough of his Blood for thee and all 
thy Country-men, to make thee believe he can himſelf 
pour forth the Remainder of it, to ſatisfy the Ingratitude 
of the King of Scythia. | 

As I ended theſe Words, I took the Dagger from his 


Hand, but *twas with an Intention very different from 


his; and as ſoon as ever I had hold of it, I lifted up m 
Arm, and inſtead of ſtriking my own Breaſt, ſtabb'd it 
up to the Hilt in his. Scarce had I pulPd it out again, 
all hot and bloody, but inftantly I plung'd it into the 
Body of his neareſt Companion, who by reaſon of the 
Suddenneſs of my Action had not Time to prevent it; 
and then immediately taking away his Sword, I began 
to diſpute my Life againſt the reſt. I might perhaps have 
iſh'd, being unarm'd as I was, but I was furiouſly 
ſeconded by Criton, who had gotten up the Sword of the 


' firſt, and by my two Scy257ans, who being reſolv'd to 
die with me, laid hold of the Swords and Javelins of 


thoſe they ſaw fall, and plac'd themſelves by my Side 
with a marvellous Courage. By their Aſſiſtance, I was 
quickly deliver'd from my Enemies, who were no better 
arm'd than we, and the laſt of them was turning his 
Back to fave himſelf in the Hall, where he had left more 
of his Companions ; when I ſaw them come to his Relief, 


I was ſo heated, that the Number of my Fnemies frighted 


me but little; but they were ſo terrify'd themfelves by 
the Death of their Fellows, and by the Reſoluteneſs 
: | | where- 
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wherewith we came upon them, that they did not what 
they might have done, to revenge their Companions, and 
to o my Paſſage. True it is, the Knowledge I had 
that this was the only Way for my Safety, and for my 
Revenge, and my Deſire to ſell a Life at the deareſt Rate, 
which they ſo unworthily would have taken away, 
made me do Things beyond my Strength, and I gave but 
few Blows that diſpatch'd not an Enemy out of the Fight. 
Criton and my two Scythian: aſſiſted me ſo valiantly, that 
they laid Five or Six of them at their Feet, and the reſt 
were io poſſeſs d with Fear, that they left the Paſſage, 
and the Door open to me. They followed us down 
Stairs, but very coldly, and thoſe that came in our Way, 
to hinder our going out, felt ſuch Effects either of our 
Courage, or of our Deſpair, that the laſt of them were 
conitrain'd to open the outermoſt Gate, to ſeek their 
Safety in the Town. We ruſh'd out after them with- 

out Delay, and came into the Street all bloody, and in a 
Poſture that might have caus'd Terror in the moſt un- 
daunted Perſons. My Guards cry'd out in the Streets, 
and cal'd for Help in the King's Name; their Cries drew 
a great many People together, but the Sight of us put 
them to a Stand; and when I ſaw them waver in the Re- 
ſolution they ſhould take, People of edan, ſaid I, for 


vou I have often given the better Part of my Blood, and 


will you favour my Enemies in a baſe and cruel Aſſaſſi- 
nation ? Or rather, will you ſee him murther'd by traite- 
rous, ingrateful Wretches, who at your Head has both 
fought and conquer'd for you? I am your General, I am 
your Fellow-Soldier 4-/aces, the very Man to whom you 
ſo voluntarily ſubmitted your ſelves, and the very Man 
whom you have followed in War with ſo much AﬀeQion. 
As II ſpake theſe Words, I open'd my Way with my 
Sword among thoſe Enemies I ſtill had left, and they 
wrought ſuch an Effect upon the People, that whether it 
were that my Face repreſenting yet ſome Idea of that 
which had commanded them, ſtirr'd up ſome Remainders 
of Reſpect toward me, or that the Cruelty and Injuitice 
of the Uſage which was ſhew'd me, caus'd ſome Horror 
and Averſion in them, or that they had Kill preſerv'd 
ſome Remnant of that love which they had * 
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borne me, they never ſtirred to do me any Hurt; nay, 
and there were many among them, who, to facilitate my 
Retreat, peſter'd my Enemies, and clear d my Paſſage as 
much as poſſibly they could. They would have done 


more for my Safety, if they had dared, but I made ſuch 


Uſe of thoſe Proofs of their good Will, that I got * 
deal of Ground toward the City Gate, and kept my E 
mies ſtill out of the reach of my Sword. All this Re- 
ſiſtance, and all this Favour of the Scythiaxs did indeed 
defer my Death, but it was not ſufficient to have hinder- 
ed it, without Heaven's particular Aſſiſtance. The 
News of this Adventure was already carried to the King, 
and there was no doubt but he would ſoon ſend Troops 
againſt me. | 

I was a-foot, without other Arms ſave my Sword, 
wounded with ſome light Hurts; but thoſe that accom- 
panied me had tew parts of their Bodies free, and poor 
Hander one of my moſt faithful Scythians, after he had 
done Actions worthy of eternal Memory, fel! dead by 
me, leaving his Fellow in a Condition little different 
from his. I already ſaw more Soldiers coming to the Re- 
lief of their Companions, and in ſhort, I ſaw evident 
Death before my Eyes, ſo that what Reſolution ſoever I 
had taken to fell my Liſe as dearly as I could, I ſhould 
certainly have loſt it, if the Gods had not ſent me a mi- 
raculous Succour ; I call it miraculons, becauſe in the 
conjuncture of it, there was ſomething very extraordi- 
nary, which made me obſerve their particular Care of 
my Safety, I was ſtriving (weary and wounded as I was) 
to prolong my Deiliny, when I faw fifteen or twenty 
Horſemen come up to me, at the Head of whom I knew 


my dear Theodates ; Theedates who I thought had been in 


the Prince's Army, who was then coming into the Town, 
or rather who was then ſent thither by the Heavens, for 
my Relief. Beſore he came to us he had heard ſome Ru- 
mour of that Adventure at his arrival, and his Eyes then 


telling him the 7'ruth of it, he never ſtood conſidering 


what Reſolution he ſhouid take, hut galloping up with 
his Sword drawn, he did ſo ſcatter thoſe that were be- 
fore me, that he had a free and open Paſſage. Courage, 
valiant 4r/ace; (cried he) we muit eſcape, and a 
m

muſt either bring you off from this Danger, or periſh 
with you. He gave me not leiſure to reply, but as he 


ſpake thoſe Words, made two or three of his Men alight, 


and offer d me their Horſes : For all I was ſo wounded 
I got reaſonably lightly upon the firſt, Criton took ano- 
ther, but poor Theoc/e;'s Strength fail'd him, and at that 
very moment his Life forſook him; and having ſtayed but 
juſt as long as it was to me. The Death of 
theſe two faithful Servants would have been a great Af- 
fliction to me, if I had then been in a Condition to be 
as ſenſible of it as I ſhould have been at anotber time. As 
ſoon as I was on Horſeback, I believed my ſelf out of 
Danger, and trampling thoſe under my Horſes Feet who 
would have oppoſed my Paſſage, I ran with Theodates and 
his Men to the neareſt Gate. We came thither juſt as 
the King ſent an Order to have it ſhut, and a Soldier 
was thruſting out his Arm for that Purpoſe, when giving 
him a ſlaſh with my Sword I made him let go his 
hold, and with the ſhock of our Horſes over-turning thoſe = 
that were in our Way, we got out of the Town, and 
took toward the Field with our utmoſt ſpeed. The 
Swiftneſs of our Flight carried us off without further 
Difficulty ; and before thoſe whom the King ſent to pur- 
fue us were got on Horſeback, we were already above 
fifty Furlongs from the Town. Then we were favour'd 
by the Night, which preſently overtook us, and leaving 
the Highways, we rode croſs the Field, and in the dark 
toward thoſe great Foreſts that are about three or four 
hundred Furlongs from aon. As ſoon as Theodates 
thought us enough at — to converſe, he ſuffered me 
to embrace him, and give him Thanks for what he had 
done toward my Eſcape. Never were more ardent nor 
more tender Endearments us'd between two Friends ; 
and tho I had not lov'd Theodates fo well as I did, yet I 
ſhould have been the moſt ungrateful Man in the World, 
if ſuch a Service as that I had newly receiy'd, had not 
made me abſolutely his. My dear Deliverer (ſaid I) or 
rather the Genius of Arſacess Life and Fortune, muſt you 
needs happen to be, or rather muſt you appear by Mi- 
racle in all Places where you are neceilary to my Satcty, 
and muſt I never find an Occafion to requite yuu w:th = 
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Office of the like Nature. I am ſo extremely engaged 
to you already (replied the affectionate Theodates) that 
you have no Cauſe at all to wiſh me more oblig'd ; and 


I much more juſtly am indebted to you, for a Life which 


(hall ever be readily laid down for yours. 
We accompanied theſe Words, and many cthers of the 
ſame Stile, with an infinite number of moſt dear Embra- 


ces; and when we had given Truce to them a little, we 


began to aſk one another concerning our mutual Affairs. 
I preſently queſtioned Theodates about the Prince my Bro- 
ther, and about the Occaſion of his going to Yon; but 
he would tell me nothing, till he had heard my laſt Ad- 
ventures, and the Cauſe of the Condition he had found 
mein. I told kim all I knew, and he at that Relation 
trembled, and deteſted the King's Cruelty and Ingrati- 
tude, in Terms which gave me new Aſſurances of his 
hatred to Vice, and of the Aſfection he bore me. When 
J had given him that Account, he ſatisfied me in what I 


defired to know of him, and made me the Recital of the 


Battle you had won againſt Zopirio, with ſome other of 
your particular Actions, which fill'd me with Joy and 
Admiration, and then coming to the Cauſe of his De- 
parture from the Army: My Impaticncy to ſee you a- 
gain (continued he) and the perpetual Apprehenſions 1 


was in for you, made me return toward Ye; but I 


wanted not another Pretence, and ſome Conteſtations 
that paſſed berween Ar/acomes and me in matter of Com- 
mand, furniſhed me with one ſpecious enough, to aſk 
the Prince's leave to come away. Not but that I was 
very much troubled to leave him, and had a deſire to 
ſhare in the Glory of what he had yet to do ; but as of- 


ten as I remember'd that I had left you a Priſoner, and 


ſed to the Anger of a Prince, whoſe Humour was 
well enough known to me, I fell into Diſquiets that 
would not ſuffer me to take any Reſt. I even repented 
me that I had obey'd the King's Orders, and that I had 
forſaken you in a Condition wherein my Services were 
moſt neceſſary to you. I alſo found a great deal of Con- 
ftraint in the Oath you had exacted from me, and not 
being able to tell the Prince the Truth till the End of the 
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in that Ignorance at my Departure. I therefore found 

out a middle way, and reſolved to deliver him that in 

Writing, which it was forbidden me to tell him; yet 

objerving what you had enjoined me, and tying him to 

the ſame Promiſe I had given you; for this Purpoſe, 

the Day of my Departure, I wrote theſe Words: 
| a - 


- Theoaates to Prince Oroondates. 


N inviolable Oath has kept me hitherto from decla- 

ring what it is neceſſary you ſhould know ; but fince 

1 now bawe the liberty, I will acquaint you, Sir, that 
the Great Arſaces, to whom the King your Father is in- 
' debted for his Life, and your Country for the Quietneſs it 
hath enjoyed, is Prince Artaxerxes the Son of Darius, 
your dear Friend, your dear Brother; and he, on whom 
you haue beflewed ſo many Tears. The Gods ſaved him 
miraculouſly from that Battle where you thought he had 
been ſlain, and fince that Time, his Paſſim for the Prin- 
ceſs Berenice, and the Occaſions of doing Service to your 
riends have kept him in Scythia. He is now a Priſa- 
wer to the King your Father, who, without doubt has dif- 
covered him to be the Son of Darius: Fudge of his Dan- 
er by your Knowledge of the. King's Humour; and by the 
Friendibip that. was between you, think what Hope he 


| ought to have in your Aſſitance. 


O Gods ! (cried Prince Oroandates, when 4: /aces had 
repeated that Letter) how many Misfortunes would the 
fight of theſe Words have ſav'd me, if you had ſuffer d 
me to caſt my Eyes upon them ! but you had otherwiſe 
decreed, and that Know would certainly have over- 
turned all the order of Adventures that have ſince 
befallen me. My Voyage to Sz/a had been diverted, or 
at leaſt deferred, and d have thrawn. off all Con- 
ſideration of my own Intereſt, and run to the Succour of 
my dear Artaxerxes. Ah! Brother, how I blame your 
unjuſt Cautiouſneſs, in concealing from me the only Hap- 


pineſs, 
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pineſs, from whence in the ſad Condition I then was, I 
could draw any Conſolation ; and Howe ſhouid late 
Theodates for being ſo {crupulous, if I had not fo many 


Occaſions to love him for the good Offices he has done 


you ! It is true, Brother (continued Oroondates) and I 
will ſay this to ſpare you ſomething of your Diſcourſe, 
Theodates the Day of his Departure having drawn me a- 
fide, deliver'd me a Letter faſt ſealed up, and before he 
gave it me, Sir (aid he) in this Paper which I preſent 
you, you ſhall find the molt pleaſing News, and the moſt 
important Advertiſement you can receive, doubt not at 
all of the Truth of thoſe 'Things you ſhall find written 
in it; it will be very eaſy for you to certify your ſelf; 
but before I put it into your Hand, be pleaſed to give 
me your Word, that you will not open it till the End of 
this War. I was ſurprized at this Diſcourle of Theodates, 
and being defirous to perſuade him to ſatisfy my Curio- 
ſity ſooner: If this News (replied I) will be fo plea- 
ſing to me, why do you ſo long defer my Knowledge of 


1t, and why do you delay a Joy, which it is in your Pow- 


er to give me? Sir (anſwered he) I am bound up by one 
of thoſe Oaths which you know the Scythians can never 
violate ; and becauſe I am injoined this Silence no lon- 
ger than for the Time I have demanded, you may then 

in this Paper, what my Abſence will not ſuffer me to 
tell you by Word of Mouth: But, Sir, I beſeech you 
keep it carefully, and if you love your ſelf, forget not 
to look upon it as ſoon as the War is at an End. I was 
conitrained to make Theodates the Promiſe he deſired, and 
I lock'd up that Paper amongſt thoſe Things which I 


eſteemꝭd moſt precious. Theodates went away the ſame 


Day, leaving me much troubled for his Departure ; but 
he had alledged ſuch ſpecious Reaſons to me, touching 
the Diſputes he had had with 4r/acomes, and the impor- 
tant Affairs which recall'd him to the Court, that I could 


not deny him the leave he demanded. I kept this Wri- 


ting with a great deal of Care, and with as much-Impa- 
tience to read it as ſoon as I ſhould be free of my En- 
gagement, but the ſtrange Revolution that happened in 
my Soul, and in my Affairs by the arrival of Hreus, and 
by the News of Statira, put it quite out of my Head at 
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my ſudden Departure from Orcbilachia; and till 1 was 
at Sea, I never remembered the Box I had left it in, 
which the new Trouble of my Mind had made me ut- 

terly to forget, with many ather Things that were very 
dear to me. = 
The Gods would have it ſo (replied Ar/aces) to bring 
our Affairs to the Iſſue they had ordained, and to make 
us know the Power they reſerve unto themſelves over all 
our Propoſals. It is true, Brother, Theodates told me al- 
moſt the very ſame Words we have now heard from you ; 
and then in a few more he inform'd me of the Condition 
he had left you in, and of the Succeſs of his own Jour- 
ney, wherein he had no coniiderable Encounter. When 
we had thus inſtructed one ancther, we fell to think 
whither we ſhouid retire, and what order we ſhould take 
to get my Wounds dreſt ; they began to trouble me, 
and tho* they were but Night ones, the violent Exerciſe 
I had uſed, my Loſs of Blood, and the Vapours of the 
Night made them a great dcal worſe than elſe they would 
have been. Criton was no leſs hurt than I, but his Af- 
ſection was ſo itrong, that he forgot his own Danger, to 
take care ſor mine. After we had conſulted a while, 
 Thendates would need have us go (for the remainder of 
that Night, and the Day following) to the Houle of one 
of thoic Men who then was with him, which was not a- 
bove an hundred Furlongs from the Piace where we 
were. I ſuffered my ſelf to be guided by bis Will; and 
as we rode along, Theodates calling all his Company to 
him, drew a new Promiſe from them of their Fidelity, 
and tied them by all manner of Zntreaties to be as ſecret 
as we could deſire. They were all very affectionate to 
their Maſter, and ſome of them were ſo well inclined 
toward me, that they were both forward in promiſing, 
and exact in performing what we demanded. The Houie 
we went to, was far from any great Road, upon the 
edge of a huge Foreſt, and in fuck a Place as was very 
unlikely to be ſuſpected for our Retreat. When we 
were come thither, the Maſter of the Houſe, and ſome 
Women we ſound there, took the beſt order they could 
to receive us, and by good Fortune, Theodates having 
brought his Phyſician, and his Chirurgeon row. the 
my 
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Army with him, furniſhed him with ſuch Things as 
were neceſſary for any Wound, we had the Means to 
have ours dreis'd as commodiouſly as if we had been at 
23 I had but three, and thoſe were found to be 
uch light ones, that it was not probable they ſhould 
keep me long in Bed. They applied what they thought 
moſt convenient to them, and likewiſe to Criton, who 
had four or five ter than mine, but not at all more 
dangerous. The Phyſician enjoined me to give the re- 
mainder of that Night to reſt, contrary to the Inten- 
tion I had to ſpend it in diſcourſing with Theodates, but 
the next Day I had Leiſure enough, and ask'd him a 
thouſand Queſtions concerning my dear Oroondates. By 
what he had done in my behalf he was become as cri- 
minal as IJ, and his acceſs to Court was as difficult, and 
as unſafe as mine. His Affection to me was ſufficient 
to make him undergo it with Patience, but I was affli- 
Red at it for him, and his Love to Theomiris being 
known to me, I doubted not but he had a reſtleſs long- 
ing to ſce her again. 

We fell to deliberate what we ſhould do with our 


"ſelves, and were a long time before we could reſolve. 


J was too firmly fix'd in Scythia, to ſuffer ſo much as a 
Thought of going out of it, and would rather have ex- 
poſed my ſelf to a thonſand evident Deaths, than have 
perſuaded my ſelf to leave Berenice; but if I had been 
ſo minded, it would have been excceding difficult to do 
it, and we doubted not but that the King had ſent to ſtop 
all the Ports, and to lay all the other Paſſages by which 
we could get out of his Territories. We believ'd alſo, 
that how fecret ſoever our preſent Retreat was, it could 


not ſerve us many Days, and that thoſe Perſons the King 


employ'd in ſearch of us, might at laſt diſcover where we 
were. Aſter we had long conſulted, we believed the 
ſureſt way we could take would be to return to don, 
where when the firſt Troubles were once paſt over, we 
might have free Entrance by Night, and where by rea- 
ſon of the greatneſs of the City, and the multitude of new 


Affairs that ſprung up daily in the Court, and in that 


Throng of People we might eaſily lie concea!'d in Houſes 


that were at Theodates's diſpoſing, eſpecially being the 


. | King 
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King would never ſuſpe& we were returned thither, and 
that we had taken Sanctuary ſo near him againſt his An- 
This Advice ſeem'd the moſt reaſonable, and was 
moſt conformable to my Humour, and to the Deſire I had 
not to go far from Berenice ; in the mean time we ſent 
two witty underſtanding Fellows back to the Town, to 
fetch us ſuch Things as we wanted, and to enquire after 
what concern'd us. - 'They performed their Commiſſion 
very cunningly, and in the Evening brought us the ſame 
News we had imagined. They told us that the King had 
appeared more ſenſible of this laſt Diſcontent than of any 
other he had ever felt before, and that for all the remain- 
der of that Day, thoſe that were moſt in his favour, 
hardly had the Boldneſs to come near him, that he had 
left no Body at Home that was able to ride on Horſe- 
back, but had ſent them all in purſuit of us, and that 
(as we had foreſeen) he had given order to ſtop all the 
Ports and Paſſages of his Kingdom, that nevertheleſs they 
ſaid in Town that none but thoſe that were intereſted, 
obey d his Orders without Trouble, and that the better 
rt of Scythians, amongſt whom the Name of Ar/aces 
was {till in high Eſteem, rejoiced at his Eſcape, and fa- 
voured him with their Wiſhes as much as they could 
poſſibly. In this News I found ſome Confolation ; but 
when I aſk*d them concerning Berenice, they could tell 
me nothing, but that the Rumour was, how fince this 
Accident the King had commanded ſhe ſhould be ſecurely 
* and that very few Perſons were allow'd to ſee 
r. This Report made me gueſs at part of the 'Truth, 
and I believed that the King's late Reſolution againſt 
me, had proceeded only from the Knowledge he had got- 
ten of my Paſſion. Ah! how many Torments did that 
Belief cauſe in me, and how many Sighs did it coſt me 
when I thought what that fair Princeſs was like to ſuffer 
by my Occation ! O King of Sygthia (cried I) revenge 
thy ſelf upon Ar/aces, but do not puniſh Berenice; and 
though that be the moſt ſenſible Part wherein thou canſt 
wound thine Enemy ; remember that Berenice is above 
thy Laws, and above the Empire of Mankind. The 
ſecond Day being paſſed, Theodates was of Opinion we 


might be much more ſecure in ¶Medon (as we had already 
thought) 


it be. We paſs'd many days on this manner, which be- 
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thought) than in tit Houſe ; and for that Purpoſe, ha- 
ing ient to make zcady a Lodging, where he was confi» 
dent we might ſaſely truit our ielves, we took our Way 
thither the Night following. Our wounds would not 
ſaffer us to ride without Inconveriency, but I had ſo 

at an Inclination to be near Herenice again, that I 
was ſcarcely ſenfible of mine, and — it in little 
more than two Hours, we entered after Midnight into 


the Town ; the Gates whereof were not wont to be 


ſhut. 

Thoſe that accompanied us, parted ſeveral Ways, 
ſome of them retiring to other Places ; and for fear our 
Number ſhould at laſt make us be diſcover'd, we kept 
none with us but thoſe that were neceſſary. 'They did 
our Buſineſs, and fetch'd us in Proviſions by Night: 
And during the Day-time, the Doors of our Houſe were 
always ſhut; it ſtood in the moſt unfrequented Quarter 
of all the Town, and we were ſo careful to make no 
Noiſe, that there could hardly be any Ground for Suſ- 
Picion ; yet we were in a greatdeal of Danger: But by 
the Order the King had taken, we ſhould have been ſo 
likewiſe in any other Place; and the Conſideration of 
Peril was not able to drive me from Berenice. Theodates 
and I were not without a good Number of Friends at 


Court, to whom we ſhould have made no Difficulty to 


truſt our ſelves if it had been neceſſary ; Prince Carthafis, 
tho' the King's Brother, would have receiv'd us with a 
great deal of Affection; and his Friendſhip to us, as alſo 
his Averſion to 4r/acomes, and his Diſcontent at the 


Greatneſs of his Fortune, were ſufficient to have made 


him expoſe himſelf to any Hazard for our Conſideration. 
Many others, of the Chief of Scthia, had ſtill preſer- 
ved the Remembrance of the good Offices I had done 
them, or which I had endeavoured to do them, during 
the time I was in Favour, and I doubted not but that 
they would have ventured very far to have oblig'd me ; 
but I was loth to endanger them without Neceſſity, be- 
lieving that whoſoever ſhould be known to be my Friend 
would be the firlt ſuſpected, and that by how much the 
mare ſecret our Abode was, ſo much the ſafer alſo would 


ing 
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ing ſeparated from my Princeſs I ſhould have thought 
unſupportable, if ſince the time of my Impriſonment I 
had not been inur'd to ſuffer. Yet was I marvellouſly 
impatient to ſee her, and as ſoon as my Wounds permit- 
ted me to ſtir out of my Bed, I reſolv'd to hazard that 
viſit in ſpight of Theodates's oppoſitions. What, ſaid I, 


ſhall I be free in Medes, and not fee Berenice? Ah! 


Theodates, my life is not ſo dear to me as that I would 
ſecure it at that rate, nor can I preſerve it without Bere- 


nice, fince it is for her alone that I preſerve it. Theodates 


comply'd with my Deſign when he ſaw he could not di- 
vert it, and that Conſent was not without ſome Mixture 
of his own Intereſt. The Princeſs Theomiris was ſtill 
with Berenice; and for all her Father's rigorous uſage of 
her, at the requeſt of Prince Carthafis, ſhe was allow'd 
the company of that Princeſs, whom ſhe made her bed- 
fellow, and to whom ſhe had entruſted her moſt ſecret 
thoughts. Theodates had not ſeen her ſince his departure, 
but now he hop'd we might ſhare that viſit together. Af- 
ter we had long contriv'd the leaſt difficult expedients, we 
at laſt made choice of this : We remember'd that the 
Princeſs's Anti-chamber had an iron-grated Window not 
very high, which ſtood towards a little narrow ſtreet 
that was almoſt uninhabited by reaſon it was ſo excee. 
ding dirty, that hardly any body could paſs that way; it 
was not near the palace-gate, nor any of thoſe places 
where there us'd to be Guards, and I thought when all 


the World was afleep, we by that Window might get to 


| ſpeak with Cyllenia, and by her means enjoy the happi- 
neſs of entertaining our Princeſſes. 
Aﬀer we had thus laid our Deſign, we got on Horſe- 
back, and took two truſty Men along with us, whom 
we ſet as Centinels at each end of that Street, to come 
and give us notice in caſe they ſhould ſee any Body that 
could diſcover our Converſation. In the mean time, 
there had happen'd Things to my Princeſs, which the 
Courſe of my Story hindred me from telling you, and 
which I will not recount before I paſs farther in my Nar- 
ration. It would be fitter (interrupted Oroondates) that 
my Siſter ſhou'd tell us them her ſelf; that little Breath- 


ing Time will not be needleſs in ſo long a Diſcourſe as 
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this of yours, and it were good you reſted your ſelf a lit- 
tle, that you may be able to proſecute the Remainder 
of it without Inconveniency. Ar/aces made no Anſwer, 
leaving the Princeſs to ſatisfy her Brother's Motion, and 
Berenice knowing his Deſire: Since you will have it ſo, 
Brother (ſaid ſhe) and that your Friendſhip to Ar/aces, 
and your Knowledge of his Virtue makes you pardon my 
Faults and my Ditobedience, [I'll ſpare him the Trouble 
of a few Moments, but I have ſo little to ſay, that fo 
ſhort an Intermiſſion will not be much conſiderable. 

I will not ſtand to repeat again (after the Relation you 
have heard already from the Prince) what my Thoughts 
were after the cruel Accident of the Surprizal of my 
Letters, and after the Knowledge I had both of my be- 
ing made a Priſoner, and of the Danger that threaten'd 
Prince Artaxerxes. It ſuffices me, that you already 
know I lov'd him, as much as I believed I ought, and 
as he could deſire, to make you judge that my Apprehen- 


Gons for him, were my moſt cruel Diſquiets. All my 


Comfort was in the Princeſs Theomirtis, and in Cyllenia, 


whoſe Company the King afforded me, notwithſtanding 
all his Severity. Theomiris had obtained it of the King, 
by her Father's Mediation; and my Enemies thought it 
was not neceſſary to take Cyllenia from me, who, in their 
Opinion, was not able to do me any Service that could 
be prejudicial to them. It is true alſo, that I received 
thoſe petty Satisfactions by the Queen's Means, who 
with a cunning Diſſimulation ſeign'd to he ſorry for the 
Mis fortune which ſhe her ſelf had brought upon me, and 
by Courteſies of ſmall Importance, endeavour'd to take 
off Part of that Reſentment which ſhe believ'd I had 
againſt her. However it were, Theomiris and Cyllenia 
continued with me; and tho? at that Time I could not 
gueſs by whom I had been ſo unworthily betray'd, I 
never had ſo much as a Thought to ſuſpect Cy/lenia. I 
therefore truſted theſe 'T'v/o dear Perſons with all my 


Diſcontents, and with all my Fears; and they help'd 


what they could to itop that Current of Tears which 
both thoſe Occaſions drew from my Eyes in great Abun- 
dance. Ah! Couſin, ſaid I, Ah! Cyllenia, I am undone, 
and poor Artaxerxes will undoubtedly be ruin'd, and 
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ruin d meerly by my Imprudence. That Prince, who af- 
ter the Loſs of his Empire, and after the Loſs of all his 
Friends, has eſcaped fach numberleſs under the 
Weight of which, any other Body would certainly have 
funk, he who amidſt his moſt bitter Enemies has ſubſiſt- 
ed with ſuch Dexterity, and who, by ſo many marvel- 
lous Actions, had fo well gam'd their Aſſections, falls 
now by my Fault alone ; and ſhe, to whom all Shia 

owes that Repoſe it holds from him, owes the Life of its 
King, and owes ſuch important Services, facrifices him 
now her ſelf, to his Inhumanity, and to his Ingratitade. 

Ah! Berenice (continued I) Berenice, the ſole Cauſe of 
thet great Prince's Misfortunes, do not out-live his AMi- 
ctions; and if thou canſt not hinder the Death of poor 
Artaxerxes, atleaſt ſore- run it with thine own. I accom - 
pany*d theſe Words with ſuch a Flood of Tears, and ex- 
preſs d my Sorrow by ſuch moving Actions, that not only 
Theomiris and Cyllenia, but even People of the harſheſt 
Natures, would have been touch'd with Compaſſion. I 
ſpent the Remainder of that Day in this Employment, 
and would needs have my Couſin lie with me, to help 
to paſs away the cruelleſt Night I had ever known in all 
my Life. She alledg'd all the Arguments ſhe could think 
of to cure me of my Fears, and often perſuaded me it 
was not likely the King would fly to Extremities againſt 
a Prince of Artaxerxes's Quality, and againft a Prince 
oo whem {beſides that of his Life) he had other ſuch 

portant — tions 3 that the whole Kingdom ſo 
powerfully inde ed to his Valour, would oppoſe the 
King's rigorous Intentions ; and that he was too prudent 
and too politick to ſuffer himſelf to be tranſported by his 
Paſſion to fuch a Violence as was without Example. 

J found ſo much Reaſon in this Diſcourſe of Theomiris, 
that if my AﬀeRion had been more moderate, I ſhould 
without Queſtion have drawn ſome Comfort from it ; 
but it was by her Inſpirations, and by thoſe of Cyllenia, 
that I took a little Courage, and reſolv'd to ſuffer the 
King's Preſence, and to receive his Words with more 
Spint than I had done before. Having ſpent the Night 
on this Manner, and hkewiſe Part of the Day following, 


F ſaw the King when I leaſt expected him, come all alone 


into 
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into my Chamber. I roſe up, and went to meet him 


„but he diſdained my Reception, and fitting 
= 


down upon a Chair, from whence he darted nothir 
furious Looks at me, I come not to viſit thee, 
ungrateful and diſloyal Girl, 1 — — 
to the ter-in-law of Darius; and from hence for- 
ward I cannot deſire thy Sight otherwiſe than as that of 
my moſt mortal Enemy. I come only to reproach thee 
with thy Ingratitude and Infidelity, or to examine thee 
| as a Criminal convicted of Treaſon againſt her King. 
Speak, wicked Creature, contimued he (ſeeing me 
daunted, and ftrucken half dead with theſe cruel Words) 
open thy Mouth to excuſe thy ſelf, and juſtify thy Inſi- 
delities, if it be poſſible : Didft thou then think the Son 
of my implacable Enemy more lovely than a Prince whom 
I had choſen for thee, and whoſe AﬀeQtions I had. expreſ- 
ly commanded thee to receive ? And if thou hadſt Eyes 
of the Difference there was between Ar /acomes 
and thee, hadſt thou none to conſider that without be- 
traying thy Father, and ſhamefully betraying thy ſelf, 
thou couldſt not match thy ſelf x the Enemy of thy 
Houſe, and to him who had baſely abandon'd his Father 
and his Country to their new Enemies, to compaſs his 
treacherous Practices againſt their old ones, and to ſeek 
that Revenge by his ſecret Conſpiracies, which neither 
he nor his — ever find in open War. While the 
King brought forth theſe Words, with many others of 
the ſame kind, I ſummon'd all my Courage to anſwer 
him, as he commanded me; and tho” I had oo _ 
to recolle& my ſelf, at laſt my Affection, m 
the ill Uſage I receiv'd, and the Reſolution 1 Taub. — 
ve me a Boldneſs that was not natural to me; and 


when the King had made an End of ſpeaking, charging 


me expreſly to reply, Sir, ſaid I, I would not open my 
Mouth for my Juſtifcation, if your Majeſty had not ab- 
ſolutely commanded me; but in my preferring Ar/aces 
before Ar/acomes, I can find no Cauſe at all to repent my 

ſelf. Arſacomes is born my Father's Subject, — 
never did me nor mine any conſiderable Service, nor 
have I ever ſeen any thing either in the Actions or Per- 


ſon of Tn which _ not to 1 oblig'd me to 
hate 
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hate him. Arſaces is born the greateſt Prince in the world, 
and born Prince of a thouſand Subjects more conſiderable 
than Ar/acomes; I owe to Arſaces the Life of the _ 
my Father, and my own ; the Queen, and /4-/a:-e 
himſelf, are indebted to kick for theirs, and a!i $1 thia 
for the better Part of its Tranquility; and in the Action 
and Perſon of Ar/aces I never ſaw any thing that ought 
not to oblige me to love him. 

If he be the Son of your Enemy, Sir, the Services he 
has done you, makes you ſufficiently to know how far 


he is from any of thoſe Thoughts you ſuſpect him of; if 


he had deſired the Ruin of your Kingdom, he would not 
have labour'd with the Loſs of his Blood for its Conſer- 
vation ; and if your Majeity's Life had been odious to 
him, he would not ſo viſibly have hazarded his own for 
its Defence. I alledge not to your Majeſty the Engage- 
ments we had to him, in the Perſon of the Prince my 
Brother ; the good Offices he did to him paſs not, in your 
Opinion, for Obligations; and tho' I were indebted to 
him for none but thoſe which are common to me and to 
your ſelf, for the Loſs of his Dominions, which he per- 
haps might have avoided, if your Service had not taken 
him up; and for the particular Proofs of Affection he has 
ſnewn me, I think that thoſe he has receiv'd from mine, 
will not paſs for ſhameful Crimes, and that I have con- 
fin'd them within ſuch Limits, that the Want of your 
Allowance is all the Fault can be objected againſt me. 

I have lov'd him enough to prefer him — a Sub- 
ject, before whom he would have heen moſt worthy to 
be preferr'd, though their Qualities and Obligations had 
beey equal. I have lov'd him enough to approve of his 
Services, waiting till ſuch Time as thoſe he daily render- 
ed you, ſhould diſſipate the Hatred you bore his Family, 
by the Example of the King his Father, in whom leſs 
important Services, in Spite of your inveterate Enmities, 
begot ſuch tender Aﬀections to the Prince my Brother; 
and in ſhort, I have lov'd him enough, to hope with 
Contentment, that after that Reconciliation, you would 
make Choice of him rather than of Ar/acomes, and rather 
than of any other Body that ſhould have an Ambition 
like that « his; but a have not lov'd him enough to 
: grant 
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t him any Favours that can make me bluſh, nor to 


give him either Promiſes, or Hopes to the Prejudice of 
what I owe unto your Majeſty. Though Ar/aces and I 


| were both at Liberty, I ſhould be ſſo much Miſtreſs of 


my Affection to bim, as to die rather than marry him, or 
go along with him without your Conſent ;- but if your 
Will would agree with my Inclination, I confeſs, Sir, 
that as much forſaken by Fortune, and as much diſpoſſeſt 
of his Dominions as he is, I would prefer him before all 
the Princes upon the Face of the Earth. At theſe laſt 


Words, the King was ſo enflam'd with Anger, that it 


was eaſy to obſerve it in his Face; and — 4 with 
his Foot as he roſe up from his Chair with a furious 
Action, And I ſwear by all the Gods, ſaid he, that J 
will quickly deprive thee of the Liberty of preferring him 
before any Body; and thy indiſcreet and diſloyal Affe- 
ion ſhall be more fatal to my Enemy, than all thoſe ill 
Deſigns he has agaiuſt me: Prepare thy ſelf for his Death, 
which I tell thee of my ſelf, as thou telleſt me of thy 
perfidious Tricks, and believe that the only Choice I will 
leave thee from hencelforward, ſhall be that of Ar/acomes 
living, or of Ar /aces in his Grave. If the Beginning of 


the King's Diſcourſe had not prepard me for theſe cruel 


Words, they were enough to have made me loſe my 
Senſes ; but as well refolv'd as I was, I had much ado 

keep my elf from falling into a Swoon, and ſinking 
into Cyllenia's Arms, who itreten'd them forth to receive 
me, ſeeing me change Colour, I look'd upon the King 
with a pitiful Eye, tho' it were animated with ſome Re- 
ſentment ; and ſtruggling againſt my Faintneſs, The Aſhes 
of Ar/ſaces, ſaid I, ſhall ever be dearer to me than the 
Perſon of /r/acomes ; and if ] muſt ſhut up my Hopes, 
and my Life it ſelf within this Tomb, I ſhall eſteem my 
Condition happier than if I were Poſſeſſor of all Europe 
with Arſacomes. Theſe laſt Words abſolutely took away 


all the Reaſon the King had left; and though my chieſeſt 


Deſires were bounded in Artaxerxes's Safety, I innocently 
procur'd his Ruin by theſe extraordinary Marks of my 
Affection. The King could hardly retain himſelf in the 
Violence of his Wrath; but modefating it by Thought 
of that Revenge he was preparing, he was content with 

K 3 . expreſ- 
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— hr Intention by ſurious Looks, and went out 
of my Chamber with a — which ſufficiently declar'd 
the Action he was going to do. 

I remain'd in an Exceſs of Grief, or rather in a mortal 
Agony, and all the Apprehenſion T had for Arſaces be- 
tore, was nothing in Compariſon of the Fears which 
then aſſaulted me. I knew the King's relentleſs Nature, 
and his Perſeverance in his cruel Reſolutions, and that 
put me into the 'moſt ſorrowful Condition you can poſ- 
ſibly imagine. Theomiris and Cyllenia knew not which 
way to comfort me, and I think without their Aſſiſtance, 
I ſhould have been reduc'd to very great Extremities : 
I every Moment fancied poor Arſaces either dead or dy- 
ing; and the King's harſh Threats had made ſuch an 
Impreſſion in my Mind, that *twas impoſſible for me to 
withdraw my I hou hts one Minute from that fatal Re- 
membrance. Oh! King of Scythia, ſaid I, if thou ac- 
compliſh thy horrible Reſolutions, thou mayſt well pre- 
pare thy ſelf for the Funerals of thine own Children; Be- 
renice Will not ſurvive poor Artaxerxes, and Oroondates 
will without queſtion die for Grief, when he ſhall bear 
that the Life of his Brother, for the Loſs whereof he had 
ſhed ſo many Tears, was preſerv'd only to fall under 
the Hands of the King bis Father I ſaid many other 

Things, whoſe Length makes me forbear to entertain 

you with them, and I tormented my ſelf on that Faſhio 
from the Morning when the King had viſited me, till i 
was almoſt Night. I did not believe he would ſo ſoon 
have gone on to the Execution of his Threatnings; and 
I thought that to put a Man of Ar/aces's Quality to 
Death, there had been need of longer Deliberation : 
But I was deceiv'd in my Opinion ; and tho' my Fears 
were violent, they were — of ſo long Continuance as I 
expected. It began already to grow late, when there 
was — Noiſe in in the — Court, and amidft a great 

ion of Voices, I heard the Name of 4r/aces . 

nounced ſeveral Times. 

At that reiterated Name, my mortal Fears were re- 
doubled, and I fell an ng into the moſt fatal Ap- 

prehenſion. Ar ſaces is dead (cry d I, throwing my ſelf 


off — my Bed) A, ſaces is dead, Couſin, and 12 | 
ouht 
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doubt this confuſed Noiſe is caus'd by the News of his 
Death. As I ſpoke theſe Words, I ran to tiſe Window 
which look'd into the next Court, where I faw a great 
many People got together, who, in Talking of 4-/aces, 
clap'd their Hands, and did Actions that ſufficiently ex- 
preſs'd their Aſtoniſhment. I then heard a Calling for 
Arms, and ſaw a great many of the Guard go out of the 
Palace in Haſte and Confuſion. All theſe Things con- 
firm'd me fin my Fears, and I was ſo affrighted, that I 
had not the Heart to open my Mouth, to aſk what the 
Matter was, In the End, the Court was almoſt empty, 
and for a Time there was a Silence as great as the Noiſe 
had been before it. Theomiris and Cyllenia laid me upon 
my Bed again, in a Condition little different from that 
of Perſons without Life. I had not the Leiſure to ex- 
= my Sorrow by any long Complaints ; for, before I 
d been a Quarter of an Hour upon my Bed, I heard a 
ſecond Noiſe in the Palace, much greater than the for- 
mer: It wrought the ſame Effect upon me the other had 
done ; I ran quite tranſported to the Window, where I 
heard the Officers of the Guard, and many others, cal- 
ling for Horſes with a Precipitateneſs which teftify'd their 
| Diforder. After I had remain'd a while in a Perplexity 
that cannot be expreſs'd, I faw Prince Carthafis, my Un- 
cle, come into the Court; by good Fortune he preſently 
caſt up his Eyes to our Window, and I no fooner faw 
that he look'd upon me, but I, by Signs, and by a be- 
ſeeching Geſture, begg'd a Viſit from him. As ſoon as 
he underſtood my Meaning, he came up the Stairs, and 
finding no Hindrance at my Chamber-door, by reaſon of 
his Quality, he enter'd immediately after. He was ac- 
quainted with all Matters that paſt, both by what he 
had heard from the King, and what I had confeſt to him 
my ſelf; nor had I any Cauſe to repent that he was pri- 
vy to them, ſeeing there were no Proofs of Affection I 
could deſire of him which he did not give me, in all 
manner of Encounters to his utmoſt Power. He had a 
particular Eſteem, and a ſtrong Affection for Ar/aces,. 
and I receiv'd no ſmull Aſſurance of it by his Action in 
coming toward me. © | | 
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I caſt my ſelf all in Tears into his Arms, but I had 
not open d my Mouth to aſk him the cruel News I ap- 
prehended, when to put me out of my Pain, he broke 
Silence firſt. - Madam, ſaid he, the King would have 
put Ar/aces to Death, but his Genius is more powerful 
than that of the Sexthians 3 and it is not under ſuch 
Arms as theirs, that ſuch a Man as he can fall. 

Theſe Words began to produce their Effect upon me, 
when my Uncle, not willing to let me ſufter any longer, 
Arſaces is eſcap'd, ſaid he, but he has made his Eicape 
like #r/aces, and he has appeared to the ingrateſul Scy- 
thiaus the ſame gallant Man that he appeared to the af- 
fectionate Scythians, when he fought ſo valiantly at the 
Head of them. They have found him as invincible a- 
gaink them, as againſt Arimbas, and the Tauro-Scythians ; 
and it they formerly have ſeen him win Battles by his 
ſole Courage in the Front of their Armies, they Jo. day 
have ſeen him alone and unarm'd, make Rivers of Blood 
run through the Stcets of their principal City, and with 
his Sword kewn out the Way unto his Safety, through 
the NMidſt of their ſtouteſt Troops. This News having 
juddenly reviv'd me, I appear'd very different from what 
I was a few Minutes before; and tho' I was little in- 
ſorm'd of the Truth of the Buſineſs, I found my ſelf well 
enough recover'd to enquire it of the Prince, and to hear 
the Relation of it very patiently. 

He told me what had palſs'd in Ar/aces's Eſcape, as it 
was reported by thoſe of his Guard which had ſeen the 
N and by thoſe that had ſeen the End of that 
Action; he made me often grow pale and trembling du- 
ring this Diſcourſe ; but when at laſt I heard, that after 
having done 'Things above the Power of Man, he had 
been ſuccour'd by Theodates, whom the Gods had mira- 
culouſly ſent him, and that with him he was gotten out 
of the Town, with little Probability that he could be 
overtaken by thoſe that were ſent in Purſuit of them, 
my greateſt Fears began to vaniſh, and I remain'd as 

uiet, and as well contented, as I could hope to be in 

— Adventure. Modeſty forbad me to expreſs my Sa- 

tisfaction to the full before my Uncle; but he ſaw it 

** enough in my "OP and might eaſily have af 
ceiv 
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ceiv'd in his Daughter's, if he had obſerv'd it, that ſhe. 
was not inſenſible at the News of Theodates's Arrival, 
and of the Share he had in the Deſliny of 4r/aces. Tho 
I conceal'd Part of my Thoughts from my Uncle, I made 
him acquainted with the reſt, not being willing to give 
him Cauſe by my Diſtruſt, to repent the Affection he 
ſhew'd me in a Seaſon when it might be prejudicial to - 
him. 
When I hadteſtify'd my Acknowledgment of that Fa- 
vour as much as poſſibly I could, I entreated him to be 
zone, for fear a long Viſit at that Time might be hurt- 
ul to him, and gain him the King's Jealouſy and Hatred. 
After his Departure, Theomiris and I diſcourſed of that 
laſt Accident; and when I had compared the Danger 
Arſaces had eſcap'd, with thoſe he might yet fall into, 
and the Rigor of his Impriſonment with that of his Ab- 
ſence, I thought my Condition a great deal better than it 
was before, and I beliey'd I ought to be much better 
pleas'd with my Fortune, than I had been at any 'Tune 
ſince my Reſtraint. I paſs'd that Night in leſs violent 
Diſquiets ; and tho' I found Cauſe enough of Affliction 
in being ſeparated from Ar /aces, I found Matter of Com- 
fort in his Liberty, and choſe much rather to have him 
abſent, than a Priſoner to the King my Father. Arſaces, 
ſaid I, will not forſake me, I am too certain that he 
loves me, to fear he will go away from me for ever; he 
by being out of the Way for the preſent, will avoid the 
evident Danger that threatens him, and without doubt 
will return to me as ſoon as he can be able to make uſe 
of my Brother's Aſſiſtance. Oroondates has lov'd him too 
perfectly, ever to abandon his Intereſts, and perhaps my 
Father's cruel Humour may one Day be appeas'd, by the 
Conſideration of his whole Family. 
Tus did I flatter my ſelf in my Diſcontents, while 
the * tranſported with Exceſs of Rage, not being 
able to bear the Aſfront he had receiv'd, with ſuch an 
Impatiency as nothing can repreſent. He baniſſid thoſe 
Guards for ever that had eſcap'd 4r/aces's Valour, and 
look'd upon the reſt with ſuch a Fury as put them all in- 
to a mortal Terror. What, faid he, has a ſingle Man in 
the Heart of my Dominions, in the chiefeſt of all my 
5 K 5 | Cities, 
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Cities, near my own Perſon, and in the midſt of all my 
Subjects, made his Eſcape from my juſt Indignation ; and 
are the Seythians fo cowardly as to quit the Paſſage to 
one Man alone, or ſo faithleſs as to open it of their own 
Accord to their King's chief Enemy ? He ſpoke theſe 
Words with many furious Actions, and grew ſo terrible 
to thoſe that were moſt familiar with him, that the 
Queen her ſelf durſt hardly venture to come near him. 
_ His Belief that I would be glad of the Diſcontent he 
had receiv'd by Arſaces's Deliverance, redoubled he 
Averſion he had receiv'd a —— ro 
to have diſch — of that Wrath upon me, whi 
beſore was him. He — law me, nor 
would ſuffer me wks ſeen but by very few ; yet about 
three Days after this Accident, I was viſited by the 
Queen, from whom I neither had expected nor deſir d 
that Honour. I was not fo a Diſſembler, as to make 
my Face ſhew a different Welcome from what my Heart 
afforded her ; but though I could not doubt that her 
Malice alone had brou Þ me into that Condition I then 
was in, I ftrove at | condd'26 pays that; in my own 
Chamber, ſome part of what was due to my Father's 
Wife. After the firſt Diſcourſes of a very forc'd Civility, 
Madam, faid ſhe, by rendring you this Viſit which I 
owe you, I ſhall without queſtion move the King to 
ſome Diſpleaſure againſt me, but I was willing to ha- 
zard that, to aſſure you that I am very ſenſible of what 
you ſaffer, and very ready to labour for your Redreſs as 
much as poſſibly I can. I am much oblig'd to your 
Goodneſs, anſwer'd I, but my Fear of the King's being 
diſpleas'd with you for it, could have made me wiſh — 
had not honour'd me with this Viſit. Stratonice, who 
had a great deal of Wit, took my Words in the ſame 
Senſe they were intended ; and ſhewing by a Smile, that 
the very well underitood my Meaning, I do not doubt, 
reply'd ſhe, but that you are angry with me, and that 
you ſuſpect I have done what I could to maintain Ar ſa- 
comes's Intereſt againſt Ar/aces. In this I am very ſor- 
ry I have been 5. ans d to thwart your Inclinations, 
but *tis a Proceeding that is both very natural, and very 
„ and you are too full of Reaſon to believe, * | 
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T ought to hold the Son of Darius, and my own Brother, 
in equal Conſideration. 
IT ſhould not have fallen upon this Diſcourſe, if the 
Queen had not begun it. But when I ſaw ſhe enter'd fo 
far into it her ſelf, I thought I might very well reply. 
It was not juſt, ſaid I, Madam, that you ſhould favour 
Arſaces with your Aſſiſtance, to the Prejudice of Ar/a- 
comes, neither did he demand it of you; but by the Ser- 
vice you had receiv'd from him, he had Reaſon to be- 
lieve you would not endeavour his Deſtruction, nor had 
J ever offended you fo much, as to imagine you ought to 
ſeek for mine. I have done nothing, added the Queen, 
that ſhould make you think I had an Intention to hurt 
7 ; nor did I perhaps ſeek your Diſadvantage, when 
labour d to make you prefer Prince Ar/acomes, before 
a Prince whoſe Birth and Merit indeed were conſidera- 
ble, but he was an Enemy to the King your Father, an 
Enemy to this State, and one to whom the Gods have 
left nothing of which his Anceſtors poſſeſs'd, If the 
Gods (reply'd I, with more Boldneſs than ordinary) 
have depriv'd Prince Artaxerxes of his Fore-fathers Em- 
Pire, they have left him Characters which all their An- 
ger cannot take away; they have left him a Sword that 
can recover his Dominions, as it hath defended ours ; 
and briefly, they have leſt him Marks of what he was, 
and what he ſtill is, which can ſuffer no Compariſon with 
any of my Father's Subjects: If he be the Son of our 
Enemy, tis of an Enemy that us'd the Prince my Bro- 
ther as the deareſt of his Children ; and if he be our Ene- 


my himſelf, he's an Enemy, Madam, without whom 


the King had not now been alive, without whom Ar/a- 
comes had not been alive, without whom both you and I 
had either been dead or Captives, and without whom 
perhaps this Kingdom had been loſt. 

The Queen was nettled, ſeeing me take Ar/aces's Part 
ſo ſharply ; and not being able to diſſemble it, after a 
Bluſh which appear'd in her Face, Your Affection to 
Arſaces, ſaid ſhe, gives you Thoughts in Favour of him, 
and to the Contempt of others, which would be very 
advantageous to him, if they were approv'd of by the 
King your Father; but it has pleas'd the Gods, his Mind

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ſhould be different from yours; and though he was not 
unſenſible of Ar ſaces's Services while he believ'd him to 
be his Friend, nor blind to the Knowledge of his good 

ities, yet was not his Opinion the ſame with yours, 
for the Choice of him whom he thought worthy to be 
your Servant. | 

That Ar/acomes whom you deſpiſe ſo much, was not 
ſo contemptible to him, but that he deſtin'd him to the 
Honour which you made Darius's Son to hope for, and has 
ſettled the Pardon of the Offence he believes he has re- 
ceived from you, in the Obedience you ſhall render him, 
in Favour of my Brother. ; 

The King (anſwered I, being vex'd to the very Heart 
at theſe Words) cannot deſtine - me to Ar/acomes without 
deſtining me to my Grave; and what Obedience ſoever 
T owe him, Death is able to give me a Diſpenſation. 
You ſhall not die (reply'd the Queen, riſing from her 
Chair) but Time will make you know what Maids of 
your Birth and Quality owe unto their Father, and un- 
to their King; and how great Difficulty ſoever you make 
of ſubmitting your ſelf to it, you underſtand your ſelf too 
well, directly to oppoſe the Will of yours. | 
 Afﬀeer theſe Words, and ſome other of a feigned Civi- 
Jity, ſhe went away, and left me ſo ill ſatisfy'd with 

her Converſation, that I was not ſettled again of all 
that Day. I paſo'd the next, and ſome others, in the 
fame Manner, till the Time we were viſited | with 4r- 
Laces and Theodates, Theomiris and I were in Bed toge- 
ther, and not; being able to ſleep, I was entertaining 
her with my ordinary Diſquiets, when Cyllenia (who 
took as little Reſt as we) heard a Knocking at the Grate 
of my Window. At firſt ſhe regarded it not, but find- 
ing it continu'd, ſhe leap'd out of her Bed, and coming 
cloſe to mine, told me of it, and aſk'd me what I would 
have her do: Altho' I did not abſolutely gueſs the Truth, 
and that I believ'd not Ar/aces to be in /Jedon, yet did 
I imagine it was to give me Notice of ſomething, that 
any Body came to my Window at ſuch an Hour, and in 
Conceit, I commanded Cyllenia to open it. She had no 
ſooner done ſo, but ſhe perceiv'd two Men on Horſe- 
back, one of which preſently call'd her by her — 
: an 
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and was known to her by his Voice to be Ar/aces. As 
ſoon as ſhe was certain of it, ſhe gave him not the Lei- 
ſure to diſcourſe with her, but running to my Bed-ſide, 
brought me the News, tranſported either with Joy or 
Aſtoniſhment. I was ſtrangely ſurpriz d at it, as you 
may well imagine ; and notwithſtanding the infinite De- 
fire I had to ſee Arſacex again, I could not hear he was 
ſo near his Enemies, without being extremely affrighted. 
I roſe with Theomiris, and each of us taking a Night- 
Gown, we went unto that Window, and made Cyllenia 
ſtay at the Chamber-door, for fear we ſhould be ſurpri- 
zed in that Converſation. I had no ſooner diſcover'd 
Arſaces, and his Friend, through that gloomy Night, 
but my Fear and my Affection ſharing my Soul between 


them, made me immoveable, and alſo inſenſible; but as 


ſoon as the two Princes knew us, they bowed down to 
their very Saddles, and having given us a Salute full of 
Reſpect, Arſaces breaking Silence firſt, Madam, ſaid 
he, Arſaces is yet per mitted to fee you again, and the Gods 
have ſaw'd this Priſoner, this condemn'd Man, this Fu- 
gitive, to reflore him a Sight which is a thouſand Times 
more dear to him than the Liberty they had taken, or tbe 
Life they would have taken from him. He would have 
gone on with this Diſcourſe as he had begun, if I had 
not interrupted him. Yes Ar/aces, ſaid I, you fee me, 
and I ſee you again; but tho' your Sight be as dear to 
me as you can wiſh, it cauſes greater Diſquiets in me, 
than thoſe your Abſence would make me ſuffer; and if 
you had lov'd me as you are oblig'd to do by the laſt 
Proofs of your Affection, you had kept my Heart from 
thoſe Terrors to which you now expoſe it. You doubt 
not that I was as much concern'd in your Safety as in my 
own; but you ought as little to doubt that I can fee 
you in the Danger into. which you precipitate your ſelf, 
without mortal Apprehenſions. What (purſued I with 
the ſame 'Tone) is 4r/aces in //tdon, and nder the Pa- 
lace- Window? Ar/aces, the ſole Ain cf the King's

He 


accompany d theſe with many other don A Words ; 
after which I receiv'd Theodates's Civilities, and gave 
him thoſe Welcomes that were due to his Quality, and 
to his Deſerts, and to the Offices he had done his 
Friend. I thank'd him — 4 as 
much Aeknowledgment as then 5 
would no longer rob him of the ſame Advanta 
enjoy d, but left him to entertain Theomiris wit — 
equal Liberty ; that Lady lov'd him, as the was oblig d 
by all manner of Confiderations ; but twas with fo 
—— Diſcretion and — that the ſevereſt Per- 
ſons could not have found any thing to condemn in her 
Affection. The Window at which we talk'd was fo 
low, that the two Princes being on Horſeback, could 
eaſily reach it with their Hand, and tho' it were grated, 
the Bars ſtood far without, that we could hear one ano- 
ther tho* we ſpoke but ſoftly, 
as well as the Light of the tars would ſuffer us. Aſter 
I had teftify'd to 4r/aces how ſenfible J had been of the 
Dangers he had run, and with what Joy I had receiv'd 
the News of his Eſcape, I told him all that happened to 
me ſince the Time I had not been able to write to him, 


and recounted all you have heard, as well about the 


taking of my Letters, as the King's cruel Threats, the 
Queen's Viſits, and all that I had ſuffer'd for his Sake. 
He was fo paſſionate at that Diſcourſe, that he had 
hardly Patience to let me finiſh it ; and in the Anſwers 


I had made to the King and Queen to his Advantage, as 


likewiſe in the Conſtancy I had ſhewn to favour him,

I have run; Ah! Pains that I have baer. br; — 
ouſly are you all rewarded ; and how enable is tho King 
of — ſhake ſo firm a Fortune as mine? Since my 
Princeſs judges me worthy of her Affection, and that in 
ſpite of ſuch cruel Rigours and Perſecutions ſhe perſe- 
veres to keep it for me, I henceforth. a nothing 
from the Power of Men, and my Happineſs is above the 
reach of all they can attempt againſt me. From this 
he fell into ſuch tender, ſuch affectionate Expreſſi- 
ons of Thanks, that it was hard to hear them, and to 
repent what one had done for him; and I redoubled his 
Contentment by all the Confirmations he could deſire of 
my Friendſhip. 
We then began ail together to conſult what was beſt 
to be done, and when we had ſeverally deliver'd our 
Opinions, my Deſign (added he) if it be permitted for 
a Perſon that is ſubjeR, and dependent to have a Deſign, 
is for ſome Days to enjoy the Happineſs which now is 
granted me, if I can do it without troubling and dif- 
— my Princeſs, and when I ſhall have obtain'd 
— my Love to be able to depart from her ſor ſome 
— and that by the ſettling of the King's Anger I 
may think my Paſſage will be a little freer, I'll go away 
to the Prince my Brother, to ſhow him the Face of him 
he hath ſo dearly loved, and to take Sanctuary with him 
againſt the Indignation of his Father. I hope for all 
Things from his Friendſhip, and he commands an Ar- 
my, which after him would be at my Devotion againſt 
the reſt of all Mankind. I ſhall have no other Enemy 
there but Ar/acomes, and if the Conſideration of Oroon- 
dates make me deter the Effect of my Reſentments againſt 
him, I am moſt certain I ſhall be before him in 
Oroondates's Friendſhip ; but if, without offending my 


dear Brother, I may be ſuffer'd to let them looſe, I ſhall 


find Ways enough to free my ſelf of a Rival, who hath 
made, 
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made, and who perhaps would yet make the greateſt 
of all my Miſeries; neither ought he to hope that 
can enjoy his Life, with his Ambition of ſerving Be- 
renice; and tho I fear not he ſhould be able to ſhake the 
Conſtancy of my Princeſs, I ought however to puniſh 
him for the Pains and Perſecutions he hath made her 
ſuffer. This was Ar/aces's Intention, part whereof I 
approv'd, and labouring to divert the Violence of the 
reſt, I would needs moderate his Spleen againit 4r/a- 
comes, by the Promiſe I made him, that all his Endea- 
yours ſhould never ſerve for any 'I hing but to make him 
the more odious to me. I will not trouble you, Brother, 
with all the Particulars of our Converſation, that Diſ- 

courſe would be too long, ſince it was not much ſhorter 
than the Night ; in brief, judging that the Day began 
to draw near, I diſmiſſed 4r/aces, after having confirm- 
ed him by all manner of Proteſtations, in the Hope he 
had of my Conſtancy; and after having given him leave 
ro take the ſame Opportunities for a like Entertainment, 
while he could ſtay at /zdon with any Safety. This 
Deſign was put in Execution, and I ſaw him many times 
in the ſame manner, without either being ſurpriz'd, or 

troubled by any Encounter; and Ar/aces, at my urgent 
Entreaties, was ſo careful to keep himſelf conceal'd, that 
his being at don was never ſo much as ſuſpected. In 
the interim the King was ſo extremely vex'd at the 
Shame he thought he had receiv'd, that his Diſcontent 
| moderated, or rather ſtifled all the Joy he ought to have 
receiv'd, for the happy Proceedings of my Brother's 
Army. He had heard of his Victory over Zopirio, and 
afterwards of the taking of many Towns, which either 
by force or gentleneſs he had brought under his obedi- 
ence ; but he had hardly appear'd any way ſenſible of 
thoſe Succeſſes, which in another Seaſon would have 
found him very ready to bear a part in the publick Joy. 
But he receiv'd no ſmall ſurcharge to his Affliction, when 
by an Expreſs that came from 4r/acomes, he heard how 
Prince Oroondates had left the Army, the Cauſe of his 
Departure being unknown to ever Body, as hkewiſe the 
Place whither he was gone.” He deliver'd him a Letter 


which my Brother had written to A-r/acomes, whereby 
| he 
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he refign'd the Army into his Command, and gave up 
into his Hand the Charge the King had impoſed upon 
him. Ihis News caſt the King into furious redoublings 
of his Anger, but it was raiſed to the Extremity, when 
that Meſſenger deliver'd him a Cabinet which my Bro- 
ther had forgotten, in which among many other Papers 
there had been found the Information Theodates gave 
him of the Life, Fortune, and Impriſonment of Ar- 
taxerxes. The reading of that Letter produc'd many 
ſeveral Effects in him, for if it made him judge that 
Oroconaates had till then been innocent of the treache- 
rous Deſigns whereof he accuſed Artaxerxes, it made 
him alſo believe that it was that Advertiſement that 
made him leave his Army, to go to that dear Friend, 
and to join with him againſt his Father's Service. Nei- 
ther was he without ſome Suſpicion, that Oroordates had 
cunningly left that Letter, to make it be believ'd that 
the Deſigns and Perſon of 4r/aces had been unknown to 
him, and to gain the more Facility by that Device, to 
c flect the Plots they had contrived together. But how- 
ſoever it were, the King could not fix upon any of theſe 
Opinions, without finding Cauſe to redouble his Wrath 
and Hatred againſt Artaxerxes, nor did he neglect any 
Thing that could ſerve toward his Revenge; and ſeeing 
that the Gods, or his ill Fortune had made him eſcape 
out of his Hands, he ſought out all the Ways to miſ- 
chief him that could fall into his Imagination. He caus'd 
many Maniſeſts to be drawn, and ſent into all the Quar- 
ters of his Kingdom, wherein he accuſed him of 'Trea- 
ſon, and of a Conſpiracy againſt his Life ; exhorted all 
his Subjects to endeavour his Deſtruction ; and the more 
ſtrongly to invite them to it, promiſed five hundred Ta- 
lents to whoſceyer ſhould bring him his Head. 'The 
News of this Cruelty and Malice of the King's, drave 
Al ſaces into Reſentments which were like to have made 

him go beyond thoſe Confiderations which till then he 
had preſerved towards his Perſon. Ah! (ſaid he) why 
muſt this barbarous Man be the Father of Berenice and 
Oroondates ; and why is it not permitted me to revenge 
with the Blood of ſo cruel an Enemy, the ingrateful 
Deſigns he has againſt my Life, and the —_— 
| wo 
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would do my Reputation ? ——— ——' 
ed again to hi , and repenting that poken 
them, ask'd me] Pardon, and proteſted he never 
would fall any more into thote violent Thoughts againſt 
my Father. And indeed till then, he endeavour'd to 
force himſelf to Patience, but he utterly loſt it, at the 
laſt Effects of the King's Indignation. 

How great Compliance foever the King had till then 
ſhewed to Stratonice, yet had he never d to marry 
me to Ar/acomes : and tho' he was driven to it by the 
Confiderations of his Love, and by the Queen's eternal 
Perſecutions, his Ambition, ard ſome remainder of his 
Aſſection to me, made him repugnant to that Alliance; 
| but when once he began to loſe the Hope of taking Re- 
| venge upon Ar/aces by any other Way, he overcame the 
| remnant of his Love to me, and believing he could not 
| aMict his Enemy more ſenſibly than by giving me to his 


Rival, he reſolv'd abſolutely upon the Marriage. He 
had heard there was nothing more to do in the Country, 
where He ſacomes was with his Army; and having deter- 
mined that he ſhould return with his Forces, he ſent an 
Expreſs to him, with Orders to bring him back, and 
with a Leiter which he wrote to him, Words where- 
of were to this Purpoſe ;

> INCE you are the only Man worthy of my Frierd- 
ſhip and of my Alliance, I intend that you ſhall have 
them both ; come therefore Arſacomes, to receive the Re- 
compence that enpects you, as well for the Services I have 
receivd from you, as for thoſe you have rendred Berenice: 
from henceforward ſhe ſhall be yours, and all the Difficul- 
ties you have found in winning her, Sall yield to the Au- 
therity of her Father, and of her King. | 


He 
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He ſhew'd this Letter to divers of the Court, and 
Publiſh'd his Reſolution to every Body, to the end Ar 
ces might come to hear of it, and feel the Sorrow he 


2 for him. He would needs alſo give me my 
hare of it, and the next Day after the — of 
that fatal Meflenger, he came into my Chamber, and 
bearing the Marks of his cruel Intention in his Fore- 
bead, put me into as great a Fear as I could poſſibly be 
capable of. He took not ſo much leiſure as to fit down 
for the ſhort Viſit he meant to make me, but looking 
upon me with a ſeverer Eye than ever he had done be- 
fore, Berenice ({aid he) hitherto I have been too favour- 
able to you, but you too unworthily abuſed my Indul- 
gence, therefore now know my laſt Intentions, and diſ- 
poſe your ſelf (once for all) to marry Ar ſacomes; I give 
you as much I] ime to reſolve upon it, as will be neceſ- 
fary for his Voyage hither ; but I declare to you, that 
he ſhall be your Husband from the very Day of his ar- 
rival. Tho' I was infinitely ſurpriz'd at this ſtrange 
Diſcourſe, yet did I call up all the Courage I had, to 
make reply to that ſevere Propoſition of the King's, and 
looking upon him with an Eye that was more animated 
than ordinary, I will obey you, Sir (faid I) to the laſt 
Minute of my Life ; but my Death I hope will be free 
from the Obedience I owe you. You ſhall have leave 
to die 1 wwe the King) if you prefer Death before Ar- 
facomes, you ſhall never obtain a more fayourable 
Election. He ſtay'd not for my Anſwer, but going out 
of the Room left me in the Condition you may judge I 
was reduced to by that cruel Threat: Truly it was a 
very lamentable one, and Theomiris and Cyllenia had 
never been more forrowfully employ'd. about me, than 
they were all the reſt of that Day. I would have diſ- 
ſembled my Grief to Arſaces, whom I was to ſee that 
Night, and I pray'd my Couſin not to tell him of that 
Viſit of the King's, but twas impoſſible for me to hold 
my Reſolution ; and as ſoon as ever I faw him, my 
Tears broke forth in ſuch abundance, that before I was 
able to ſpeak, he was but too well inſtructed in my Mis- 
fortune ; wherefore I was forc'd to confeſs it to him, 
after the Jears that had betray'd me, * 
| pected 
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ſomething more fatal, I was fain to tell him all 
I knew, both of the King's Meſſage to Ar/acomes, and 
of the cruel] Command I had receiv'd from his own 
Mouth. Ar/aces never appear'd ſo terrible to me as at 
that killing News, and J do not wonder his Enemies 
ſhould think him ſo dreadful in Fight, fince in the anger 
I ſaw him at that time, I could not but be afraid of him 
my ſelf. Yet did he all that poſſibly he could to maſter 
it before me, and when he had a little conquer'd that firſt 
Fury, which made him fly into an Extremity of Rage 
againſt the King's violent Procecding, and that he had 
kept Silence for a few Moments; *T'is too long deferr'd 
(added he) A. ſacomes muſt die, and the Blood of that 
unworthy Favourite muſt pay for the King's Tyranny, 
and for his own. Oppoſe not this juſt Reſolution, Ma-. 
dam, with unjuſt Commands; my Obedience in this 


Encounter would be Cowardice, and in- the Extremity 


we are now reduc'd to, I ought to be exempted from it. 
The King doth but vainly prepare a Marriage for him, 


to which he has unworthily pretended ; neither am I ſo 


forſaken of the Gods or Men; no nor of my own Cou- 
rage, which hitherto hath ſerved me faithfully enough, 
but that I can make that Rival fall at the Head of his 
Army. The King of Scythia perhaps ſhall find that the 
Remembrance of A. ſaces is not yet extinguiſh'd in the 
Court of Sqtbia, and I hope it ſhall be with his own 
Forces that Ill oppoſe his unjuſt and tyrannical Defigrs. 
Theſe were 4r/aces's Words, and I ſaw him ſo fx'd 
upon that Reſolution, that I had not the Confidence to 
oppoſe it with all the Power I had over him. Yet did 
I ftrive to pacify him as much as poſſibly I could, and 
alledg'd all the Reaſons I thought capable to divert his 
Purpoſe. I lov'd not Blood, and could have wiſh'd to 
be rid of 4r/acomes otherwiſe than by his Death; and 
beſiges, I ſaw ſuch great and manifeſt Dangers to 4r/aces 
in that Enterprize, that it was hard to hope for a fa- 
vourable Iſſue of it. I repreſented it to him as well as 
I was able, and endeavour'd to touch him by the Conſi- 
deration of my Fears for the evident Peril of his Life. 
He having ever been very ready to comply with my 
Entreaties, ftrove to appear more moderate, and having

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proteſied he would make his Inclinations yield to mine 
as much as he could poſſibly, he left me in ſome Belief 
that ] had obtain'd what I defir'd of him. I paſt the 
reſt of that Day in thoſe Diſquiets which that Uncer- 
tainty cauſed in me ; but in the Night, at the Hour 
when J expected him, I only receiv'd a Letter by 
ew og 7heodates's Servants, the Words whereof were 
thele : | 


Arſaces to the Princeſs Berenice. 


Depart, Madam, fince my Honour, fince my Repoſe 
I wwill not ſuffer me to remain longer near you, and per- 
haps I hall not return to you again, till I am freed of a 
Rival, and reveng'd of an Enemy: Remember your faith- 
ful Arlaces ; and if it pleaſe the Gods be die in this Enter- 
prize, ſuffer him not to die alſo in your Memory. 


The Reading of theſe Words did infinitely augment 
my Grief, and put me again into my former Apprehen- 
lions. I began to be aMiQted for his Abſence, and to 
tremble for the Dangers into which he was going to ex- 
poſe himſelf. What hkelihood is there (ſaid I to Theomi- 
is and Cyllenia) that he can attempt to kill Ar/acomes at 
the Head of his Army, without periſhing himſelf in 
the Deſign ? Ah! without doubt, Couſin, we ſhall never 
lee him more, and his Deſpair will make him ſo far to 
neglect the Means of his Safety, that he by his own 
Ruin will ſecure the Pretenſions of 4r/acomes. 
I afiicted my ſelf on this manner, notwithſtanding all 
the Conſolations I receiv'd from Theomiris, and could 
never be cured of my Fears during all the time he conti- 
nued in that Journey. But, Brother, I think I am at 
the End of the Recital you demanded of me, and if 
you deſire to know the wonderful Events of Ar/aces's 
Voyage, you may learn them much better from himſelf 
than me, who am little capable of relating ſuch Adven- 
tures as thoſe you are going to hear from him. It is 
juſt, fair Princeſs (replied Arſaces) that I ſhould eaſe 7 
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of that Pains, and yon, out of your Goodneſs, have 
given me reſt to be able to finiſh this Narration. 
| /aces held his Peace at theſe Words, and when he had 
thought a while of the Diſcourſe he was to make, he 
proceeded in theſe Terms : 

As ſoon as I had left the Princeſs, and that I was re- 
tired with Theodates, I made that dear Friend acquainted 
with my Reſolution of departing the next Night, to go 
to Arſacomes, and either give him his Death in the mid- 
dle of his Troops, or put an End, by my own, to all 
the Pains to which I faw my ſelf condemned. Theodates 
was amaz'd at that Deſign, but he argued not much 
againſt it, and only told me he would run my Fortune, 
and that into what Peril ſoever I expoſed my ſelf, he 
never would forſake me while he liv'd : Theſe tender 
Proofs of his Friendſhip, did infinitely redouble mine, 
and not having the Power to refuſe his Company in ſuch 
an Enterprize, eſpecially ſeeing there was no more Safe- 
ty for him in Maden than for me, and that in what Part 
of Sythia ſoever he could be, his Abode would til] be 
h becauſe beſides what he had done to favour 
my Eſcape, the Letter which had come to the King's 
Eye, and which was known to be his Hand, had ex- 
ceedingly aggravated his Diſpleaſure againſt him, I con- 
ſented to let him go along with me, and expoſe himſelf 
with me to all the Dangers which in Probability we 
went to encounter. 205 a 

That Day we gave order to rms, and 

Horſes, — Things 2 were moiſt wee 
vs; but we would take no other Company along with 
us, except Criton, who had already well iecover'd his 
Wounds, Theodates's Squire, and two of his Servants 
to take care of our Horſes and Arms, believing that a 
greater Train would but make our Paſſage the more dif- 
ficult, and the more eaſily diſcover us. I wrote thoſe 
few Words to my Princeſs which ſhe repeated to you, 
and tho her Abſence was the greateſt Misfortune I was 
ſenſible of in that Attempt, yet would I go away with- 
out ſeeing her for fear ſhe ſhould oppoſe my Intention 
aviti her abſolute Authority. 


1 
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I gave my Letter into the Hands of a Servant 
of Theodates ; and when a good part of the Night was 
ſpent, we took Horſe, and going out of the Town, put 
our ſelves into a Way that was not unknown to thoſe 
that attended us. By good Fortune we had no River to 
paſs that 1 nor no Town in our Paſſage 
which we could not avoid, ſending only Theodates's. Ser- 
vants through them, to buy ſuch Proviſions as we need - 
ed. This did much facilitate our Voyage, and we per- 
form'd it without any Encounter that was able to croſs 
our Purpole. | 

But before we came to the Army, Itiought fit to diſ- 
cover the Bottom of my Deſign to Theodates ; and to 
that End, Do not believe, ſaid I, that my Reſolution 
proceeds totally from my Deſpair, and that my Enter- 
prize (for all it is ſo hazardous) is without ſome Beam of 
Hope, grounded upon a great deal of Reaſon. The 
Army now under A, ſacomes, is the ſame you know that 
I commanded againſt the Tauro-Scythians, in the Coun- 
try of the Agatirfiars, and afterwards againſt Arimbas ; 
'twas with it we obtain'd ſome Victories againſt the 


King of Scythia's Enemies; There is no Commander - 
among thote Troops whom I have. not oblig'd by ſome 


particular Courteſy ; there is hardly any Soldier whoſe 
Face and Name is not known to me, and never did any 
General receive more Teſtimonies of Affection from his 
Men, than I from them, while we march'd together. 

This Remembrance makes me hope for Favour 
amongſt them, tho' I ſhould come to be ſo unfortunate, 
as to have ill Succeſs in my Deſign againſt Ar/acomes's 
Perſon ; and for all he is their General, perhaps he will 
have much ado to find more Friends than I among them. 
You have Reaſon to believe it, anſwer d Theodates, and 
as I can aſſure you, that your Memory is ſtill dearer to 
them than you can imagine; I can alſo tell you, that by 
reaſon of Ar/acomes's Pride, and of Tis haughty Car- 
riage, all the Soldiers and all the Officers have a great 
Averſion to him; and I am confident they never ſub- 
mitted to his Command without a great deal of Un- 
willingneſs,

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Theſe Words of Theedates redoubled my Hopes, and 
in the mean Time we advanc'd toward the Army, with 
as much Speed as the Compaſſes we were fain to take 
would ſuffer us, and we found it ſooner than we expect- 
ed. The King's Meſſenger had made very great haſte, 
and had been arriv'd there many Days; and A4-/acome:, 


who with ſuch lofty Hopes had receiv'd ſo pleaſing an 


Order, had rais'd his Camp from the Banks of Bori/?- 
henes, and was returnin * aon, with as long 
Marches as he could. "Tre, by 8 from the King, 
had left Five or Six Thouſand Men upon the Frontier, 
which he had put in Garriſon in ſome of thoſe Towns 
that had been recover'd, and the reſt of the Army was 
about Eighteen or Twenty Thouſand. 

It was along the Bank of the River Hypanis that we 
ſaw the firſt Battalions march, and riding with our Bea- 
vers down, we paſſed without doubt, among the firſt that 
ſaw us, for Horſemen of their Army; we wore nothing 


upon our Arms that could diſcover our Quality, they 


were very good, but not enrich'd with any Ornament 
that could make them be taken Notice of; and we had 
made Choice of ſuch, that we might have the Liberty 
of paſſing every where with leſs Danger of being known. 
I had we no particular Order about my Deſign, but 
had only reſolv'd to lay hold of the firſt Occaſion For- 
tune ſhould offer me to fight with Ar/acomes, or kill 
him if I could do it upon even Terms, and without any 
Baſeneſs ; but ſez how ſhe behav'd her ſelf in that Ad- 
venture, and admire her Capriciouſneſs in one of the 
ſtrangeſt Events you ever heard. 

One Part of the Army was already paſſed, TOY I 
ſaw Arſacomes appear at the Head of a good Number of 
Commanders, among which I knew the good old Cleore- 


fees, Leotaris, and ſome other of thoſe Friends I had grea- 


teſt Confidence in. He was compleatly arm'd (as you 
know it is the Cuſtom among the Scythrans, never to go 
without their Arms upon a March, or paſſing upon any 
Duty of their Command) but his Beaver was up, and 
he was eaſy to be known by many other Marks. As 
ſoon as ever I ſaw 'twas he, my Reſentments awaken'd 


in ſuch Manner, that I no longer was Maſter of 8 
an 
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and tho in Appearance I could not take a more unſeaſon- 


able Time for my Satisfaction, I was not capable of all 


neceſſary Conſiderations ; and moreover, I believed, that 
in the Extremity I was reduc'd to, and in the Nature of 


the Cauſe that moy'd me, I could not ſtand conſidering ; 


nor ſeek Ways to facilitate my Enterprize, and be cauti- 


- ous of my Safety, without Cowardiſe. In this Conceit, 


turning toward Theodates, Dear Theodates, ſaid I, I can 
no longer defer the Execution of my Deſign ; ſtir nat 
till you ſee I have need of your Aſſiſtance, and then do 
what you ſhall think convenient. I hearken'd not to 
what Theodates alledg*d, to diſſuade me from my raſh 
Intent; but advancing towards Ar/acomes, I drew near 
him without any Difficulty. I ſaluted him, bowing to 
my Saddle Bow, and ſpeaking to him without putting up 
my Beaver, Sir, ſaid I, may I have a Word or two with 
you in private, to inform you of a thing of great Impor- 
tance for the King's Service ? Ar/acomes accus'd me of 
Unmannerlineſs or Folly, for having ſpoken to him 
without diſcovering my Face ; and looking upon me 


with an arrogant Faſhion, he aſk'd me who I was. You 


ſhall know, Sir, anſwered I, and with my Name, ſha/l 


alſo learn the Buſineſs I have to impart to you, if you 


leaſe to withdraw about an hundred Paces from this 
888 that is about you. With theſe Words I turn'd 
my Horſe, and rode toward the Place whither I defir'd 
to draw him; and tho' they that were preſent would 
have perſuaded him not to follow me, and told him that 
by ſo doing he would injure his Dignity, yet being (as 
indeed he was) valiant, and defirous of Glory, he be- 
liev'd that Diſtruſt would ſhew a Want of Spirit: In that 
Opinion he commanded them to march on, and forbid- 
ding them to follow him, he came galloping after me, 
and paſſing by the Place where I had ſtop'd, went five 
or ſix hundred Paces from his Men. I overtook him in 
an Inſtant, and he turning toward me as ſoon as I drew 
near, Speak, now, ſaid he, you are at Liberty, and ſince 
no Body over-hears thee, tell me who thou art, and what 
thou haſt to communicate to me for the King's Service, 
I thought I might ſatisfy part of his Demand, by letting 
him ſee my Face ; and tor that Purpoſe, thruſting up the

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Beaver of my Caſk, Lam Arſaces, anſwered I, and by that 
Name alone thou may'ſ learn all I have to ſay to thee. 
Arſacomes was ſo ſurpriz'd at theſe Words, and at the 
unexpected Sight of my Face, that for all he had a great 
deal of Courage, he chang'd Colour, and appear'd as 
immoveable as a Statue. I would not take Advantage 
of his Amazement, but to give him Leiſure to recover it, 
Come to thy ſelf again 4r/acomes, ſaid I, and know him, 
whom neither the Kingof Scythia's Ingratitude, nor thine, 
hath been able to ruin. I live till in ſpite of his Or- 
ders, and in ſpite of thine ; and I live to diſpute Bere- 
nice with thee : Endeavour to defend thy Pretenſions with 
thy Life, and make thy ſelf worthy by that Action, of 
what neither thy Birth nor thy Services have been able 
to merit. Thou canſt never hope to poſſeſs her quietly 
while Arſaces is alive, and thou oughteſt to diſpatch him 
out of the World, if thou wilt free thy ſelf of a more 
fortunate Rival, and of an irreconcileable Enemy. My 
Birth is now well enough known to thee, to believe 
thou ſhalt not wrong thy Dignity by this Combate, nor 
is there ſo little Honour to be gotten with Ar/aces, but 
that thou mayeſt reckon this Encounter as one of the 
molt glorious of thy whole Life. By theſe Words, I 
| Rrove to draw him to a greater Diſtance from his Troops, 
yet he would go but very little further ; and having 
ſettled himſelf while I was ſpeaking, after he had look- 
ed upon me with a more reſolute Countenance than be- 
| fore, Yes, ſaid he, I am ready to diſpute Berenice with 
thee ; and ſince thou haſt eſcap'd the Juſtice of the King 
ber Father, I ſhall be glad to revenge his Quarrel, and 
make my Sword the Inſtrument of that Death which thou 
oughteſt to have ſuffer'd for the Defence of thy Coun- 
try. This cruel Reproach, to which I ſaw my {elf un- 
happily expos'd, rais'd my Anger to the higheſt Pitch, 
and ſeeing that Arſacomes put his Hand to the Hilt of his 
Sword without moving any further, I drew mine with 
all the haſte I could, and making it glitter in his Eyes, 
22 ſhew'd him that to give me my Death was not 
o eaſy a Matter as he imagin'd. I beliey'd I had not 
much Time to ſatisfy Revenge, and that I ſhould ſoon 
have part of the Army upon me ; wherefore defiring to 
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orten that Combate with an extraordinary Haſte, I 


| flew at Ar /acomes with more Fury than Judgment, and 


with two fortunate Blows gave him two Wounds, one 
in the Body, the other in the right Arm, which diſabled 
him to fight, and put him in ſuch Diſorder, that ruſhing 


fiercely againſt him at the ſame Time, I threw him 


headlong out of his Saddle upon the Ground. 'Tho' the 
Sight of our Combate had already made a good many of 
thoſe that beheld it come running to us, I had 
Time enough to have ſlain A-r/acomes, if I had had a 
Mind to it ; but how great Intereſt ſoever I had in his 
Death, I was not able to give it him, being he was no 
longer in a Condition to defend himſelf ;; and ſeeing 
ſome of the Officers of the Army come thundring at me, 
I advanc'd a little toward them, with a Purpoſe to make 
my ſelf known, and with a Hope to moderate their Re- 
ſentments by the Sight of my Face. I found more Fa- 
Cility in it than I expected, by the Prudence of Theodates, 
for he no ſooner had ſeen them ſtir, but caſting off his 
Helmet, and ſhewing them his bare Head, he made to- 
ward them with all poſſible Speed, crying, O Cleoreſtes, 
O Leotaris, whither run you? Tis Arſaces your Gene- 
ral, and your beſt Friend. 

The Name of Arſaces often reiterated, ſlacken'd their 


Speed, and turning toward him that ſpoke it, they knew 


him to be Theodates, to whom they bore a particular Re- 
ſpect and Affection. They were ſeiz d with a marvellous 
Aſtoniſhment, when I coming up to them with my Sword 
in my Hand, and my Head quite unarm'd, Do you 


come (cry'd I) dear Friends, to take away the Life of 


Arſaces ? If it be ſo, I refuſe not Death, nor can I re- 
ceive it from more welcome Hands, than thoſe of my 
ancient Friends, and of my valiant Companions. Theſe 
Words, and the Sight of my Face, ſtopp'd them ſhort at 
firſt, and put them into a wonderful Irreſolution ; but 
within a while after, they made all other Confiderations 
yield to their Affection, and putting up their Swords, 
they came to me with an Intention very different from 

that which before had drawn them. 
This Accident had ſtaid the March of the Army, and 
all the Officers leaving * Places, with part alſo of 
2 the 
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the Soldiers, ran thronging to that Spectacle ; but the 
Name of Ar/aces which ſpread from one to another thro' 
the whole Army, preſently ſtilled all their Reſentments, 
and wakening in them the Remembrance of the ardent 
Love they had borne me, they ran all about me, to take 
my part againſt Ar ſacomes's Servants, and particular 
Friends. Cleoreſtes was the firſt who finding the Affe- 
Etion of the Soldiers, and incited to it by his own, got 
before all the reſt, and cried, Long live our General 
Arſaces, and may his Enemies periſh. Leotaris ſecond- 
ed him in his Cries, and in his Action, and immediate- 
Iy the Name of Ar/aces ecchoed through all the Plain. I 
was almoſt overturn'd with the CrouT of Officers, and 
Soldiers, ſome aſk'd to ſee their General Ar/aces, and 
ſome preſſed to ſalute me. I ftretch'd forth my Hands 
and embraced them one after another ; and calling them 
by their Names, I made them ſee I had dearly preſer- 
ved their Remembrance. By little and little I was en- 
compaſſed by the whole Army, and was fain to go all 
about without my Caſk, and to ſhew my ſelf to thoſe 
that were fartheit off, who with loud Cries demanded 
the fight of their General. Never was there any 
Change of this Nature ſo ſudden, nor ſo wonderful as 
that, and all that my moſt affectionate Friends could 
have wiſh'd to my Advantage, would not have come 
near to what Fortune did for me in that Encounter. In 
the ſame Place where a few Minutes before I had been 
alone againſt an Enemy that commanded a powertul 
Army, I ſaw my ſelf triumphant, I faw my ſelf ador'd, 
and I ſaw my ſelf abſolute over twenty thouſand Men, 
Whoſe Arms and Lives were at my Devotion. Let A.- 
faces (cried they conſuſedly) take the Command of us 
again, and let him lead us over all the World to ſerve 
him, we'll obey no Body but him, and his Enemies 
mall be ours. Only Ar/acomes's Friends and Servants 
terrified with this Alteration, too weak to ſhew how they 
reſented it, and perhaps being in fear of their Lives, ot- 
fer'd not to come near me; but in all that Confuſion I 
was not forgetful of my Maſter, and being very confident 
he was not dead, I prayed Cleoreſes, it they had not 
cone it already, that he would cauſe him to * 
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from the Place where he was, and make as careful En- 
dea vours be uſed for his Recovery, as I could have deſired 
for my own. Aſter I had given this Order, I entreat- 
ed thoſe that ſtood near, to afford me alittle Audience, 
and having obtained Silence with much ado, I ſpoke to 
the principal Officers who came round about me, and to 
as many of the reſt as were within hearing: My dear 
and generous Friends (ſaid I) you by whom alone the 
Name of Ar/aces has gain'd all the Honour it can boaſt 
of, you by whom I am now alive, and briefly, you to 
whom with my Glory, and with my Life, I owe all, 
and will acknowledge all ; I ſhould be unworthy of this 
Affection which is my chieſeſt Happineſs, if I eould a- 
buſe it, and if I ſhould make uſe of your Goodneſs for 
the defence of an unjuſt Quarre!, and a Quarrel wherein 
you your felves had not ſome Intereſt. That which you 
had done for the King of Scyt4ia, and that which I had 
done for him with your Aſſiſtance, was not ſo inconſide- 
rable, that inſtead of Recompences he ſhould give us 
Shackles, he ſhould give us Puniſhments ; and that af- 
ter having unworthily wrong'd your General in his Per- 
ſon and in his Reputation, after having made him lan- 
guiſh in a hard Captivity, he ſhould ſend him Executi- 
oners cruelly to tear away that IL.ife which he ſo often had 
prodigally hazarded for his, and for the Defence of his 
Dominions. *Tis true, my Birth had made me crimi- 
nal in his Opinion; and if your Thoughts are not more 
nerous than his, it will likewiſe make me ſo in yours; 
but though I ſhould endanger this Life which I hold 
from you, I can no longer be able to diſſemble the Truth, 
and into what Neceſſity ſoever I can be reduced, I ne- 
ver will require Services from Perſons to whom I am 
not known. It is true, my Friends, if you can be ſo 
after my Declaration I make to you, it is I heretofore 
was Artaxerxes the dear Brother, and the faithful Friend 
of your Prince Oroondates; but Darius's Son, and Ma- 
theus's Enemy ; you are not 1gnorant what my Fami- 
ly and I have done againſt you ; but if you have found, 
that in what I have done for this Kingdom at the Head 
of you, I have preſerv'd the Hatred of an Enemy, I 
fhall not think it ſtrange if you follow the Example of 
L 3 your 
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your King; and if according to the Intention he had to 
do ſo, you take away a Life which you have newly gi- 
ven me, nor had I kept it hitherto but in hope to reco- 
ver, by your Aſſiſtance, part of that Honour, and part 
of that Empire which I loſt while I was fighting here 
for yours ; but I am only to blame to fay I kept my 
Life only for that, no my valiant Fellow Soldiers, I. 
kept it alſo for Berenice ; and if my being in this Coun- 
try has been any way advantageous to the Scythians, they 
owe it to the Love I bear their Princeſs, I ſerved her in 
ſerving you, ſhe has been pleas'd to approve my Servi- 
ces, and I thought I had rather merited her, than that 
ignominious Death the King would give me ; but while 
he ſends me Poiſon, and preſents me with a Dagger to 
be my own Executioner, he alſo takes Berenice from me 
to beſtow her upon 4r/acomes, and 'tis by that way 
alone he deprives me of a Life which I defended in 
ſpite of all his Jailors, and his Hangmen. He in favour 
of that Favourite, cruelly forces the Inclinations, and 
unnaturally impriſons the Perſon of that Princeſs, as he 
not long ago did the Perſon of your Prince, and by that 
Violence had driven the miſerable Arſaces, either to find 
a Death in the midſt of all your Swords, or to kill Aa- 
comes at the Head of all his 'Troops, and to demand of 
thoſe very Troops the Happineſs which his Enemies un- 
juſtly would rob him of. Behold, dear Friends, what I 
cught to fear, and what I cught to hope for from you ; if 
you will have me live as Arſaces, I demand Berenice of 
you; and if you will have me die as Artaxerxes, I free- 
ly offer you my Breaſt, and deſire not to conſerve that 
ife againſt your Wills, for which I muſt confeſs my ſelf 
indebted to you. I had not made an end of theſe Words, 
when there aroſe a confuſed Noiſe amongſt the Soldiers, 
whice at firſt might have been enough to beget Fear in 
a Perſon that had been much in love with his Life, but 
J had not the Leiſure to be ſtrucken with it, for I pre- 
{ently underſtood the Reſolution of all that Multitude. 
The Recital of this Adventure is indeed ſhameful to the 
King of Scythia, ſince among ſo many thouſand Men, of 
mean and obſcure Birth, there were none whoſe Thoughts 
were not more full of Gratitude than his, and Mn ole 
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Knowledge of my real Quality was able to blot out the 
Remembrance of the Obligations they believ'd they had 
to me. Let him be Ar/aces (cried they) of let him be 
Artaxerxes, he is ſtill our General, he is the Friend, he 
1s the Brother of our great Prince, we have no more 
War now againſt the Perſians, and we are ſo much the 
more oblig d to Prince Artaxerxes, if for all he is a 
Perfian, he has given us ſuch Teſtimonies of Affection, 
as we never receiv'd from any of our own Country- men. 
Let him lead us (faid they preſently after) whither his 
Intereſts call him, let him lead us to the Conqueſt-of Be- 
renice, and to the Revenge of thoſe high Wrongs he has 
receiv d, we'll ſerve him without any Diſtinction of Ene- 
mies, and will never put any Difference between his and 
ours. Theſe Words and many others that were to the 

ſame Senſe were often repeated through the whole Camp, 
and by a thouſand reſounding Cries,” and a thouſand 
extraordinary Actions, all the Commanders, and all 
the Soldiers, teſted that they longed for nothing 
ſo earneitly as ne Occaſion of going to fight for my 

Quarrel. | | 
I carnot but acknowledge that I felt an exceſſive Joy 
at ſo favourable an Event: 1 could not keep my ſelf from 
having great Reſentments againſt the King, who aſter 
his unworthy Uſage of me, and the cruel Deſign he had 
ſhew'd to take away my Life in an ignominious manner, 
had ſet my Head at a Price, and ran to all the Extremi- 
ties againſt me, that are wont to be uſed againſt the ba- 
ſeſt Malefactors, and againſt the greateſt Traitors to a 
Kingdom. This Remembrance thruſt me upon the De- 
ſign of revenging my ſelf againſt him with his own Arms, 
and of making him know that a Prince diſpoſſeſs'd of 
his Dominions, was not yet ſo weak, nor ſo forſaken, 
but that he could in the Heart of his Territories, deſtroy 
that Peace which he himſelf had ſettled. My Love 
join'd it ſelf to my Anger with a more abſolute Power, 
and my deſire of Revenge was nothing near fo ſtrong, 
as that of obtaining Berenice; I was deſirous therefore, 
for the Satis faction of both, to make uſe of the Happi- 
neſs that offered it ſelf to me, and thought I ought not 
to neglect a Fortune, which I ſhould never recover again 
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while I liv'd, if I ſhould ſuffer it to eſcape ; with this 
Intent, ſhewing a more chearful Countenance to the 
Commanders and Soldiers than before, Generous Friends 
(ſaid I) I know not how to oppoſe the Effects of 
your Goodneſs, nor refuſe the advantageous Offers you 
make me; ſince you defire it, I entitle you to my 
Intereſts, and with a Confidence like that of yours, 1 
put my Life and Fortune into your Hands; I henceforth 
will acknowledge nothing but from you, and fince you 
are pleaſed I ſhould again take up the Honour I had 
heretofore amongſt: you, I obey, with a Proteſtation that 
I never will abuſe it while I live, and that demanding 
nothing of you but a Miſtreſs, I will always own you 


for my Maſters and for my Protectors. 


After theſe Words, I rode about every where amongſt 


| them, and as I received the Oath which the Officers vo- 


luntarily made to me, I embraced them, and almoſt all 
the Soldiers after them. 'This Ceremony being ended, 
I fell into great Expreſſions of Kindneſs to Cleoreſtes, Leo- 
taris, and the reſt of my particular Friends; and Theo- 
dates, who was extremely belov'd and much confidered 
amonglt them, receiv'd a thouſand Civilities from them, 
and a thoufand Praiſes for the Affection he had ſhew'd to 
me, we encamp'd that Day in that very Place, and that 
Situation appear'd very commodious for a ſtay of three 
or four Days, which was not unneceſlary, to deliberate _ 
about the managing of my Affairs. In the mean time 
Arſacomes was in his Tent, attended as if he had been in 


his better Fortune; his Wounds were found to be neither ; 


great nor dangerous, and the Chirurgeons promis'd his 
Cure in a few Days ; he wanted nothing but Liberty, 
which in that Condition would have been uſeleſs to him, 
and my Friends knowing how highly it concerned me 
to keep him faſt, had taken Care to ſet Guards upon 
him. They judg'd with Reaſon that I could not ſecure 
my ſelf of Berenice, but by keeping Ar/acomes ; and 
that as long as he was in my Power, the King could not 
force Berenice to marry. him. Within a few Days, 
though he was not abſolutely cured, yer was he able 
to endure a Litter, and I heard by thoſe that waited on 
him, that his Captivity was his moſt ſenſible Diſcon- 
| | dent. 
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tent. How great Intereſt ſoever I had to keep him, I 
ſcorned to make uſe of that Advantage which I held 
from Fortune, and fince he had eſcaped my Sword, L 
believed my ſelf oblig'd in Honour, to reſtore him a 
Liberty, which he had loſt only by the Defection of 
his Army. To this Conſideration I added, that if he 
was generous he would remember my Carriage toward. 
him, and that as I had not abus'd his Captivity to con- 
cern Berenice, ſo neither would he perhaps abuſe his 
Liberty to take her from me. All my Friends, and 
Theodates himſelf oppoſed my Intention, and judg'd it 
contrary to the Laws of Prudence ; but they were not, 
able to ſhake my Reſolution, and after having pray'd 
them to give me leave in this Encounter which con- 
cern'd no Body but my ſelf, to make uſe of-the Power 
they had given me, I went to Ar/acomes, whom I had 
not ſeen fince he was wounded. 

Although the Power I had over him, ſtifled all my 
Anger, I could not ſee hun without being moy'd,. and 
I objerv'd he changed Colour at my coming in; but 
not defiring any long Converſation with him, I quick- 
ly told him the Cauſe of my Viſit, and took away all 
thoſe Apprehenſions he might have had. Ar/acomes 
(ſaid I) T come not hither to reproach you with the 
Injuries you have done me, F endeavoured to revenge 
them by a way which you have eſcaped, and all others 

were too diſhonourable for me to uſe. I will not take 
any Advantage againſt you, by what the Army have 
done in favour of me, and when you are well enough 
to endure a Journey, you ſhall be free to go away at your 
own Time. I know I give my ſelf Death, in giving 
you Liberty, and that you will make no other Ule of 
it than to deprive me of that Princeſs, who is the Cauſe 
of all our Differeaces ; but that Knowledge 1s not able 
to alter my Deſign : Go ſee Berenice again when you 

leaſe, but remember that a generous Man ought to 
win her Affection rather by his Services, than by her 

Father's Authority, and that the Recompence you owe 
to what I now do for you, is not to ſuffer Perenice to be 


forc'd.

Arſacomes was going to reply, but I hearken'd not to 
his Anſwer, not defiring to hold any long Diſcourſe 
with him, wherefore going out of his Tent, I com- 
manded the Soldiers that guarded him, to retire. He, 
without any further Delay, made uſe of the Favour I 
had done him, and the next Morning cauſing himſelf

ter to him, the Words when? wide ae 


Arſaces to the King of Scythia. 


Vill not put you in Mind, Sir, what I have done for 

Y you, and what you have done againſt me. It ſuffices 

that you remember you are boholden to me for your Life, 

and for the Security of your Kingdom; and that for my Re- 
compence you have ſent me a Dagger and a Draught of Poi- 

ſon ; you have perſecuted me as the baſeft of all Malefators, 
and ſet my Head at a Price, as that of a Traitor, and of 

an infamous Perſon : This Uſage muſt needs be very /enfeble 
to a Prince, whoſe Duality is not inferior to your own, but 
it is ſupportable to Arſaces, from the Father of Berenice, 
and Oroondates ; and if yet you flop the Courſe of your Cru- 
elties, I will lay down the Authority I have found as 
Place 
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Place where I only ſought for Sanctuary againſt your Per- 
fecuttons. I demand no Satisfation for the Wrongs you 
have done me; and tho) perhaps I am in a Condition to 
right my ſelf, I will forget them all, as you have forgot 
my Services, provided you remember that the Princeſs Be- 
renice is your Daughter, and that you force not her Iucli- 
nations, in Fawour of a Man, whom if I would, I could 
have made to loſe his Pretenſions with his Life. She is of 
a Birth not fit to be uſed with Viclence for a Suljed, and 
mine is mot ſo deſpicable as to make her bluſh for having 
preferr'd me before Ariacomes. Perhaps you may have * 
fome Conſideration of it; and if all G:nerofity be not ut- 
terly extinguiſhed in the Heart of a King, jou will re- 
member, I am /lill that ſame Arſaces, who has la your 
Friendſbip only by his Misfortune, but who gain'd it by 
his Blood and by his Services. : 


The Man I ſent to the King with this Letter, arriv'd 
at I/edon two Days aſter Arſacomes, and found the King 
in Troubles and in Paſſions which it would be impoſſible - 
to deſcribe. He partly ſhew'd them by his Uſage of 
my Meſſenger, whom he caus'd to be hang'd as ſoon as 
he 1. d read my Letter. And not doubting but this laſt 
Offence, and his cruel Obſtinacy, would utterly take 
away that Remainder of Reſpect I yet bore toward 
him, he gave Order to raiſe Men, and endeavour'd to 
_ ſuch Forces as might enable him to defend him- 

If He had receiv'd Ar/acomes as his Son; and after 
having comforted him for the Diſgrace he had receiy'd, 
by all the ſweeteſt Hopes he could poſſibly give him, he 
had preſented him to the Princeſs as her Husband, and 
had given her no longer Time to reſolve upon that Mar- 
riage, than till he were perfectly recover'd of his 
Wounds, which they hop'd he would be within a very 
few Days. Let not thy Artaxerxes think, faid he to 
her, to terrify me by the Infidelity of my Subjects; the 
Traytors that ſerve him, ſhall periſh with him, and 
thou ſhalt ſee his Deſtruction, as he ſhall ſee thy Mar- 
riage. The ſorrowful Princeſs anſwer'd thoſe 'Threat- 
nings only with her Tears; and when ſhe was forc'd to 
reply, It is not my Deſire, ſaid ſhe, that 4r/aces ſhould 

return 
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return in Arms, to take Satisfaction for the Injuries you 
have done him; and tho' I ſhould be freed by thoſe 
Ways, I know well enough what I owe to you, never 
to give my ſelf to him wi your Conſent ; but it ſhall 
never be with mine that Ar ſacomes ſhall be my Husband, 
nor can you give me to him, without giving me to my 
Grave. You are unworthy, reply'd the King, I fay 
you are unworthy of his Conſtancy toward you ; and if 
he were not blinded with Affection, for all you are a 

King's Daughter, he would deſpiſe you for your indiſ- 
creet, and obſtinate Fondneſs of his Rival. If he were 

rous himſelf, added the Princeſs, he would remem- 

r the Favour he receiv'd from his Enemy, and would 
conſider that if A-/aces's Virtue had not carried it above 
His Intereſts, and above his Anger, he would have ſacri- 
fic'd a Life ſo fatal to his own, and a Life which he be- 
fore had ſavd. She uſed almoſt the ſame Diſcourſes to 
Arſacomes, when he went about to entertain her with his 
Paſſion ; and as confident as he was, ſhe ſometimes 
made him bluſh with Reproach. In the mean Time I 
was ignorant of my Meſlenger's Deſtiny, and had ad- 
vanced but little toward the 'Town, looking for his Re- 
turn; but I expected it in vain, and heard no News of 
him but in the Manner I am going to tell you. 

Having put my Life into the Hands of the Scythians, 
I took but little Care what Guard was kept about 
my Perſon, but they all of them took a great deal, and 
with an extreme Affection teſtified how much they were 
concern'd in the Safety of it: Yet one Night when 
we were encamp'd by a Wood-ſide, ſome five or fix 
hundred Furlongs from the River Hypanis, the Soldiers 
that were upon the Watch did not ſo well perform 
what their Officers had given them in Charge, but 
that a little before Day, two Men cutting the Backſide 
of my Tent, and eafily making a Hole wide enough 
to afford them Paſſage, came without Difficulty into 
my Chamber : By gocd Chance, I was wont, while 
I lay in the Field, to have Candles always burning 
by me, and *twas by their Light that thoſe Fellows 

having obſerv'd all the Parts of my Chamber, drew 

near to my Bed · ſide to execute their Reſolution, They 

EE : were 
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were beginning to pull open my Curtains, when by ſome 
Noiſe they made in that Action, I awaken'd in a Start, 
and preſently looking about, I ſpied thoſe two Men with 
their Swords in their Hands, in a Poſture which made 
me ſufficiently know their wicked Deſign. A ſudden 
Cry I gave at Sight of thoſe Villains, frighted them ſo, 
that I had Leifure to leap out of Bed; yet ſeeing me 
without Arms, they recover'd Courage, and went to pro- 
ſecute their Intent of taking away my Life, but I was 
already gotten on the far Side of a Table, which fav'd 
me from their firſt Blows, and had catch'd up a Sword, 
wherewith I thought I ſhould be able to Sifpate my 
Life againſt them ; nor was I deceiv'd in my Belief, for 
with the firſt Thruſt 1 made, I ran it up to the Hilt in 
the Breaſt of him that was next me, and laid him dead 
at the Feet of his Companion: The other was ſo terri- 
fed at that Execution, that he loſt Heart; and feeing the 
Hole he came in at, endeavour'd to have ſav'd himſelf 
by Flight, but I oppoſed his Paſſage, and preſenting him 
the Point of my Sword, Stay, Miſcreant, faid I, ſtay, 
and fince thou haſt dar'd to venture upon ſo great a De- 
ſign, ſee if thou beeſt able to make an End of it. The 
cowardly Wretch was quite daunted at theſe Words, and 
throwing down his Sword, fell upon his Knees before 
me, Ah! Sir, faid he, if you be that Great, that Genes 
rous Ar/aces, who can pardon, as well as conquer, give 
me my Life. Thou ſhalt have it, faid I, tho' thou haſt 
not deſerved it ; but tell me— I was going 
to proceed, when thoſe that lay near my Chamber, be- 
ing waken'd with that Noiſe, came running in one after 
another, and finding me with my Sword in my Hand, 
a Man upon his Knees before me, and another breath- 
ing out his Life with. his Blood, which ran all about the 
Floor, they ſell · into a great Admiration ; inſtantly they 
drew their Swords, but I commanded them not to ſtir; 
and having told them the 'I'ruth of that Adventure in a 
few Words, I examined the Fellow in their Preſence : 
He was ſo frighted, that he was hardly able to open his 
Mouth; but after I had hearten'd him a little, by the 
Promiſe of his Life, which I often repeated, Sir, faid he, 
I chink the Cauſe of this Attempt is not unknown to 

you; 
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you ; the King ſent us to have kill'd you, and beſides 
2 Hundred Talents he had offer'd = whoſoever

Oroondates could not ſuſfer Ar ſaces to continue his Diſ-

He told me how my Meſſenger — 
been hang'd, the Things I have already related to 
of Arſacomes and Berenice, and the King's final R — 
tion to force her to that Marriage, as ſoon as Ar ſacomes 
was quite recover'd. 
I was much more ſenſible of this Mis, 8 I had 
been of the Deſigns they had againſt my Life, and I re- 
ſolv'd to oppoſe that Violence, with all the Powers For- 
tune had put into my Hand ; and in this Determina- 
tion, turning toward my F riends, My dear Compani- 
ons, faid I, the King makes uſe of all things for my 
Deſtruction ; and ſo he may but ruin me, he thinks not 
Scorn to give himſelf over to all the moſt ſhameful Ways 
that can be imagiin'd ; truly I cannot but bluſh for him, 
remembring how paſſionately I have honoured him, and 
remembring that he is the Father of my Princeſs, and of 
my Friend. In Conſideration of that Remembrance, 
I would paſs over all the Injuries he does me, if his 
Cruelties were directed to me alone; and perhaps I 
ſhould be Maſter * of my Anger, but I cannot be 
ſo of my Love. give the King all the Attempts he 
has made againit my Liie ; but if I may be aſſur'd of 
your good Wills to the utmoſt, I will not ſuffer Lim to 
execute the Reſolution he has taken to ſacrifice Berenice

Carry the King this News, ſaid I (turning towards that 
Fellow) and tell him he ſha]l ſhortly have a gallanter 
Way to kill me, than this he employ'd you in. He 
ſhall ſee me before his Walls, at the Head of this ſame 
Army, wherewith I conquered his Enemies; and he 
may procure my Death by open War, with leſs Diſ- 
honour than by the Hands of Murtherers. Tell A4r/a- 
comes, that it I had pleaſed, I could have hindered his 
Marriage; that I'll have another Encounter with him 
for that Life which he abuſes, after having received it 
from me; and that ſo long as I am in the World, he has 
little Reaſon to hope he ſhall poſſeſs Berenice; and if 
thou art ſo happy as to ſee that Princeſs, and faithful 
enough to diſcharge a Meſſage to her, ſay, That the 
Reſpect I owe her, cannot hinder me from oppoſing the 
Tyranny of her Father by the Way of Arms, and that 
a whole Army of valiant Men will periſh with me for 
her Quarrel, or reſtore her that Liberty whereof ſhe has 
been unworthily depriv'd.

True it is, that he 
was ſurpriz d by our ſudden Coming, and that in tlc 
little Time we gave him, the Levies he had ſent to make 
in the Provinces, could not be > got ready to do him Ser- 
vice. He thought nevertheleſs, that he might well 
enough ſtay for them, and that the Town being ſtreng- 
thened as it was with a great Number of Soldiers, migt:t 
endure a Siege long enough to afford them Leiſure to get 
on Foot, and to advance to his Relief. He alſo doubted 
whether I would adventure to beſiege him; and though 
after the Things I had done for his Service, he had no 
| Reaſon to deſpiſe me, yet could he not fear a Man over

a The next Day he made eight hundred Horſe fally 


forth upon us, under the Command of Prince Carthafis 
his Brother. They broke through the firſt of ours very 
vigorouſly, and advanc'd with a great deal of Courage 
toward the reſt, when I came in to their Relief, with 
thoſe Men that happen'd to be on Horſeback with me, 
and our number encreaſing in a little time, we gave them 
ſo ſmart a Charge, that after a light Reſiſtance, they 
turned their Backs, and their Fear redoubling at the 
Name of Arſaces, which our Soldiers repeated every 
Moment, they forſook their Commander, with a very 
few that ſtuck to him, in the middle of one of our Squa- 
drons, where but for my arrival he had been in a great 
deal of Danger. Thofe that had ſtaid with Prince Car- 
thafis, having often nam'd him, to move our Men to 
ſome Reſpect of his Perſon, I caſt my Eyes upon him 
as I came in; and having known him by ſeveral Marks, 
I commanded all thoſe that had encompaſſed him to re- 
tire, and putting up the Beaver of my Helmet, I made 
my ſelf known to the Prince, and drawing near to him 
with a Countenance which had nothing in it of an Ene- 
my: Ah! Sir (ſaid I) is it poſſible that you ſhould la- 
bour your ſelf for the Ruin of Ar/aces who has ſo much 
honour'd you? Ca#thafis diſcover'd his Face by my Ex- 
ample, and looking upon me with an Action as obli- 
ging as mine: I never will labour (anſwered he) for the 
uin of Prince Artaxerxes, but he knows well enough 
that I cannot diſobey the King's Order, nor refuſe the 
Employments he gives me, with Honour. I found that 
in 2 thoſe Words, he was fain to force himſelf 
before thoſe that were with him; and not being willing 
to render him ſuſpected by my Endearments, I forbore 
them for the ſame Conſideration. I am your Priſoner 
(added he) but I hope you will give me fair Quarter, 
and my Captivity will be ſupportable, being fallen =_ 
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the Hands of ſo generous an Enemy as the valiant 4-- 
faces. You ſhall not only be free (replied I) but you 
ſhall ever be Maſter in all Places where I have any 
Power, and I would oppoſe your Return, to entreat you 
to Command here among us, if I did not know you 
would reje& that Offer, I will not engage you in a Con- 
verſation that might make the King your Brother jea- 
lous of you, but will content my it with conducting 
you to your Gates, to repay you a part of what I re- 
ceived of Prince Oroondates at out firit Encounter. Car- 
_ would not have yielded to that Civility, and even 
refuſcd the Liberty I offered him; but he was not the 
ſtrongeſt amongſt us, and ſo was fain at laſt to ſubmit 
to the Law we had impoſed. Although I was not igno- 
rant of the particular Obligations I had to him, I 
thought fit only to make him judge by my Actions that I 
was not ingrateful for them, and notto mention them be- 
fore thoſe that were with him, who perhaps might have 
made Reports of it, that would have been diſadvantage- 
ous to him.

To theſe Words, I added many others able to juſtify

to complain of Breach of his Word, when a 
little before Day they brought a Man into my Tent, 
who preſently made himſelf known to me for one 
of his Servants. Carthaſis had taken care himſelf to 

him out of the Gates by his Authority, for fear 
ſhould have been ſearch'd, and the Letters taken 
which he had about him. As ſoon as he was come 
in he deliver d them to me, and having open'd 
—_ - ay great Impatiency, I read theſe Words in

S IR, 


Hawe forgotten nothing that I owe to your Friendſhip, 
] and to the Remembrance of your Auf and laſt Obliga- 
tions; but my moſt ſenſible Grief is, that I have had too 
little Credit with the King, as not to be able to ſhake the 
lieaſt of his Reſolutions ; all that endeavour to diſſuade 
him from them, paſs in his Opinion for his Enemies, and 
. 4 wanted but very little of being put into that number. 
Tn fine, he will have Berenice marry Arſacomes, and 
#hough that Princeſs tells him, ſhe ſhall meet her Funeral 
in that Marriage, /he has us longer delay granted her than 
#he remainder of this Night, and the Day following is 
deſtin d without fail for thoſe unjuſt and cruel Nuptials; 
is with an extreme Sorrow T ſend you fuch unwelcome 
News ; think of the Means you have to prevent it, and 
ever doubt of my Fidelity, fince you are too generous to de- 
«Fire any Proofs of it that are contrary to Virtue. 
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I was ſo exceedingly tranſported at the Reading of 
this Letter, that if I had not hop'd the other was from 
my Princeſs, I ſhould never have had the Patience to 
look upon it; and ſcarce was I able in the Rage that 
blinded me, to know her lovely Characters; yet did 1 
caſt my Eyes upon them, after I had kiis'd them, and 
with inward Motions that were altogether extraordi- 
nary, I read theſe Words : : 


The Princeſs Berenice to Prince Arſaces. 


HE Hour of my Death is near, my dear Arſaces, 

and to Morrow muſt be the Day of my Funeral. I 
ewrite theſe Words, not ſo much to tell you this ill News, 
as to proteſt to you, that I will perſevere to my very Grave 
in my firſt Reſolution. Take Comfort in a Misfortune you 
cannot divert, and be at leaf} aſſured, that if Berenice 
cannot be yours, you ſhall never have the Diſcontent to ſee 
ber live with Arſacomes. 


It is moſt certain that if my Anger had not ſtrength- 
ned me, I ſhould have fallen into dangerous Faintings 
at the ſorrowful reading of this Letter, and all the Sen- 
fibleneſs I had ever ſhew'd in my moit cruel Afflictions, 
was a Matter of nothing in Compariſon of this laſt ; 
and indeed I had never been ſo near to my Deſtruction, 
nor had I ever had ſo great Reaſon to fear my utmoſt 
Misfortunes. They that faw me then, ſaid I was ſo 
chang'd that it was not poſſible to know me, and that I 
did Actions ſo different from my ordinary Carriage, as 
nothing hut my Rage alone could have made excuſable. 


How (cried I with a furious Action) ſhall I live, and 
ſhall Berenice be in the Arms of Ar/acomes ? Shall I 


ſtand idle at the Head of twenty thouſand Men, while 
my Life is facrific'd within theſe Walls; and briefly, 
ſhall I ſuffer my adored Princeſs to be violently wy 
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from me, and that unworthy Rival to triumph over my 
Happineſs, and over my Reputation? Ah! no Arſa. 
comes, thou ſhalt not ſo eaſily effect ſo * Enterprize, 
I can tear away that Life, for all theſe rts, Which 
I could have taken from thee at the Head of thy Army, 
and this nuptial Torch, ſhall without doubt be that which 
muſt light thee to thy Burial. No, King of Sqthia, thou 
ſhalt not have the Satisfaction, to have ſo cruelly made an 
end of the Remnants of miſerable Darius; and that which 
thou haſt not been able to do by Poiſon, by the Weapons 
of thy Guards, and by the Swords of thy Aſſaſſinates, 
ſhall not be executed by the Violence thou uſeſt again 
Berenice. No, my dear Princeſs, Ill not abandon you 
in the Extremity you are brought to for happy Ar/ace: ; 
I fay happy, fince they that think they labour for his 
Ruin, labour for his Glory, and for his Fortune; and that 
the Conſtancy you ſhew in his Favour, is a thouſand 
times more dear to him, than all the Miſchiefs which 
his Enemies prepare him can be terrible. Fear nothing, 
virtuous Princeſs, while Ar/aces 1s alive, and believe 
there are no Walls ſo ſtrong, as to keep a deſperate 
Lover from coming to you. While I was ſpeaking theſe 
Words, my Tent fill'd with a good number of my 
Chiefeſt Friends, and of the principal Officers of the Ar- 
my, whom deſire of hearing the News I had received, 
and that of the Affliction J expreſſed, brought thither. 
The ſight of them comforted me very much, and not 
being willing longer to defer demanding the laſt effect of 
their good Will. Now it is (ſaid I) my brave and gene- 
rous Friends, that Arſaces challenges the accompliſhment 
of your Promiſes 3 he has but a Minute more to live, 
unleſs his Life be proloag'd by your Aſſiſtance. Al! 
that you have done for me hitherto, 1s but a Preparative 
to what I deſire of you to Day; and that which I de- 
fire of you to Day is of ſuch infinite Conſequence, that if 
0 will ſuffer me to caſt my ſelf at your Feet and en- 
race your Knees to obtain it, you ſhall ſee me abaſe my 
ſelf to all manner of Submiſſions to work upon you. Be- 
hold (ſaid I, ſhewing them the Letters I had receiv'd, 
which Theodates began to read aloud) behold to what 


Eſtate my Affairs are reduced, and how much Time I 
| 1 have 
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have-left to make uſe of your Friendſhip. You know I 
have deferred it as long as poſſibly I could, and that even 
contrary to your 'own Counſel, I have conſerved a Re- 
ſpe toward the King of Sgtbia, for the Loſs whereof 
his Cruelty would have diſpenſed with me ſufficient!y. 
How all Conſiderations are quench'd in the Deſpair into 
which he has thrown me, and being no longer in a Con- 
dition to have any of my own Safety, I muit at length 
caſt away all thoſe that have till now imprudently with- 
held me. I would have ſaid more if that Company of 
generous Men had ſuffered me, and if they had not inter- 
ther, crying that I ſhould lead them 
whither I would, and that I ſhould prefently declare 
what I intended, with a perfect Aſſurance that it ſhould 
be executed, or that they would all periſh to the very 
laſt Man. When I ſaw them in that courageous Reſolu- 
tion; My dear Friends (ſaid I) fince you will have me 
uſe that Term, to Day I will aſſault this Town ; not that 
I defire the Ruin of it, or that I would ſhed the Blood 
of your Countrymen, and of a People to which I neither 
can nor will bear a Hatred, but I will this Day pull Be- 
renice by meer force out of the Hands of a cruel Father, 
and of an unworthy Huſband, to whom they have de- 
For this Purpoſe, I my ſelf will fall on with 
three thouſand Men, at this next Gate, and having open'd 
our Paſſage by the Violence of our Rams, I hope I ſhall 
make my Way to the Palace for the Execution of my 
Enterprize. To make it the more feaſible, you, my 

llant Friends, muſt begin the Storm in three other 
bs, which ſhall be aſſign'd to three amongſt you. 
You ſhall advance with your Rams, and preſent your 
Ladders, but being I defire your Aſſault ſhould only 
ſerve to make a Diverſion, and to draw the Reſiſtance 
thither, to the end I may find the more Facility on the 
other Side, you ſhall not need to proſecute your Attempt 
more ohſtinately than Neceſſity will require to amaze 
the Enemy, not deſiring (as I have told you) to expoſe 
this City, where I have a great many very dear Friends, 
to the utmoſt Calamities and Misfortunes which uſually 
accompany the taking of Places by Force. Go there- 
fore, if you pleaſe, to prepare, and put all Things in the 
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without Arms) loſt their Lives in that Service. Vet 
thoſe that remained, perſiſted ſo firmly in their Office, 
and I encourag'd them ſo well, keeping ſtill at the Head 
of them, that in ſpite of all Reſiſtance, they came up 

to the Gates, batter'd them in Pieces, and open'd us a; 
large a Paſſage as we could deſire. Then did I get again 
on Horſeback the fourth time, and ruſhed on with my 
Sword in my Hand into the middle of thoſe that defend- 
ed the Entrance, in which Action I was ſo bravely ſe- 
conded, that within a ſhort time, part of my Enemies 
being ſlain, and the reſt put to flight, I had free Way 
into the Streets, and began to enter them with Facility 
enough. Some Soldiers that were either obſtinate, or 
intereſſed in Ar/acomes his Party, found their Death in 
the Point of our Weapons; but as ſoon as ever | be- 
lieved my ſelf Maſter, I, by a Trumpet, commanded 
the Inhabitants to retire into their Houſes, promiſing - 
they ſhould receive no Hurt either in their Goods or Per- 
ſons ; and at the ſame time gave order from one to ano- 
ther thro all the Squadrons that followed me, that none 
ſhould dare to kill either Citizens or Soldiers, excep: 
- thoſe who by their wilful Reſiſtance drew their Death 
upon themſelves. | 

By this Command I ſav'd the Lives of many thouſands, 
who would have loſt them in the firſt Fury of our Soli 
ers; but yet the Town was in a general Conſternation, 
and notwithſtanding all the Endeavours that were uſed to 
beget an Aſſurance in the Inhabitants, there was no Pol- 
ſibility to hinder the confuſed Noiſe that was heard on 
all Sides, nor the Cries of Women and Children, which 
reſounded every where in a very lamentable manner. 
The King, who from one to another had heard that I was 
Maſter of the 'Town, ftrucken with a mortal Grief, and 
fancy ing the Miichief to be greater than it was, becauſe 
he was conſcious he had given me Reaſon enough to caſt 
away all Conſideration of him, had left thoſe Places 
whither the Noiſe of the firſt Aſſaults had drawn him, 
and being followed by 4r/acomes, Prince Carthafis, and 
many of his Men, had reſolv'd to die fighting, and not 
ſurvive the Shame, which aStranger alone, and abandon- 
ed, made him ſuffer in the middle of his Domini ico 
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While he was coming toward me, I was advanced as 


far as the Palace, where I heard he had left the Princeſs 


„and having open'd my Way with my Sword 
through them that ſtrove to ſtop it, I was got at laſt to 
the Gates thereof, and ſeeing them defended by a great 
number of Soldiers, I flew in amongſt them, and made 


my Paſſage ſice, by the Death of thoſe that would have 


hinder'd it. When once I had enter'd the Court, I a- 
lighted, and having commanded as many of thoſe that 
were with me as I had need of, to do the like, I left the 
reſt at the Gate, with Orders to ſtay there till my re- 
turn, and went up the Stairs with my Sword in my 
Hand, my Arms beſmear'd with Blood in many Places, in 
a Poſture that ſtruck Fear into all that were in my Way. 
I met no Obſtacle till I came to the Princeſs's Lodgings, 
where thoſe the King had left to guard her, hoping tor no 
Pardon from him if they abandoned her, perſiſted in a 
Reſiſtance which was fatal to them, and which made the 
teſt Part of them fall at the Doors which they de- 
At laſt that of my Princeſs's Chamber was open 
to me, and as ſoon as I had ſet my Foot within it, I faw 
her in a Corner of the Room, as much affrighted as if 
our Deſign had been againſt her very Life. True it is 
that ſuch a Spectacle, the Fight that had been at her 
Chamber Door, the Blood whereof ran all about, and the 
Sight of a great many dead, and dying, was enough to 
terriſy her, all the Engines for Battery were ready, and 
Soldiers, were ſufficient to beget a Fear in her, neither 
did I think it any thing ſtrange, but judging that I had 
no Time to loſe in Words, I only ſaid, Madam, you 
are free, nor ſhall this be the Day that you ſhall marry 


| Arſacomes. Aſter theſe Words (to which I neither re- 


ceiv'd, nor expected any Anſwer) I took her in my Arms 
fainting, and almoſt in a Swoon, and commanded Criton 
to do the like to Cy/lenia ; then going out again with 
that precious Burden, and no longer finding any Hinde- 


rance that could retard me, I went down into the Court 


the ſame Way that I came up. In the mean time the 
Princeſs's Spirits were abſolutely gone, which J not per- 
ceiving, put her into the Arms of one vf my Men, while 


I got on Horſeback, and received her from him again, 


M 3 without 
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without obſerving it ; ſo much was I tranſported in the 
Condition I then ſaw my ſeif, and ſo extremely taken up 
with the Thought of what I had yet to do. Scarce was 
I out of the Palace-Gate, when I ſaw the King accom- 
r by Prince Carthafis, Ar ſacomes, and me ny others, 


ut their Number was little able to diſpute the Victory 
againſt me. He had no ſooner known me, and ſeen the 


Princets his Daughter in my Arms, but advencing before 
all his Men, after he had often call'd me Traitor, he dar- 
ted a Javelin at me which he held in his Right- hend, and 
Which came whizzing over my Shoulder. I trembled for 
fear of Berenice ; but that was not able to make ne loſe 
the Reipect I tore to the King's Perſon, whereſore ha- 
Ving given my Men a Command only to defend them- 
ſelves, ard to make the Retreat after me; King of Ccy- 
thia (cried I) I wiil neither have thy Lite, nor tay City, 
but leave them both for my Princeſs. Ar/acomes may 
live alfo, ſince I cannot give him his Death wichout Ad- 
vantage, but he ſhall live without Berenice: At theſe 


Words, calling to thoſe of my Party to open and give me 


Paſſage, I put on my Horſe in the mid! of t em, cover- 
ing my Princeſs with my Shield, and crying to my Men 
to follow me, ſince I had gotten what I Jeiired, I re- 

turned to the Gate by which I came in, witicut any other 
Dithculty, except the Croud of my owa Soldiers. They 
all followed me out, and whether it were that they were 
glad to receive the Command of ſparing their Country- 
men, or that really they bore that Reſpect to me, I could 
not have wiſh'd a more exact Obedience than they ſhew'd 
in that Encounter. 

I was out of the Gates, and retiring toward our Camp 
with a Satisfaction which you may better imagine than I 
expreſs, when I perceived that my Princeſs was in a 


Swoon, the Knowledge whereof did extremely mode- 


rate my Joy ; and though I very well judg'd that it was 
but a Faintneſs cauſed by her Fear, out of which ſhe 
would eaſily come to her ſelf again, and that thereby I 
gain'd- the Liberty to ſteal Favours which had never been 
granted me, yet could I not ſee her in that Condition, 
without falling into a mortal Sorrow ; and I rode back 
to my Tents with a Countenance which did but 57 
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teſtify the fortunate Succeſs of my Enterprize. In the 


mean time I had ſent to Leetaris,. and the other Com- 
manders, to draw off. from their Aſſaults, and within a 


little while the Town was left free, and in the ſame Con- 


dition it had been the Day before. As ſoon as I was 


come into my Tent, and had laid my Princeſs upon a Bed, 


I caſt cold Water oſten upon her Face, ſent for Phyſi- 
cians, and all Perſons that were able to give her any 


help, but their Aſſiſtance was not neceſſary, for either 


the Water or Time brought her to her ſelf again. No 
ſooner did ſhe open her Eyes, bat ſhe ſaw me by her up- 
on my Knees, having my Lips faſt cemented to one of 
her fair Hands. She look'd a white about the Chamber, 
and preſently after, having turn'd her Eyes upon my 
Face, upon Theedates, and upon Cyllenia who ſtood by 
ker, ſhe knew the 'i'ruth of that Adventure; and fitting 
up, after ſhe had pull'd away her Hand from between. 
mine; Arfaces (ſaid ſhe) what have you done? I have 
done what you have Reaſon to expect from my Aſſection 
(anſwered I) and I have drawn you out of the Arms of 
that unworthy Huſband they intended you. Yes (ſaid 
Berenice) but you have alſo pull'd me out of my Fa- 


ther's, 


The Princeſs had no ſooner ſpoken theſe Words, but 
a Chilneſs ran through all my Veins, and my Aſtoniſh- 
ment was ſo great, that not being able to make any Re. 
ply, I only fx*d my Eyes upon her Face. All they that 
were in the Room obfery'd my Confuſion, and the Prin- 


ceſs making ule of my Silence to proceed: Ar/aces (con- 


tinued ſhe) ſince you have ſatisfied your Love, ſatisfy my 
Honour alſo ; I am not offended at your Action, but if 
you have lov'd me, I beſeech you in the Name of all the 
Gods, to reſtore me my Liberty. If her firſt Words had 


aſtoniſhed me, theſe laſt pierc'd my very Heart, and 


giving me that Senſe again, which her former- ones had 


taken from me, they likewiſe gave me the Strength to 


expreſs it. How, Madam (ſaid I) do you demand your 
Liberty of me, and are not you free, are not you Sove- 
reign. amongſt us, whereas before you were a Captive, 
and a Priſoner in that Place from whence I have delivered 


you? Tis true (added the Princeſs) I was a * 
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and I was unfortunate, but that Captivity, and thoſe 
Misfortunes were better hecoming, and more advantage- 
cus to Berenice, than this Liberty you have reſtor'd her, 
or this Empire you have given her over you; and if you 
will have me make Uſe of it, it ſhall only be to conjure 


you to ſend me back to the King my Father. | 
This Diſcourſe abſolutely kill'd me, or at leaſt it left 


me a Life much worſe than Death it felf, and gave me a 


Defire to put an End to't before the Eyes of taat cruel! 
Princeſs. What, Madam (reply'd I, quite tranſported) 
would you have me fend you back to the King, and put 
you again into the Power of that Arſacomes, to whom 
you had ſo great an Averſion, and who this Day ſhould 


have been your Huſband ? Has half a Day been able to 0 | 


make ſo great a Change in your Mind? And do you now 
reje ct Ar/aces to prefer that Arſacomes whom yeſterday 
you hated worſe than Death? Ar/aces (anſwer'd the 


Princeſs, with a more reſolute Voice than before) never 


was more dear to me, and Ar ſacomes never more odious 
than at this preſent ; and if you well remember the 
Hopes I have given, you cannot accuſe me of a Change, 
which neither half a Day, no nor my whole Life ever 
mede me capable of. I promis'd you I would never love 
any Body but your ſelf, I promis'd you that I would 
marry Death rather than ——— ; but I never made 
you hope, either by my Diſcourſes, or by my Actions, 
that I would fly from my Father's Arms to follow you, 
and that I would licenſe my ſelf in Favour of you, to 
do ſhameful Actions, and ſuch as are unworthy of a 
Princeſs. 

1 never demanded any Proofs of your Affection, inter- 
rupted I, which the ſtricteſt Severity could condemn ; 
but what other Remedy could I apply to fo preſſing an 
Extremity, and what Means had you to avoid that Miſ- 
fortune, which you your ſelf had given me Notice of? 
Death, reply'd the Princeſs, wwhich hall ever be leſi cruel 
to me, than the Shame you have prepared ine; and tho) I 
gave you Notice of my Misfortune, I did not demand Re- 
medies of you which you could not give me without ruining 
me. I only proteſted to you that I would never be but yours, 
and that Promiſe ſhall be inviolably performed. Fry 
| which 
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which Way do you keep that Promiſe (ſaid I, quite 
tranſported) if you command me to reſtore you to Ar/a- 
comes ? You ſhall not reſtore me to Arſacomes (added the 
Princeſs) but only to the King my Father, ⁊ubom my Ho- 
nour ſuffers me not to forſake without his Conſent ; and if 
the King give me to Arſacomes, I by my Death can op- 
poſe his Tyranny without offending my Reputation. Ah! 
Madam (cry'd I, ſtepping back a little, and lifting up 
my Hands and Eyes to Heaven) I had rather leave you 
to Ar/acomes, than leave you unto Death; and if one of 
us muſt die, tis only this forſaken 4r/aces, this Ar/aces 
who no way but by dying can juſtify the Cowardiſe that 
will reflect upon him for quitting you to his Rival. 
Yes, Madam, I am ready to give you the cruel Proofs 
of my Submiſſion which you demand; and if you yet 
deſire any others, you ſhall ſee me run to them with the 
ſame Reſignation. Let's be gone from this Place, 
which is more odious to us both, than the Priſon from 
whence I deliver'd you ; let's be gone from this Place, 
ſo fatal to your Reputation; and ſince you find ſo much 
Shame, and ſo much Misfortune in the Company of Ar- 
faces, let's go again to the King of Sythia, let's go and 
receive Ar/acomes ; I am ready to facrifice my Intereſts, 
to ſacrifice my Life to the Glory of that Rival, that I 
may ſerve Berenice to the utmoſt, as ungrateful, and as 
much changed as ſhe is ; and it ſhall never be reproach'd 
to me, that either her Ingratitude, or her Change, dif- 
_ me from the Obedience I owe her. With theſe 

ords, I cqmmanded a Chariot to be made ready; but 
tho' my Grief, or rather my Deſpair, was viſible in my 
Face, and that my Princeſs was deeply touch'd with it, 
yet was ſhe not ſhaken in her Reſolution ; only ſhe let 
me ſee by her Tears, that it was not without Sorrow 
ſhe parted from me: And having look'd upon me a 
while without ſpeaking, Inu are ungrateful your ſelf, ſaid. 
ſhe, to accuſe her of Ingratitude, and of Change, who for 
all you are ſo Great, for all you are ſo worthy to be loud, 
loves you better than ſhe ought, fince ſhe loves yau better 
than her Quiet, and better than her Life. The Event. 
perhaps will make my Intentions better known to you than: 
they are; and you without doubt will learn, that tho" I 
Ms prefer 
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prefer my Duty before your Satisfation, Ill prefer my 
Grave before any Man in the World except Arſaces. | 
In another Seaſon this Diſcourſe would have been 

ſufficient to content me; but in the preſſing Extemity I 
was then reduc'd to, there was little Probability I could 
be ſatisfied with Words; neither did I forbear to teſtify 
enough by my Actions how little Effect they had wrought 
upon me, and how firm a Conſtancy ſoever I affected, to 
ſhew her to my lateft End, that I made no Difficulty to 
obey her: I could not be maſter of thoſe impetuous Mo- 
tions that drove me headlong into Rage ; and not being 
willing to ſay any more to Berenice, that could make 
her believe I waver'd in the Execution of her Commands, 
I turn'd towards Theodates, and thoſe gallant Men that 
had ſeconded me ſo bravely. Ah! My generous Com- 
panions (ſaid I, with Tears in my Eyes) how unpro- 
fitably have I employ'd your Valour, and how vainly 
have I engaged you, to ſhed the Blood of your Country- 
men, and your own ! You, out of your extraordinary 
Generoſity, have link'd your ſelves to the Intereſt of a 
poor Stranger; you have marched chearfully againſt 
yaur King, for the Eftabliſhment of my Repoſe, and of 
my Fortune: You have ſeen the Walls of the Metropolis 
of Scythia, nay, you have made your ſelves Maſters in a 
few Moments, of a City, the 'I aking whereof, by Men 
leſs valiant, would have required whole Years ; and 
briefly, by the Effects of prodigious Courage, you have 
given me this Princeſs, for whoſe Sake alone I had ac- 
cepted your Aſſiſtance: But, O Gods, how little do I 
profit by all you have done for me, and how cruel, how 
fatal will the Fruit of your Victory be to me? Ah! how 
much more happy had I been, to have fallen by the 
Sword of A. /acomes, or to have loſt my Life before the 
Gates of tadon, than to give it up now to the Inhuma- 
_ nity of Berenice | 

While I was lamenting in this Manner, and drew 
Tears of Compaſſion from all that heard me, I faw the 
Chariot coming, which I had given Order for, to carry 
back the Princeſs. That Sight re- doubled my Affliction, 
but ſtruggling with my utmoſt Power to get che Maſtery 
of it, in an Occafion wherein I ſtood in need 1 my 
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Fortitude, I drew near to Berenice, and offering her my 
Hand, with a forced Conſtancy, Come, Madam, faid 
I, let's go back again to the King your Father; ſtay no 
here in the Camp, and in the Tent of his Enemy; 
all Things are ready for your Departure, and you are 
as free as you can deſire. 

Berenices Tears which ſhe ſhed in great Abundance, 
would not ſuffer her to reply; but only taking my Hand, 
which I had preſented her, ſhe went out of the Tent in 
ſuch a Condition as made me know it was not without a 
great deal of Reluctance ſhe gave her ſelf up to the ſevere 
Precepts of her Duty : When ſhe was gotten into the 
Chariot, and Cyllenia with her, ſhe ſtrove to break the 
Silence ſhe ſo long had kept ; and looking upon me with 
drowned Eyes, You ſhall quickly know (ſaid ſhe) that 
without Inhumanity you cannot accuſe me, and that the 
Action you ſee me do, ought rather to draw Pity from 
you, than thoſe crue! Reproaches you have uſed. 

Farewel Artaxerxes (purſued ſhe, forcing her Modeſty 
to embrace me) leave the Care of my Deſtiny to me, 
and remember that if Perenice live not for you, ſhe will 
not live for her ſelf. With theſe Words, after ſhe had 
expreſly commanded me not to ſtir out of my Tent, and 
to give her only a ſmall Convoy to the City-Gate, ſhe 
turn'd her Eyes from me, and bidding the Charioteer 
drive away, departed, and carried with her all my Joy, 
and all the Hopes I had conceived. Theodates took the 
Care to conduct her, and following at a little Diftance, 
loſt not Sight of the Chariot till it entred into the 
Gates. 

O Gods] in what a fad Condition did I remain after 
ſhe was gone, how full of ſorrow were my Words, my 
Actions, and my Thoughts? All my Friends endeavour'd 
but in vain to comfort me, and when I had endured their 
Perſecutions a good while, I pray'd them toward the 
Evening to leave me alone, and having perſunded them 
to it with much ado, I paſs'd the ſmall Remainder of 
that Day, and the Night following, in T'erments that 
cannot poſhbly be conceiv*d. All that the Conſideration 
of the greateſt Miſeries can produce in a Heart, all the 
ut noſt Cruelty, all the utmoſt Violence that can enter 
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in a Man's Thoughts, was Gentleneſs, and Mildneſs in 
reſpect of what mine made me fuffer. In the beginning, 
they tended all to Fury, and following the firſt Motions 
of my Anger, I let my ſelf be impetuouſly carried away 

by my Paiſons. Why do I complain (faid I) why do 
I weakly ſhed Tears like a Woman, fince I have the 
Force, ſince I have the Courage of a Man, and ſince I 
ſtill have Arms in my Hand, to make part of my Miſe- 
ries fall back upon the Heads of my Enemies? Let's no 
longer deliberate upon a Matter, which my juſt Indig- 
nation ought to have reſolv'd ; and ſince we muſt neceſ- 
farily periſh, let us make whatſoever contributes to our 
Ruin periſh with us. I have ſtill the fame Forces which 
this very Day made me Maſter of this City, where my 
ingrateful Prir.ceſs, and my barbarous Enemies are ſhut 
up. Ihe Valour of my Companions is not cool'd ſince 
Morning, and I have Courage enough my ſelf, to exe- 
cute in this higheſt Pitch of Deſpair, what I have exe- 
cuted once already in my more moderate Reſentments; 
Let's go therefore, and employ both theirs and mine for 
my final Revenge; and ſince we muſt run to our Grave, 
Jet us make a ruined Palace, and a deſolate City our Mo- 
nument : Let us once more force our Entrance into the 
Gates of this hated Town ; but let us uſe our Victory 
otherwiſe than we did before ; let's waſh the Streets of it 
with Rivers of that Blood, for which we have unde- 
ſeryedly been laviſh of our own ; let's carry a Thouſand 
Deaths (if it be capable to receive ſo many) into the 
Breaſt of unworthy and unthankful 4r/acomes : Let's 
ſacrifice that Victim to ingrateful Berenice, which is but 
too juſtly due unto my Love; and to ſatisfy our ſelf by 
a compleat Revenge, in a Seaſon when all Reſpect, and 
all paſs'd Conſiderations cught to be extinguiſh'd in us, 
let us bury the King of Scy/hia, I ſay the King of Scy- 


thia himſelf, in the -Ruins of his Capital City ; let us 
pour forth to our lawful Anger the Blood of that barba- 
Tous King, who by fo many .unworthy Means, ha: 
ſought cur Deſtruction; and if Berenice be offended at 
that Revenge, let us make her Satisfaction by employing 
our own Hands to give her this Life, which ſhe for tri- 
vial Scruples has ſo ungratefully abandon'd ; let's never 


ſtand 
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ſtand conſidering in this Defign, but run to execute it 
without deferring any longer. It is not neceſſary to ſtay 
till it be Morning, the Night is much more proper far 
the Execution I intend ; its gloomy Horror is far more 
ſuitable to that of my afflicted Soul, and the Darkneſs 
of it will ſerve to blind that Pity which might perhaps 
be cauſed by the Sight of diſmal Objects. In this impe- 
tuous Torrent, which hurried me away, I ſtarted up in 
my Bed, fully perſuaded and fatisfied in the Reſolution I 
had taken : I had nothing in my Mouth, and in my 
Thoughts, but Death, Blood, Fire, and all the moſt 
dreadful Imaginations that can be fancied, and I found 
| ſome Sweetneſs and ſome Comfort in the Satisfaction I 
hop'd for. I was already opening my Mouth, to call 
for thoſe that were neceſſary for the Orders I meant to 
give, when a more gentle Spirit than that of Revenge, 
crept inſenſibly into my Heart, and moderated the Vio- 
lences of it with more Succeſs than I expected. It firſt 
made me partly to abhor the Things I had refolv'd on, 
and then it endeavour'd to diſſuade me from them by all 
the Reaſons it could repreſent. By little and little, Ten- 
derneſs ſtole into the Place of Anger, and I felt my ſelf 
mollified by Reflections that were too powerful to be 
oppoſed. 
It is true (ſaid I to my ſelf again) there is a Neceſ- 
fity thou muſt die, but thou mult die as thou haſt lived, 
and not ſuffer thy Death to caſt a Scandal upon thy 
Love, nor upon thy former Actions. Tis nothing but 
thy Life, and thine alone that's due to thy Misfortunes ; 


and the Geds do juſtly demand it of thee, ſince thou haſt 


ſhamefully conſerv'd it, after the Loſs of all thy Friends: 
The People of don, this poor People, in whom thou 
haſt found nothing but Affection towards thee, is inno- 
cent of thy Miſeries, nor canſt thou ſacriſice it to thine 
Indignation, without blaſting thy Fame with Cruelty 
and Ingratitude. Arſacomes indeed is perhaps worthy 
of Death, but thou oughteſt to leave him a Life, which 
thou haſt ſav'd him more than once, to keep the Glory 
of thy Actions entire to the End of thine. The King 


of Scythia would deitroy thee, but he's the Father of 


Berenice and Oroondates ; and if the Gods lad given thee

a thouſand Lives, thou oughteſt to loſe them all, rather 
than attempt ip againſt his. Rather ask Pardon 
of thy Miſtreſs, of thy Friend, for the cruel 
Thought thou haſt had againſt their Father, and bluſh 
at that pazicidial Deſign, which renders thee the molt 
criminal of all Men living: No (added I, within a 
While after) tis not by violent Ways that thou mult ſa- |

Deſpair. Let's die in ſuch a Faſhion as may be obliging 
to Berenice, and obliging to the King of Sc;thia ; let's 
at the End of our Li — up that Reſpect again, which | 
we ſeem' d to have loit ; and let us order it io, that my 
Miſtreſs, and my Friend, may in the laſt of my Aci- 
ons, find Reparation for the Diſcontents I have given | 
their Father. This laſt Thought drew me into a Deſign 
that was more pleaſing to me than all thoſe I before had 
fancied, and after having a little examin'd it, I fix d up- 1 
on it ſo firmly, that nothing was able to divert me. ö 
The Day beginning to appear, juſt as I had ſettled 
my Reſolution, I got out of Bed, and calling for Paper, 
wrote theſe Words, with an Intent to make them be : 
. deliver'd to Theodates. , 


Arſaces to Theodates, 


M Y too dear and too generous Friend, one of the maſt 
fenfible Griefs that accompany me to my Grave, tis 
that of parting with you for ever, after having engag'd 
you, and ſo many gallant Men after you, in a Party de- 
ſfirudtive to your Repoſe, and to your Fortune; neither in 
the Reaſons Thave here to die, ſhould I have ever refolu'd 4 
to forſake you, if I did not know that I leave you in a Con- x 
dition, wherein you are able to make an advantageous 1 
Peace, both for your ſelf, and for the reſt. The King of 
Scythia who: demands nothing but the Death of Arſaces, 
and whom the Death of Abe ſhall bave ſatisfied, will 


grant you all the Conditions you could at, and fo long as 
you have Arms in your Hands, you may make them ycur 
fetves with all manner of Advantage. Pardon me the 
Troubles whereinto the Miſeries of my Life have caft you,

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obtain the ſame Pardon for one of our faithſul Friends, 
and love the Memory of Arſaces, fince if be could have 
lied, he would have lived that be might baue been al- 


duch yours. 


T left this Letter upon my Table, with a Command 


to one of my Servants to give it to Theadates within two 
Hours; and at the ſame Time calling for my Arms, and 


a Horſe, I got upon him, not ſuffering any Body to go 
along with me. I even refus d the Attendance of Criton 
and Leotaris, with many others, being come to the 
Door of my 'Tent while I was taking Horie, I oppoſed 
the Offer they made to accompany me, and entreated 
them ſo earneſtly, to afford my Sorrow an Hour's Solita- 
rineſs, that not being able to deny it, they left me at 
Liberty. I firſt took a little Circuit to hinder them 
from knowing what Way I went ; and when I was out 
of their Sight, I turn d toward the neareſt Gate of the 
City, I quickly heard the outmoſt Corps de Garde, and 
found Soldiers in thoſe Places from whence I had driven 
them the Day before. I defired thoſe that bad me 
ſtand (putting up the Beaver of my Head-piece but 
very little) that they would carry me to the King, to 


whom I had a Matter of Conſequence to impart ; and 


they having led me to the Gates, thoſe that were there 
upon the Guard, ſeeing but a ſingle Man, made no Dif- 
fhiculty to let him in. . 

Having ask'd the firſt I met where the King was; 
He is at the Temple of Tellus, ſaid they, where the 

ateſt Part of the Court is aſſembled, and where the 

ing intends this Morning to celebrate the Marriage of 
the Princeſs with A, ſacomes. Scarce was I able to for- 
bear diſcovering my ſelf at this Anſwer ; but my Hel- 


met cover'd the Alteration of my Countenance, as it 


alſo diſguiſed my Voice; nor was it thought ſtrange, 
that paſſing fora Man who was come over from the 
Party of Arſaces, to give the King ſome Intelligence, I 
ſhould keep my Beaver down, and deſire to be-unknown 
to every Body but the King himiclf, to whom they were 
leading me. I came to the Gates of that fatal Temple, 


were my Funeral was preparing: And tho' one would 


have 
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have thought, that in the Condition the Town then was, 
the People ſhould rather have been manning the Walls, 
than in that Temple ; yet was the Croud fo great there, 
that if they that carried me had not employ'd the King's 
Authority, I ſhould hardly have gotten Paſſage. The 
King had not been long come to the Temple, and he 
was gone thither ſo early, for fear his Intention ſhould 
be hinder'd by ſome new Accident. Neither the Reſpect 
I had ſhewn towards his Perſon, and towards his 'Town 
which I had quitted to him, after I had made my ſelf 
Maſter of it, nor the laſt Proof I had given him in ſend- 
ing back the Princeſs, had been ſufficient to appeaſe him, 
or to arm him ——ů—— Incitements of the Queen, and 
Arſacomes ; but ing very well that I was in a Con- 
dition to overthrow all his Deſigns, if he deferr'd them 
any longer, he had a Mind to the only Revenge 
he was able to take of me, for fear I ſhould prevent 
him, and ſhould a ſecond Time deprive him of the 
Means he had to effect it. For this Purpoſe, neglecting 
the Defence of his City, and truſting it to the Hands of 
others, he gave himſelf over wholly to his Anger, and 
was much more eagerly fix d upon his Deſire - putirg 
ing Ar/aces, than upon that of protecting his People, and 
conſerving his Dominions. All the Princeſs's Tears, 
and all her Reſiſtance was but unprofitable; ſhe had 
vainly begg'd of the King for ſome Delay, and that 
Prince abandon'd to his Wrath, without giving Ear to 
her earneſt Prayers, had caus'd her to be put into his 
Chariot, and had carried her himſelf to the Temple, 
whither Ar/acomes was gone before, with the Queen and 
all thoſe of his Party. As ſoon as ever the Prieſt had 
appeared, the Princeſs caſting her ſelf at the King's Feet, 
had proteſted that ſhe would rather die there, than yield 
the Conſent that was demanded of her ; ſhe had con- 
jured him by a Flood of Tears, to recede from his cruel 
Determination, to have Regard unto the laſt Effects of 
her Reſpe& and Duty, which had made her forſake A.- 
faces, to put her ſelf again into his Hands: But her tears 
and prayers were all to no Purpoſe; and when once ſhe 
bad gd that nothing in the World was able to mollify 
him, ſhe had turn'd toward 4r/acomes, wha full of hopes, 
| per- 
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itted the King to preſs her in his Favour ; and look- 

Ing upon him with Eyes enflamed with Anger, Think 

not, wicked Man (had ſhe ſaid) that this Authority 
which thou unworthily abuſeſt, can ever be able to change 
my Inclinations ; with what Violence ſoever they are op- 
poſed, I will never look upon thee as other than as my 
mortal Enemy; and thou well may'ſt make me ſuffer 
Death, but never make me to become thy Wife. Ar/a- 
comes left the Care of anſwering theſe Words unto the 
King, and he was going to do it with a Sharpnels that 
made all the Company tremble for that poor Princeſs, 
when I preſented my ſelf before him, and preventing the 
Reply he was about to make, Stay (cried I to him) ſtay 
King of Sqitbia, and be not fo haſty to diſpatch a Sacri- 
fice, whereof I am the principal Victim. With theſe 
Words I made an End of opening my Paſſage to him, 
and caſting my Helmet at his Feet, diſcover'd the Face 
of Ar/aces to him, and to the whole Aſſembly. I know 
not whether Fear or Amazement ſeiz d firſt upon the 
King ; the Remembrance cf the Day before, comin 
| preſently into his Mind, made him believe I had ent 
the Town again in Arms, and that having forc'd the 
Gates a ſecond "Time, I came now at the laſt to croſs 
his Deſign, and take Revenge for all the Injuries I had 
receiv'd. | 

J read his Apprehenſion in his Countenance, but I 
ſuffered him not long to continue in it; for looking upon 
him with an Action much more reſolute than his, Settle 
thy ſelf (ſaid I) and do not fear the Sight of a ſingle 
Man, and of a Man whom all thy Cruelties have not 
been able to make thine Enemy : I neither come with 
a Power, nor with an Intention to take Revenge for ſo 
many unſpeakable Wrongs ; I only bring thee a Head, 
which is neceſſrry for thy perfect Satisfaction, and a 
Head which with Berenice thou ſhould'it preſent to Ar- 
| facomes. Behold my Arms, which I throw down at thy 
Feet (purſued I, letting fall my Sword) and behold at 
laſt this 4r/aces, to whom thou bear'ſt ſo implacable a 
Hatred, who comes both alone, and unarm'd, to expoſe 
himſelf to all Indignation ; but as it is with no Deſign 
to hurt thee, fo neither is it with any to appeaſe thee 

that 
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that he here preſents himſelf; he demands no Repa- 


ration for the Injuries thou hait done him, nor does he 
3 to any Favour by thote thou hait receiv'd from 
im, and he would be aſham'd to receive Life from 
them, to whom he has been accuſtomed to give it. 
Pour forth all the Effects of thine Anger upon this A.- 
taxerxes, the Son of Darius, who with thine own Forces 
has aſſaulted thy Walls, has forc'd thy Town, has pull'd 
thy Daughter out of thy Arms, and has reduc'd thee thy 
ſelf, once more to be beholden to. him for a Kingdom, 
and for a Life which he hath ſo often preſerv'd ; but 
ſpare Berenice who is not guilty of Ar/aces his Crimes. 
Revenge not foreign Wrongs upon thine own Blood, 
and ſince it has no Afﬀnity with that of Darius, wreak 
upon that of Darius alone, whatſoever of greateſt Cruel- 
ty thy Rage can think. Ar/aces has deſery'd Death, but 
Berenice has not deſerv'd the Puniſhmer:t thou inflict" it 
upon her; or if ſhe had deſerv'd it, tis only for having 
forſaken me, and for having expoſed her ſelf a new to 
the Mercy of her Enemies. Let alone the innocent Be- 
renice then, and overwhelm the Criminal Ar/aces ; thou 
eould'ſt not deſire more Facility for this Revenge, to 
which thou haſt run headlong by ſo many baſe and 
ſhameful Ways ; and beſides the Conſervation of thy 
Life and Kingdom, thou haſt yet this laſt Obligation to 
me, that I my ſelf have deliver'd thee a Perſon whoſe 
Ruin thou ſo often haſt in vain attempted, and that I 
have ſav'd thee the Labour of ſeeking out new Mur- 
derers, to give Death to the greateſt of thine Enemies. 
While I ſpoke on this manner, the whole Aſſembly 
liften'd to my Words, and with a marvellous Attention 
expected what would be the Iſſue of that Adventure, I 
wilt not tell you what Berenice's Thoughts were at this 
laſt Expreſſion of my Love, nor what were thoſe of Ar- 


fatomes, ſince they were the King's that firſt manifeſted 


themſelves. If he had been aſtoniſh'd, at my Sight, and 
at the beginning of my Diſcourſe, he was no leſs at the 
Knowledge of my ſtrange Reſolution, and he ſaw ſo lit- 
tle likelihood to hope, that commanding a potent Army, 


 Wherewith I was in a manner able to diſpoſe of his 


Deſtiny, I ſhould abandon all the Means I had to fru- 
| | ſtrate 
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ſtrate what he had determin'd, to come and expoſe my 
ſelf alone to his Mercy, that he could not ſufter his Be- 
lieſ to credit what he law. Wherefore he remain'd a 
great whi'e in doubt of the Truth, but when he beheld 
me alone, without Cask, without Sword, in the midR 
of a throng ol his own Followers, and that he heard no 
Noiie at ail in the Streets, that could make him fear 
the coming of his Enemies, he began at laſt to believe, 
that my Love had brought me to that Reſolution, and 
that my Deipair making me deſpiſe my Life, had made 
me alſo neglect the Means I had to preſerve it. This 
Aſſurance ſettled it ſelf in his Mind with Joy, and his 
Fear was no ſooner lull'd aſleep, but his Anger was a- 
waken'd again. The fight of his Enemy, and the 
ferceneſs of his Words, kindled his Wrath afreſh with 
all its Violence, and he had ſcarce had time to recover 
his firlt Apprehenſions, when he opened his Mouth to 
give it vent. Yet wicked Wretch (cried he) thou ſhalt 
die, and this falſe Generofity which thy Deſpair hath in- 
ſpir'd into thee, ſhall not ſave thee from my lawful Fury. 
Yes, I will die (replied I) and if I would not have died, 
J would have come with a Power that might have de- 
fended me from thine. Boaſt not of an Advantage, 
which thou hold'ſt from no Body but my ſelf,” nor threa- 
ten me with a Death, wherein thou only ſerv'it for the 
Miniſter of my Deſpair. 7 
I rather ſerve the Juſtice of the Gods (anſwer'd Ma- 
theus) and all Kings who are intereſted in my Quarrel ; 
but whether it be from the Anger of Heaven, or from 
thine own Deſpair that I have this Occaſion to reve 
me of thee, thou ſhalt not ſee me neglect it, nor 
many Conſiderations, ſpare him that hath ſeduc'd my 
Subjects, and that led an Army of Rebels and Traitors 


againſt their Prince, into his City, into his Palaces, and 
even againſt his own Perſon. He had hardly ended 


theſe Words, making ſign to his Guard to encompaſs 
me, and to hinder my getting out of the Temple, w 

the Princeſs who till then had heard us without Interrup- 
tion, mov'd from the Place where ſhe ſtood, and com- 
ing toward me with a Countenance animated with- an 
extraordinary Confidence ; You ſhall not die alone Ar- 


faces 


r 
rr 
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faces (ſaid ſhe) and ſince you have been ſo little fearful 
to afflict me, in laviſhing a Life that was dearer to me 
than my own, you alſo ſhall have the Grief to ſee me 
run toa Death, which I owe to nothing but your De- 
ſpair. You ought to have expected the Event of what 
I had reſolv'd to do for you, if I had been ſo baſe as to 
have given my ſelf to Arſacomes, that Baſeneſs would 
have been enough to have cured you, and if I had pre- 
ferred Death before him, you might have follow'd me to 
the Grave, without the Blame of having thrown me in- 
to it. By theſe Words, and by my Princeſs's Action ſo 
different from her Humour, and from her uſual Modera- 
tion, I knew the Greatneſs of her Affection better than 
ever I had done before, and forgetting all that I had 
taken ill from her, I gave my ſelf up again totally to my 
Love. Ah! my deareſt Princeſs (ſaid I) what a Thought 
is this of yours, and with what a Reproach do you ag- 

ravate my Sorrows! I defended my Life as long as I be- 
tev*d you car'd for it, and you know that after the Loſſes 
LE have ſuffered, nothing could have made me think of 
its Preſervation but the Opinion J had that it was not in- 
different to you. That was it that made me oppoſe the 
King your Father's Arms, which after the Ruin of my 
Family I ſhould have welcom'd into my Breaſt ; that 
was it that ſet me at the Head of an Army; and in ſhort, 
that was it that has made me do many Actions, which 
could not have been expected but from a Perſon that had 
been much in love with his Liſe. Yes, Madam, I did 
love it, while I flatter'd my ſelf with a Conceit that it 
was dear to you ; but when I ſaw you help towards its 
Deſtruction, by forſaking me to put your ſelf again into 
thoſe Hands from which I had deliver'd you; I belie- 
ved I ought to follow your Inclinations, and not leave a 
Thing in the World, that might be an Obſtacle to your 
Repoſe. After my Death you may live in a greater 
Tranquility than you have done hitherto ; and the Gods 
to whom your Virtue, to whom your Perſon is dear, 
having afflicted you till now, only to puniſh me by the 
part I bore in all your Sufferings, will ceaſe to torment 
you any longer, when you no more can be infected by 
the contagious Afflictions of miſerable 4r/aces. — 
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The Princeſs had not Patience to let me go on with 
this Diſcourſe, but haſtily interrupting me; Ceaſe to 
offend me (ſaid ſhe) with your Reproaches, and do not 
accuſe me of a Change, whereof all the Conſideration 
in the World ſhall never make me capable; Tis true, I 
would needs come away from you, to put my ſelf again 
into my Father's Hands, tis an Action which I yet 
would do, and which I cannot repent of, but 'tis not an 
Action that ſhould make you believe you are leſs dear 
to me, than you have been formerly. If I could have 
ſaid with you with Honour, I would not have left you, 
neither for 4r/acomes, nor for a thouſand Empires ; and 
in returning to my Father, to whom the Gods and Na- 
ture hath ſubmitted me, I did not uſe a -lefs Violence 
upon my ſelf than that you ſuffered, nor expoſe my elf 
to lighter Diſcontents than yours; if I had ceaſed to love 
| you Yeſterday, I would not have begun again to Day; 
and if I could have diſpoſed my feif to live without you, 
1 would not now diſpoſe my {elf to die with you. You 
ſhall not die, dear Princeſs (replied I violently) you ſhall 
not die, nor can you continue in that I bought, without 
making my Death terrible to me ; you ſhall live for a 
better | as than that you yet have met with ; and if 
my Death cauſe any Sorrow in you, 4s your Goodneſs 
makes me hope it will, Time, the Friencihip of Prince 
Oreondates, whom the Gods will bring home to you 
again, and my ardent Reque i, at this laſt Minute of my 
Life, will cure you of it. Iwill not pray you to live 
for Ar/acomes, you delerve a happier Fortune, and you 
have too gallant a Spirit  {toop to a Perſon unworthy 
of you; moreover | belicve my Death will change the 
King's Intentions in faycur of you, fer purpoſing to give 
ycu to Arſacomes, not ſo much with a deſign to make 
him happy, as to make Ar/aces miſerable 3 he, by A. 
ſaces's Neath, will loſe thote cruel Reſolutions, which 
he had taken againſt you, only out of his Enmity to me ; 
he loves you, thu' he has hated me, and the end of his 
Hatred toward me, will waken his Affection to you 
again. I would conjure thee to it, King of Sqthia 
{continued I, turning towards him) if I believ'd the lateſt 
Word of a Prince who abandon'd all his Intereſts to 
. ſerve 
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See who fay'd thy Life with the Ten of his 


do, was due to the Father of Berenice, 
and Oroondates ; and the Gods are my Witneſſes, that 
= have never been able to make me re- 
* but by that Memory I may well demand the 

of Berenice of thee. I was yet in a Poſture to 
her againſt Ar ſacomes, if I would have de- 
tended her againſt her Father, and ſhe her ſelf was in a 
Condition to diſpoſe of her own Aſſections, if ſhe had 
not preferr'd her Reſpect and her Obedience to thee, be- 
fore her Quiet, nay before her Life it ſelf. If thou art 
born of Royal, or if thou art born of Noble Blood, all 
the incitements of ſity ſue to thee in her Favour, 
and tell thee that ſo pure a Virtue, and fo perſect a Re- 
gnation, ought to drive all the Cruelty outof thy Mind, 
that harbours in it againſt this lovely Princeſs.
